The threat of mass murder once again haunts Europe. 


It must be stopped. 


Kosovo’s killin 


HEN SPRING COMES and the 
winter snows melt, the massacres 
will begin in earnest. 

That is the fear of the international com- 
munity trying to prevent an escalation of 
hostilities in Kosovo, the relatively small re- 
gion in what's left of Yugoslavia where, just 
days ago, Serbian security forces murdered 
at Icast 45 ethnic Albanians cxccution-style 
— many with bullets shot at close range 
through the backs of their heads. 

These murders — 
which wiretaps by the in- 
ternational peacekeeping 
mission strongly suggest 
were planned in advance 
— are only the latest 
outrage. For a decade 
the Serbian minority 
(which makes up 10 per- 
cent of the region’s in- 
habitants) has oppressed 
the Albanian majority 
(which accounts for 
90 percent of Kosovo's 
2 million people). Com- 
ing as they did in the midst of what until re- 
cently had been a period of relative calm, the 
killings underscore once again the genocidal 
intent of the Serbian government and its dic- 
tatorial leader, Slobodan Milosevic. 

Because of diplomatic protocol, Milosevic 
is treated by the United States and its

To force the good faith of the Serbs and 
to prevent further crimes against humanity, 
Serbian forces must withdraw and be re- 
placed by a NATO force, which French mil- 
itary experts believe may have to be as large 
as 100,000. How long need that multina- 
tional force be in place? Estimates run from 
three to ten years. 

The US is now preparing to send about 
5000 additional troops to the region. Al- 
ready, public apprehension is beginning to 
build. The Clinton administration necds to 
explain clearly to Congress and the nation 
why this mission is necessary, and it needs 
to spell out its long- and short-term goals. A 
clear delineation of aims would, we belicve, 
build public support. 

Europe is still haunted by the specter of 
Hitler’s Holocaust and Stalin’s monstrous 
crimes. Despite some success in facing 
down Milosevic, the European community 
and the United States have been irresolute 
in coming to terms with this butcher.

Payback time 


A handful of liberal dissidents in the Massachusetts 
House reaped the bitter rewards this week of a mini- 
rebellion they staged against domineering House Speaker 
Thomas Finneran (D- Mattapan). 

Just days after Finneran 
squashed a rules-reform effort 
that challenged his centralized 
control of the House (see 
“Rebel, Rebel,” News, 
January 29), the Speaker paid 
back his most vocal critics 
with punitive committee 
assignments. 

For instance, Finneran 
dispatched such subversive 
liberals as representatives Jay 
Kaufman (D-Lexington), Jim 
Marzilli (D-Arlington), 
Patricia Jehlen (D-Somerville), 
Kay Khan (D-Newton), Ellen 
Story (D-Amherst), and John 
Slattery (D-Peabody) to the 
hopelessly obscure Federal 
Financial Assistance 
Committee, which has no 
legislative authority. Other disobedient members were 
spanked by other means: Representative Carol Donovan 
(D-Woburn), to name one, thinks it was no accident that 
she was removed from the Public Safety Committee after 
specifically telling Finneran she hoped to stay. 

“Basically,” Donovan says, “we saw the result of the 
votes of those of us who challenged the Speaker last 
week.” 

Marzilli, one of Finneran’s leading critics, described 
himself as “decapitated politically.” He lost his seat on 
three committees, including his vice chairmanship of the 
Committee on Counties. 

House liberals have previously challenged Finneran on 
a range of issues — including a minimum-wage hike, 
HMO reform, and abortion-clinic access — and lived to 
tell about it. But some suggested that their bid to reform 
the House’s rules — and therefore threaten Finneran’s 
cherished authority — was more than he could forgive. 

“I want to be surprised by the level of vindictiveness, 
but deep down inside I guess I can’t be,” Marzilli says. 
“Some of us seem to have crossed a Rubicon, and we’re 
not getting back to the other side.” 

But Representative Byron Rushing (D-Boston), a 
liberal insurgent who emerged unscathed, said Finneran’s 
move was less about punishing already-blacklisted 
members than about sending a signal to would-be 
troublemakers. 

“This is a statement not to us,” Rushing says, “but to 
the people who were not on our side — yet.”

FINNERAN: sending his critics 


The first 12 hours after a child is reported 
missing are the most critical moments of the 
search. Unfortunately, inadequate computer 
equipment causes many police departments 
to lose valuable time by relying on photo 
labs to mass-produce photos of missing 
children. This can take days, says Sergeant 
Detective Margot Hill, spokesperson for 
the Boston Police Department. 

Now, the BPD is one of 19 law-enforce- 
ment agencies nationwide that have received 
digital cameras, scanners, and inkjet printers 
that will enable them to reproduce the image

Cape cancer study faces critics 


Environmental activists usually complain 
that government agencies and their consul- 
tants underestimate cancer rates. But two 
Cape Cod environmental activists have 
charged the Newton-based Silent Spring 
Institute (“A Lab of One's Own,” Styles, De- 
cember 4, 1998) with exaggerating the 
threat of breast cancer on the Cape in or- 
der to hang on to a $7 million state grant. 

The numbers debate over Cape breast 
cancer isn't new, and the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health has generally 
written it off as a matter of interpretation. But 
Joel Feigenbaum and Richard Hugus — 
members of a citizens’ committee working 
on pollution issues at the Massachusetts Mil- 
itary Reservation — raised the issue anew in 
a January 22 letter to state health commis- 
sioner Howard K. Koh. 

“State funding for Silent Spring is based 
upon exaggerated elevations in Cape Cod 
breast-cancer incidence. . . . It is not ethical 
to further the interest of continued funding, 
even of a good cause, by falsely promoting 
public anxiety. The exaggeration of breast- 
cancer incidence has the effect of neediess- 
ly alarming tens of thousands of women,” 
they wrote. “The exaggeration of breast-

of a missing child or runaway quickly, for 
immediate distribution to patrol officers. The 
technology has been credited with reducing 
the time it takes to get photos on the streets 
from three days to three hours. 

“The new system allows us to scan a photo 
into the computer that prints the image on a 
flier that is then distributed to patrol officers, 
as well as around the neighborhood, in a 
matter of minutes,” explains Hill. “Also very 
important is the quality of the reproduction. 
The photos will go from looking like bad 
faxes to crisp, clear film reproductions.” 


cancer incidence has also resulted in ne- 
glect of other cancer elevations on Upper 
Cape Cod because all funding for research 
is going to Silent Spring.” 

The Silent Spring Institute is using the 
Cape to test the possibility of a link be- 
tween breast cancer and chemicals that act 
like hormones, including residual DDT, a 
banned pesticide. According to the institute, 
breast-cancer rates on the Cape were 
about 20 percent higher than the state av- 
erage for the period 1982 to 1994. 

But according to Feigenbaum and 
Hugus — and their committee's consultant, 
Harvard biostatistician Louise Ryan — it's 
not that simple. For one thing, they say, the 
numbers have fluctuated. For another, 
Cape residents may be seeking more can- 
cer-screening tests like mammography, 
thus finding more cancers that would other- 
wise go undetected and driving up the rate. 

“| haven't concluded that Silent Spring 
numbers are wrong,” Ryan says. “What | 
felt was that some of the patterns you see 
in the Silent Spring report are patterns you 
would expect to see in areas with en- 
hanced screening.” 

Silent Spring director Julia Brody says

that the group stands behind its calcula- 
tions, but notes that the same cancer data 
can be interpreted in different ways. “When 
researchers approach the data with slightly 
different research questions and different 
sources of data, they come up with different 
numbers,” she says. 

Still, Brody says Silent Spring will take a 
second look at its data on the role of mam- 
mography in the Cape's high rates. Silent 
Spring, she says, “owes” it to women with 
breast cancer to use the most accurate 
numbers. 

“We [environmentalists] shouldn't be 
fighting each other for the same money,” 
she says. “We should be bringing more at- 
tention to these issues.”

Getting a jump on the search for missing kids 


Although the police department urges par- 
ents to keep updated photos of their children 
on hand, the new computer system is 
equipped with software that gleans informa- 
tion from an old picture in order to project 
how a child would look today.

At the Globe, nowhere to go but sideways 


The real message behind this week's lateral 
shakeup of midlevel editors at the Boston Globe 
is that there’s no room in the penthouse. The 


paper's troika of top editors isn’t anywhere near 


retirement age: editor Matt Storin is 56, execu- 


tive editor Helen Donovan is 51, and managing 


editor Greg Moore is 44. With the most presti- 
gious jobs already accounted for, the prevailing 
school of thought is that the best way to kcep 


veteran editors focused and energized is to move 


them around. 

“We do have a lot of people who have been 
here a long time,” says Storin. “I do think peo- 
ple need new challenges.” 

To be sure, not every change was merely for 
change’s sake. Metro editor Teresa Hanafin, 
who’s moving to the newly created position of 
assistant managing editor for technology, has 
wanted out of her high-stress position for some 





time now. Her replacement, city editor Peter 
Canellos, is touted by many insiders as having 
the right combination of smarts and leadership 
skills to revive the Globe’s spotty local coverage. 
Canellos joined the paper’s editing ranks less 
than a year ago, so it will be interesting to see if 
he can deliver the goods. 

Another change — making foreign editor 
Sam Allis a bigfoot reporter — puts Allis in a 
position where he excelled for Time magazine 
and the Wall Street Journal, and removes him 
from a spot he reportedly didn’t much like. In- 
deed, Allis had thrown his hat into the ring for 
one of the two metro-columnist jobs, which 
were eventually given to Adrian Walker and 
Brian McGrory. 

Though it’s hardly unusual for the Globe to 
shuffle the deck, particularly in the months af- 
ter a major election, this week’s was the most 
far-reaching in memory. In addressing the staff 
on Monday, Storin made it clear that he wants 
to set a new direction after the paper’s disas- 
trous 1998, and that the reassignments are a 
part of that. 

Also part of that new direction was a dinner 
New York Times Company chairman Arthur 
Sulzberger Jr. held with about a half-dozen staff 
members last Thursday at Truc, a chic South 
End eatery. Hosted by Globe publisher Ben Tay- 
lor, the session gave some of the troops a 
chance to meet the owner — and to provide 
Sulzberger a forum in which to offer some un- 
derstated reassurances. “He was charming, 
bright, a good conversationalist,” says Globe 
Magazine writer Charlie Stein, who was among

the invitees. “He had done his homework about 
each person there, and | was impressed that he 
went to that length.” 

Sulzberger also went out of his way, Stein 
Says, to emphasize that the Times Company 
would continue to take a “hands-off approach” 
in its management of the Globe, even though the 
five-year contracts granted to Storin, Taylor, and 
other top executives when the paper was sold cx- 
pired late last year. Worries about the future per- 
sist, however. When Storin told staffers on Mon- 
day that Sulzberger had offered assurances that 
the Times Company would leave the Globe alone, 
columnist Joan Vennochi — who was also at the 
Truc dinner — reportedly piped up, “He said, 
‘For now.’” (“We all laughed,” Storin says. Ven- 
nochi could not be reached for comment.) 

Although there’s plenty of insider speculation 
as to what some of the other changes portend, 


there may be less to them than meets the cyc. 
For instance, Moore had the Sunday paper re- 
moved from his portfolio, and Donovan, with 
the help of national editor Mark Morrow, has 
been given the task of coming up with new ideas 
to improve the Sunday paper’s quality and stop 
the circulation slide. Some interpret that as a 
slap at Moore. But the change will last for only 
one year, and in any case others note that Moore 
has been given increased responsibility for the 
daily paper, which could bolster his clout. “Peo- 
ple can read into it whatever they want to. 
There’s nothing | can do about that,” says 
Moore. “I’m very happy about the change. It’s a 
way for us to do something different and stay in 
the same building.” 

Still other moves have more to do with the 
domino effect. The longest string of dominoes 
involves Allis. Health-and-science cditor Nils 
Bruzelius replaces Allis as foreign editor; politi- 
cal editor Doug Bailey replaces Bruzelius at 
health and science; business editor Larry Edel- 
man replaces Bailey as political editor; deputy 
business editor Peter Mancusi replaces Edelman 
as business editor; and Globe Magazine assistant 
editor Bennie DiNardo replaces Mancusi as 
assistant business editor. 

Also moving are Joe Williams, from assistant 
city editor to city editor; Nick King, from Liv- 
ing-section editor to magazine editor; Evelynne 
Kramer, from magazine cditor to an as-yct- 


unspecified senior editing position; and Fiona 


Luis, who’s married to Doug Bailey, from assis- 


tant Living editor to Living editor.

GOP senators have a firm grip on the 
impeachment process — but keeping 
their mouths shut is killing them

rough on members of the US Senate. 

The hours of sitting in the Senate 
chamber and listening to long arguments 
by House managers and White House 
lawyers have been excruciating. Senators 
are accustomed to talking, not listening. 

During the past two weeks, when the 
sessions have ended, the senators — 
mostly male and mostly old, several with 
prostate problems — have not made the 
usual rush to the restrooms. Instead, they 
have had to run for the microphones, to re- 
lieve themselves of pent-up words. 

Senator Tom Daschle of South Dakota, 
a Democrat and the majority leader, hur- 
ried to the cameras last week to vent his 
thoughts about his party’s opposition to the 
videotaping of witnesses. “What little digni- 
ty Monica Lewinsky has left we hope we 
can protect,” he said earnestly. 

Senator Fred Thompson, a Republican 
from Tennessee and a for- 
mer film actor, went to the 
press stakeout in the hallway 
to release an attack on the 
Democrats’ complaints. “I 
think they’re squealing be- 
fore they’ve been stuck,” he 
told reporters. 

With no speaking role in 
the tclevised floor proceed- 
ings, senators have had no 
official outlet for their expla- 
nations, witticisms, attacks, 
retorts, or regionalisms. But 
at the microphones outside 
the chamber, and particular- 
ly on the Sunday talk shows, 
senators have been able to 
give freedom to their 
thoughts. In fact, each of the 
hundred seems to have his 
or her own private plan for 
bringing the trial to a swift 
and fair conclusion. 

Trying to organize sena- 
tors to speak or act in con- 
cert has been likened to 
herding cats or putting bull- 
frogs in a wheelbarrow. But &® 
inside their ornate blue-and- 
gold chamber, Senate Republicans have 
managed to hang together. 

On every motion, every Republican has 
voted the same way. There have been no 
defections among the 55 party members. 
The White House had hoped to find some 
support from liberal Republicans, particu- 
larly those from New England. Some had 
even indicated on television that they were 
opposed to calling witnesses. 

But on the Senate floor, the women from 
Maine — Olympia Snowe and Susan 
Collins — voted just like the men from 
Mississippi. So did Jim Jeffords of Vermont 
and John Chafee of Rhode Island. 

Lacking the 67 votes they need to con- 
vict the president, the Republicans are 
showing that they can at least control the 
process. So the patrician Senate has been 
acting something like the plebeian House, 
where Republicans march in lock step with 
their leadership. Senate majority leader 
Trent Lott does not have the same reputa- 
tion as House majority whip Tom DeLay, 
who is known as “The Hammer,” but he 
seems to be getting the same results. 

Senators, however, want us to know 
that the Senate is not the House. They

want to avoid, at all costs, the kind of pub- 
lic partisanship that Americans saw during 
the televised House impeachment hcarings 
and the raucous floor debate that followed. 
From the Senate perspective, the House is 
a barbaric place where the Speaker has to 
bang the gavel every few seconds for order 
or to shut up members who continue to 
shout when their time has expired. 

The style of the Senate is different. The 
gavel, for instance, is a small piece of 
ivory that is meant to be tapped gently and 
ceremoniously. The Senate prefers to have 
its disagreements behind closed doors. 
Senators go to the floor to deliver ora- 
tions, not to hold arguments. At the begin- 
ning of the trial, senators went into private 
confines to work out their differences and 
come up with a set of procedures by 
unanimous consent. 

But last week that cooperation broke 
down, as predicted, over the issue of 
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deposing witnesses. Real live roll-call 
votes had to be taken. Republicans held 
together and won them all. 

There will be more of those votes shortly, 
concerning what to do with the vidcotaped 
depositions that were taken this week. If 
the past is any guide, Republicans will have 
enough votes to do whatever they want. 
And that includes allowing senators to view 
the tapes privately or hear live witnesses in 
a closed session. 

Under the Senate’s rules for an impeach- 
ment trial, the debatcs on motions — the 
jury deliberations, in effect — have been 
held in closed sessions, with the cameras 
and microphones turned off. But sentiment 
is now growing to change that rule for next 
week’s final debate on the actual articles of 
impeachment, so that the senators’ historic 
speeches on the subject can be televised. 

We should hope, if only for safety’s 
sake, that this happens. It might prevent 
several senators from exploding. And it 
would save a lot of running for the micro- 
phones afterward. #

Deconstructing the mean-spirited 
nihilism of Maureen Dowd

AUREEN DOWD ISN'T the worst 
M newspaper columnist in the coun- 
try. She’s not even the worst 

columnist on the New York Times’s op-ed 
page. That distinction belongs to Abe 
Rosenthal, the retired executive editor 
turned ranting, purple-faced pundit. But 
Rosenthal isn’t the toast of the commentari- 
at; Dowd is. Her superficial, lightly report- 
ed, mean-spirited, and utterly mainstream 
“Liberties” column has become one of the 
few must-reads in the national press. Her 
personal life is the source of endless fasci- 
nation and speculation. (She’s currently ru- 
mored to be involved with the actor 
Michael Douglas.) Her appearances on 
Imus in the Morning are as rare, and as ea- 
gerly anticipated, as audiences with the 
pope. 

Call her our most celebrated bad columnist. 

Dowd’s awfulness is more complex, and 
more frustrating, than mere hackery, for it 
is a natural outgrowth of her immense tal- 
ents — her sharp eye, her sure command 
of the language, her knack for the illumi- 
nating pop-culture or literary reference. As 
a White House correspondent, she helped 
revolutionize political reporting with her 
nasty wit and novelistic detail. Her best-

known lead, on a 1994 homecoming by one 
of Oxford University’s most famous alum- 
ni: “President Clinton returned today for a 
sentimental journey to a university where 
he didn’t inhale, didn’t get drafted, and 
didn’t get a degree.” 

Dowd’s edgy journalism has always been 
controversial, and many of her critics were 
relieved when she moved to the op-ed page, 
in 1995, where her opinions would be 
clearly labeled as such. (Dowd replaced 
Anna Quindlen, a feminist trailblazer who 


left the Times to write novels.) Trouble is, 
relieving Dowd of the burden of actually 
having to cover stories served only to rein- 
force her most solipsistic tendencies. On 
the surface, her columns appear to be about 
presidential sex, Hollywood, even the Irish 
peace process. In truth, her work is nearly 
always about herself. 

It is difficult to imagine a development 
more felicitous to Dowd (and, to be fair, 
to every pundit and professional blabber in 
the country) than the emergence of the 
Monica Lewinsky scandal in January 
1998. You could almost hear Dowd suck- 
ing wind during the weeks before the 
scandal broke: the halfhearted attempt to 
make fun of that briefly famous photo of 
the thunder-thighed First Couple dancing 
on the beach; a rumination on Woody 
Allen’s morality (“Everything that follows 
is perfectly obvious, but I can’t stop think- 
ing it”); and a takedown of “spoiled rich 
brat” Bill Gates that somehow managed to 
skip in its entirety the Justice Depart- 
ment’s antitrust case against Microsoft. 

By contrast, the Lewinsky affair, with its 
salacious combination of sex, sin, and 
celebrity, played to Dowd’s real interests 
and supplied her with fodder for many, 


many, many columns. Always vicious to the 
Clintons, her commentary crashed over the 
edge, and she developed a reputation as 
one of the media’s leading Clinton-bashers. 
She wrote an imaginary letter to Supreme 
Court Justice Clarence Thomas, which gave 
her a chance to contrast the public’s hypo- 
critical outrage over Thomas’s sexual ha- 
rassment of Anita Hill with its blasé dis- 
missal of Clinton’s sexual exploitation of a 
young intern. (Never mind that Thomas

was confirmed and Clinton was im- 
peached.) She wrote a hilarious piece imag- 
ining the advice political consultants would 
give to Bill and Hillary on how to behave 
toward each other on Valentine’s Day. And 
she joined the chorus in writing unctuously 
condescending tributes to White House 
secretary Betty Currie (“a modest, moral, 
religious woman who is not partisan and 
who is not out for herself”) — who, of 
course, was later revealed to be a virtual 
procurer, even to the point of sneaking 
Lewinsky in under the nose of presidential 
sex cop Evelyn Lieberman. 

The funny thing about this is that Dowd 
— who, in reality, stands for nothing be- 
yond that day’s column — became known 
as a partisan, and started taking flak from 
the Clintons’ defenders. 

Historian and author Garry Wills, writing 
in the New York Post (of all places), assert- 


ary | issue of New York magazine, Michael 
Wolff wrote approvingly that “Dowd has 
risen above most of the other caustic voices 
in the impeachment cacophony because 
where others clearly have a political agenda, 
Dowd’s views . . . seem born of a purer 
rage.” Rage? Dowd’s columns aren’t about 
anger. They’re about nihilism. As social 
critic Todd Gitlin wrote in an awkwardly 
unquotable piece for the New York Observer 
last September, Dowd’s columns about 
Clinton’s sex life come at the expense of 
any substantive issue — be it health care, 
campaign-finance reform, the environment, 
or the United Nations. (Back when Dowd 
was covering the Bush White House, ad- 
ministration officials reportedly joked over 
who knew less about foreign policy — 
Dowd or then—presidential press secretary 
Marlin Fitzwater.) 

The most perceptive criticism of Dowd’s 
work is a six-year-old piece in the Washing- 
ton Monthly by Katherine Boo, who’s now a

ed several weeks into the scandal, “Any 
journalist must be super strenuous to take 
the vileness award away from Maureen 
Dowd.” (Wills may have ingested a bad 
mushroom: he somehow managed to trans- 
form Dowd’s sentence “The revolution al- 
ways eats its own” into a “slimy sexual in- 
nuendo.” Dowd, you see, had also referred 
to a bizarre Dick Morris comment about 
Hillary’s alleged lesbianism, and — well, 
never mind.) 

National Journal media critic William 
Powers identified Dowd as one of a handful 
of Irish-Catholic pundits who were out- 
raged by Clinton’s bad behavior because of 
their religious backgrounds. Others in the 
group, Powers reported, were National 
Journal editor and Washington Post colum- 
nist Michael Kelly; San Francisco Examiner 
columnist and CNBC screaming head Chris 
Matthews; Post columnist Mary McGrory; 
NPR and ABC political analyst Cokie 
Roberts; and NBC’s Tim Russert. Eric Al- 
terman, who writes about the media for the 
left-liberal Nation, picked up on Powers’s 
theory and called it a Catholic-inspired 
“punditocracy putsch.” 

The problem with this thesis, though, is 
that it assumes Dowd actually cares about 
Clinton’s morals. To offer a telling contrast, 
Kelly burns with passion when he writes 
about Clinton; indeed, he was removed 
from his last job, as editor of the New Re- 
public, for his anti-Clinton screeds. Dowd, 
on the other hand, blows with the breeze — 
doing a 180, for instance, when the Starr 
report came out last September, writing a 
memorably dismissive column in which she 
pictured Ken Starr obsessing over Lewin- 
sky’s thong and Clinton’s cigar. Indeed, for 
all her supposed daring, her envelope-push- 
ing on the Times’ august opinion pages, her 
opinion invariably reflects the conventional 
wisdom of the moment. When the pack was 
on the verge of hounding Clinton out of of- 
fice, she was baying the loudest; when it 
turned on Starr, so did she. Her position, if 
it can even be called that, invariably reflects 
that of editorial-page editor Howell Raines 
(with whom she was once rumored to be 
romantically linked), with attitude substi- 
tuting for argumentation. 

Certainly no one would quarrel with 
Dowd’s ability to turn a felicitously deri- 
sive phrase. On Jesse Jackson: “The am- 
bulance-chaser of American politics.” On 
sensitive men: “Any minute I’m afraid they 
might start asking me for Midol.” On 
Leonardo DiCaprio: “He’s bigger than 
Barbie — and prettier.” On writer and 
media critic James Fallows: “The Rector of 
American Journalism.” On Ally McBeal 
and Newt Gingrich (together at last): 
“Two famously nutty, adolescent, undisci- 
plined, self-absorbed figures with eating 
problems, a habit of driving feminists 
crazy and a talent for tantrums.” 

But what does it all mean? In the Febru- 


reporter for the Washington Post. Boo 
lamented not just Dowd’s own lack of focus 
on issues, but also her influence on her 
less-talented peers. Calling the phe- 
nomenon “Creeping Dowdism,” Boo wrote 
that “what’s unsettling is the dark vision of 
the pointlessness of politics that Dowd and 
her followers deliver, a vision that an on- 
slaught of bright images can’t obscure.” 

Of course, Dowd has an obligation not to 
be boring. But it’s possible to deliver sub- 
stance without somnolence. Her Times 
op-ed colleagues Frank Rich, Tom Fried- 
man, and Bob Herbert write with passion 
and insight; Herbert’s columns on Lacre- 
sha Murray, an 11-year-old Texas girl 
who may have been wrongly convicted of 
murdering a toddler, have been Pulitzer 
caliber. Nor is there any shortage of first- 
rate women columnists. To name just one 
example: Barbara Ehrenreich, recently 
dropped by Time magazine, a liberal femi- 
nist who has nevertheless been as tough on 
the president’s predatory sexuality as any- 
one on the right. 

The most curious column Dowd wrote 
last year may also be the most telling. 
Dowd had cranked out several foul 
columns about Lewinsky, a young woman 
she didn’t know. An especially repugnant 
(if hilarious) example came on May 31, 
when she wrote a piece purporting to be a 
handwriting sample Lewinsky had given 
the FBI. (“Ken Starr, if you are reading 
this, you are an extremely twisted individ- 
ual who needs help. You can’t possibly un- 
derstand what Bill and | had together. It 
was so poetic!!! Bill + Monica.”) 

Not long thereafter, Dowd reported that 
she actually ran into Lewinsky, at the Bom- 
bay Club in Washington. Dowd wrote in 
her June 17 column: “‘Do you mind if | 
ask you something?’ she [Lewinsky] said, 
poised and icy. ‘Why do you write such 
scathing articles about me?’ ” According to 
Dowd, she was frozen, unable to respond: 
“*T don’t know,’ I shrugged, lamely. She 
sashayed away, looking triumphant.” 

In other words, when a character she 
had toyed with for months turned out to 
be a real person, Dowd freaked. It’s this 
utter disengagement, this detachment 
from the people she writes about, that ulti- 
mately defines Maureen Dowd’s work: the 
good, the bad, and, most of all, the ugly. 
It’s easy for her to hide behind her assidu- 
ously cultivated privacy, to bat ideas 
around with a few people she’s close to 
(her inner circle reportedly includes her 
mother and New Republic literary editor 
Leon Wieseltier). It’s quite another thing 
to have to confront one of the objects of 
her snide putdowns. 

Maybe what Dowd really needs is to get 
out more. ie

She 
has thus become the counsel of choice for 
bigtime politicians who find themselves in 
trouble, and for those who want to avoid ‘it. 
With a client list that has included Finner- 
an, Kennedy, state senator Dianne Wilker- 
son, former Boston mayor Ray Flynn, for- 
mer Senate president William Bulger, and 
the state Democratic Party, Cronin is to 
Boston what Robert Bennett or David 
Kendall is to Washington. 

“She’s one of the few lawyers who really 
understand both the law and politics,” says 
Democratic consultant Mary Anne Marsh. 
“If you want to stay out of trouble, call 
Cheryl. And if you want to get out of trou- 
ble, call Cheryl.” 

Cronin, 44, has been known for years to 
the usual suspects of state politics, but her 
influence over public policy has only now 
reached its pinnacle. Having played a key 
role in Tom Reilly’s campaign for attorney 
general, Cronin was the newly elected offi- 
cial’s choice to chair the transition team 
that guided his inheritance of the office 
from Scott Harshbarger this winter. Al- 
though Cronin turned down an official 
post in Reilly’s office, the AG calls her 
“one of a small group of people” to whom 
he turns for advice. And Cronin has just 
assumed a critical role for which she was 
selected by her pal Tom Menino: chairing 
a citizens’ advisory board that will evaluate 
a controversial $300 million hotel and en- 
tertainment complex proposed for the 


breaking into a Mametesque dialogue to 
illustrate his point: “Someone says, ‘God, 
I’ve got this .. .’ and it’s like, “Go talk to 
Cheryl Cronin.’ ” 

“She doesn’t put some magic fix in,” 
Spencer adds. “She just knows the law re- 
ally well.” Indeed, some say Cronin under- 
stands campaign-finance law even better 
than the state’s own regulators — and that 
that has been her ticket to the nerve center 
of state politics. 

Born in the Washington, DC, suburb of 
Silver Spring, Maryland, Cronin came 
north to attend Boston University — she 
transferred and graduated, summa cum 
laude, from UMass Amherst — and then 
Boston College Law School. In 1982 she 
took what she calls “a formative job” as 
general counsel in the state’s Office of 
Campaign and Political Finance (OCPF), 
where she shaped and mastered complex 
laws regulating money in politics. 

Cronin left OCPF in 1987 to have the 
first of her three children, and worked 
briefly for former attorney general Jim 
Shannon. But she soon began employing 
her expertise in campaign finance — a 
field that was growing increasingly baffling 
and hazardous for politicians by the 1990s 
— to carve out a legal niche for herself. 
She signed on with the prominent down- 
town lawyer Tom Dwyer in 1989; soon af- 
ter, then—state Democratic chairman Steve 
Grossman enlisted her to advise the party 
on campaign-finance matters, which she 
has done pro bono ever since. In early 
1996, she opened a practice with Tom 
Hoopes, where she now handles a mix of

Back Bay by New York-based Millennium 
Partners. 

All the more remarkable for being a suc- 
cessful Jewish woman in a clubby arena of 
Irish and Italian Catholic men, Cheryl 
Cronin serves as a window into the be- 
hind-the-scenes world of local politics, in 
which a small group of low-profile but 
highly influential insiders run campaigns, 
advise candidates and officeholders, man- 
age public images, and forge the alliances 
and networks that can be even more rele- 
vant than the ballot box itself. Politicians 
come and go with every election, but the 
Cheryl Cronins of the world endure. Peo- 
ple might say, “Cheryl who?” — but not 
the people with political clout in Boston. 


IME AND again, people who know 

Cheryl Cronin say the key to her suc- 
cess is an ability to combine mastery of ar- 
cane campaign-finance law with a keen 
sense of public relations — a rare pairing 
that makes her invaluable to ethically chal- 
lenged pols who fear the media’s verdict as 
much as a jury’s. 

“Bill Clinton is a great example,” Cronin 
says, “A politician client is never going to 
feel satisfied if the disposition of a case 
works for them legally but has enormously 
adverse political consequences.” 

“Sometimes when there’s a case with a 
lot of publicity involved, there aren’t many 
people to turn to,” says Cronin’s partner, 
criminal lawyer Thomas Hoopes. “There 
are not five lawyers in Boston who really 
understand how publicity affects a case.” 

That’s a consensus opinion, and it’s why 
top Massachusetts pols who find them- 
selves in hot water repeatedly turn to 
Cronin. When Tom Finneran faced ques- 
tions in 1997 about his role in legislation 
favoring a semi-public agency that was a 
client of his law firm, it was Cronin who 
argued successfully on his behalf before 
the state ethics commission. When state 
senator Dianne Wilkerson (D-Boston) saw 
her political career jeopardized by her fail- 
ure to pay federal income taxes for several 
years, Cronin helped keep her out of jail 
and in the Senate. When former Boston 
mayor Ray Flynn’s campaign finances 
were the subject of a long investigation 
that jailed two of his aides, Cronin helped 
get Flynn off the hook. 

“Part of it is word of mouth,” says 
Democratic consultant Jim Spencer, 


political, corporate, and criminal clients. 

Cronin’s move from the public to the 
private sector raises some hard questions 
about the integrity of the state’s legal and 
regulatory process. Her transition from 
writing campaign-finance laws to helping 
politicians navigate those same laws is just 
the sort of thing that feeds public cynicism 
about politics and government, playing 
into a perception that it’s all a game rigged 
by a cabal of insiders. 

“As is so often the case when people are 
moving in and out of government and then 
are moving to lobby or represent people in 
government cases, it oftentimes gives the 
appearance that there’s a revolving door,” 
says Ken White, executive director of 
Common Cause Massachusetts. “There 
may be no evidence of wrongdoing, nor 
anything illegal or unethical” — and in 
Cronin’s case there is absolutely none — 
“[but it’s} simply the case that it does tend 
to erode public confidence.” 

State ethics regulations, however, re- 
quire only a one-year “cooling off” period, 
during which former government employ- 
ees are forbidden from appearing before 
the state in connection with matters that 
were under their authority. And even 
White is quick to add: “You can’t ask 
someone to download all the knowledge 
they’ve gathered when they leave the 
door.” 

Cronin, for her part, is unapologetic 
about switching to the private sector. “It’s 
the world we live in,” she says. “There’s a 
benefit to people moving in and out of the 
public sector,” she adds. “The reality is 
that I do think I’m a more skilled lawyer 
dealing with government agencies, having 
been in government, because I do have an 
understanding of how the system works 
and how a regulator would tend to think.” 


N PERSON, Cheryl Cronin is neither 

the steely poker ace nor the slick power 
yuppie one might expect a high-octane po- 
litical lawyer to be. With bright eyes, a 
shock of curly black hair, and an eagerly 
youthful smile, Cronin comes across as 
warm and personable. But it’s impossible 
to miss a meticulous, even obsessive, qual- 
ity to her. Friendly but wary, Cronin asks 
constantly what others are saying about 
her, negotiates the conditions under which 
she will allow herself to be photographed, 
turns over the papers on her desk before 





allowing a reporter into her spartan down- 
town office. 

Cronin makes no secret of the fact that 
her guardedness derives in part from hav- 
ing watched the press disembowel her 
clients. “The bottom line is that the press 
is just very unnecessarily unkind,” she 
says. “I mean, I’m not sure it’s necessary 
to be so vicious and so unkind in order to 
cover a story adequately.” 

Yet Cronin maintains that above all, she 
simply doesn’t see herself as worthy of 
scrutiny. “I think of myself as the mother 
of three kids,” she says. “You know, I go 
home every night and change diapers.” 

On the contrary, Cronin’s motherhood 
only makes her all the more intriguing. 
Powerful females are still rare in Massa- 
chusetts politics. Cronin is one of a small 
group of women — and an even smaller 
group who are Jewish — to enjoy real re- 
spect from the boyos of local politics. 

“This is still an old boys’ game, and she 
has gone in and beat [them] at their own 
game,” says Jim Spencer. “It’s not easy 
for any woman to be accepted. Politics is 
still that white-male bastion, and she has 
made herself a respected inside player.” 

Her partner, Tom Hoopes, goes a step 
further: “In some ways | think she’s twice 
the lawyer a lot of guys are,” he says. “I’ve 
seen her work here until five o’clock, go 
home, deal with supper, put the kids to 
bed, and then get up at three in the morn- 
ing and work.” 

“It certainly does take women longer, 
and maybe even a Jewish woman might 
take a little longer to break into that 
[world],” Cronin says, noting that her at- 
tempts to talk sports with men are met 
with looks that say don’t even bother. 
Rather than adopt a posture of combative 
resentment, however, she takes more of a 
grin-and-bear-it approach. “I think it’s 
important for women who are going to be 
working in that world not to have an edge 
about it . . . to basically take some punch- 
es. I guess the thing I would say is not to 
overreact, not to think that every hit that

comes your way is based on gender.” That 
formula might not fly for some of 
Cronin’s female colleagues, but it’s cer- 
tainly worked for her. 

That’s not to say Cronin is afraid to 
play hardball. Some who have crossed 
paths with her say she can be prickly and 
overbearing. And despite her aversion to 
publicity, Cronin has been willing to inject 
herself personally into some heated public 
battles. 

For instance, Cronin was a lawyer for 
Billy Bulger when the then—Senate presi- 
dent was fending off a 1994 coup attempt 
by a rebel group of state senators led by 
Bill Keating. The struggle veered into a 
debate over anti-Semitism when Keating 
suggested that Bulger and his allies were 
making an issue of the fact that Keating’s 
political consultant, Michael Goldman, 
was Jewish. 

Cronin responded to the charge with 
outrage. In a letter to Keating, which Bul- 
ger quotes in his 1996 autobiography, she 
wrote: “Michael Goldman is no ‘victim of 
anti-Semitism,’ and asserting that he is in 
this matter is a grave dishonor to the all 
too many true victims of anti- 

Semitism. . . . Most tragically these vic- 
tims include people like my 87-year-old 
aunt, who has spent the last fifty-one 
years of her life alone since her husband 
was killed by the Nazis at Auschwitz. Such 
exploitation to advance your own political 
agenda is nothing less than shameful.” 

Usually, though, Cronin likes to operate 
more discreetly. Asked what her first piece 
of advice is for panicky pols who’ve land- 
ed in trouble, she says: “Don’t talk to any- 
one. Don’t do anything. It’s tempting, 
particularly when something’s in the pa- 


per, to want to offer people the facts. But 
it’s very important to just sort of shut 
down at that point.” 


LTHOUGH SHE may try to down- 

play her influence around town, 
Cheryl Cronin has never been more visible 
or influential than she is today. 

Cronin’s chairmanship of the Citizens’ 
Advisory Committee (CAC) for the Mil- 
lennium Partners project, for instance, is 
her first undertaking of major public re- 
sponsibility since her days at the OCPF, 
and it puts her in a hot seat. Back Bay 
neighborhood activists have vehemently 
protested the project’s design, raising con- 
cerns about size, shadows, and traffic. 

And some have come to eye Cronin 
warily, wondering whether her close ties 
to the mayor will prevent her from being 
an impartial arbitrator. Peter Catalano, an 
outspoken neighborhood activist and a 
regular critic of development projects city- 
wide, charges that Cronin has shown an 
early bias in favor of the Millennium pro- 
posal. “There are troubling signs,” Cata- 
lano says. “I don’t think it was wise for 
such a politically connected individual to 
be appointed with, so far as | know, no 
background in urban planning or design 
or community activism.” 

Cronin says she is well-qualified for the 
CAC, arguing that the panel was not de- 
signed to review the Millennium project 
on urban-design or architectural grounds. 
“I think it’s really intended to review the 
impact of the development on the people 
who live in the abutting communities as 
well as on the city as a whole,” she says, 
noting that she’s been a Back Bay resident 
for 15 years. As for charges of pro-devel- 
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oper bias, Cronin suggests she has simply 
tried to maintain balance. “An enormous 
amount of time has been spent at the 
meetings listening to public comment, and 
much of that comment has been negative 
about the proposal,” she says. 

Although her seat on the CAC is more 
visible, Cronin probably enjoys even 
greater influence through her close link to 
the state’s new attorney general, Tom 
Reilly. A long-time Reilly friend, Cronin 
played a key advisory and fundraising role 
in his 1998 campaign. In December Rcilly 
tapped Cronin to chair his transition team, 
but couldn’t persuade her to give up a lu- 
crative private practice. “It would have 
been better if we could convince someone 
of her caliber to join this team,” Reilly 
says. “She certainly is someone whose 
friendship and opinions and judgment and 
advice I value a great deal.” 

Both Reilly and Cronin say they see no 
reason to be concerned about the fact that 
Boston’s top political-corruption lawyer en- 
joys such a cozy relationship with the attor- 
ney general, the public official charged with 
prosecuting political corruption. 

“Cheryl knows that her clients are not 
going to be treated any different than any- 
one else’s clients,” Reilly says. “She's not 
alone. I’ve been a practicing trial lawyer 
for all my career and there are many pco- 
ple I know, and they know where the line 
is and they would never cross that line. 
And particularly Cheryl — she has the 
highest ethical standards.” 

Cronin says the question is one that 
could be posed to “hundreds of other peo- 
ple” in state politics. “Everyone has con- 
nections to certain people,” she adds. 

It’s certainly true that, in the incestuous 
world of Massachusetts politics, everyone 
may have connections to certain people. 
But, as Cheryl Cronin illustrates, a few 
certain people seem to have connections 
to everyone. ie

Gareth Saunders puts principle over politics

HEN BOSTON CITY councilor 

at large Albert “Dapper” O'Neil 

launched into a tirade last week 
in city-council chambers , denouncing the 
press and lashing out at fellow councilor 
Garcth Saunders, it was a telling incident 
for both men. 

Saunders had called O'Neil to ask him 
about his relationship with the white- 
supremacist Council of Conservative 
Citizens, which O'Neil had reported- 

'y praised shortly after voting against 
erecting a statue of Martin Luther 
King Jr. on City Hall Plaza. After 
declaring that he was not a racist, 
O'Neil said, “I wish | could get up 
out of this goddamned [wheel] chair 
— I'll show you what you are.” 

It was a perfect snapshot of to- 
jay’s Dapper: offensive and not ter- 
ribly relevant. Coming from any 
other councilor, the remarks — and 
the vote against the statue — would 
have been bigger news. But at 78 
and in fragile health, Dapper’s no 
longer taken as seriously as he was 
when he was the council’s top vote- 
getter. A Boston institution whose 
support at the ballot box is fading, 

O'Neil is being pushed to the politi- 
cal margin. 

But if O'Neil’s actions speak to his 
diminished role, the incident and its 
aftermath also offer insight into 
Saunders’s status as a councilor. Af- 
ter five years — a fraction as long as 
Dapper has served — Saunders, too, 
finds himself on the city council's pe- 
riphery. Onc of just two blacks on 
the council, Saunders is a progressive voice 
in a rather conservative gang of 13. Not sur- 
prisingly, he and conservative council presi- 
dent James Kelly have been at odds — and 
looking at the leadership positions, which 
are controlled by Kelly, it shows. Saunders 
heads no major committees and wasn’t 
named at all to arguably the most important 
ones, including ways and mcans, housing, 
and cducation. 

For his part, Saunders offers a scathing 
critique of Kelly’s leadership and has 
launched two bold yet unsuccessful efforts 
to unseat him, most recently last month. 
Clearly, he’s sct his sights high. But from 
the council’s wilderness — and from Rox- 
bury, a district whose 1997 voter turnout 
was just 20 percent — can Saunders build 





the clout to become a strong Icader? 

With the deck stacked against him, some 
observers wonder whether the 39-year-old 
is even putting his best cards on the table. 
Saunders has been criticized for not being 
enough of an “inside” player, fighting high- 
profile and symbolic battics but not doing 
the nuts-and-bolts work to help bring more 
jobs, economic development, and housing

Take his latest bid for the 
council presidency. Saunders appealed to 
the press more than he did to colleagues, 
ripping Kelly’s leadership in a Iectter to the 
Boston Globe days before the vote but, ac- 
cording to other councilors, waiting until 
the 1 1th hour before secking their support. 

Such criticism comes at a time when 
Saunders’s district stands to gain from a 
wave of city development, yct could also 
suffer from draconian state and federal 
welfare reform. “Is he picking the right bat- 
tles? No,” says long-time Roxbury activist 
and political consultant Boyce Slayman. 
“His style is very unorthodox, and he seems 
to rclish being a loner at a time when the 


This critique of the councilor’s style is 
ironic. In 1993, Saunders, then a political 
newcomer, was able to oust one-term 
councilor Tony Crayton in part because 
Crayton had drawn just the opposite com- 
plaint. “The knock on Tony Crayton was 
that all he did was play inside politics,” says 
Back Bay councilor Tom Keane. “Gareth 
ran against that.” 

Today, Saunders stands by his philoso- 
phy. On matters such as his run for the 
council presidency, he says, he has so little 
chance of victory that inside politicking is ir- 
rclevant and the most important thing is for 
him to make his point. “I might as well have 
an cmpty chair if | am not going to challenge 
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what is unjust or not right,” said Saunders 
last week from his City Hall office. “There 
are enough people who go along to get 
along, but that is not who | am.” 

“The bottom line is that it is based on 
principle. | see disparate treatment in city 
government or on the city council and | 
feel obligated to speak out against it,” he 
adds. “That’s who | am and that’s what | 
am going to do. If people would rather 
you bow down and kowtow to whoever is 
in power, than | am the wrong type of city 
councilor.” 

Saunders has heard the knock that he 
doesn't play the game, and he rejects it. 
“My faith and my grandparents always 
taught me that there would be times when 
you would have to stand for what is right 
and what you believe is true,” he says. If 
anything, he says, council watchers can cx- 
pect to see more of the same from him in 
the coming year. 

And Saunders disputes the notion that he 
must choose between challenging Kelly and 
being an effective councilor. He argues, for 
example, that a 1998 deal awarding at Icast 
half the “linkage” money from the planned 
Seaport development to South Boston 

would have been tipped even 
more heavily in favor of 
Southie if he hadn't raised a 
stink. “The dialogue was 
headed that way until I raised 
a rcd flag,” he says. “You 
must understand that the tool 
in that was my voice, repeat- 
edly bringing up the facts, 
asking questions, reminding 
people that we are talking 
about the whole city.” 

At Icast one of Saunders’s 
colleagues welcomes the 
councilor’s willingness to 
challenge Kelly. Tom Keane, 
who also voted to oust Kelly, 
praises such moves as Saun- 
ders’s cfforts to pack the 
council president’s hearings 
on affirmative action in the 
city’s police and fire depart- 
ments with residents from his 
district. “I think that over the 
last five years he has really 
grown into his position,” says 
Keane. “Gareth understands 
that it is critically important to 
have an alternative voice out 

there. Over the last couple of years he has 
become more effective as a Icadcr.” 

Yet whether from circumstance or style, 
Saunders continues to operate from the 
council’s outer edge. Just look at the rcac- 
tion to his Globe letter attacking what he 
called “Kellyism.” In a city that prides itsclf 
on politics raw and personal, the Ictter was 
powerful: Saunders blasted the South Bos- 
ton councilor’s “myopic” vicws on racc, 
education, and other issues. Strong stuff, 
but by most accounts, it landed with a thud 
in City Hall, hardly generating a buzz com- 
mensurate with its tone. 

In a way, it was not unlike the shrug that 
O’Neil inspires today. ‘s

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EW BALANCE, INC., the athletic-shoe manufac- 

turer headquartered in Brighton, has a reputation 

as a company that does things right in a business 
where few supposedly do. Long known for its unflashy, 
utilitarian running shoes in dark, muted colors, New Bal- 
ance makes a large percentage of its products here in the 
US —ararity at a time when most companies make al- 
most all of their shoes in Asia, where labor is cheap and 
plentiful. New Balance operates five domestic factories, all 
of them in New England. There are plans to announce a 
sixth factory soon. The company’s homegrown image is a 
point of pride among its customers, who are considered 
some of the most loyal in the business. 

In recent years, however, a lot has changed for New Bal- 
ance. The company has bumped up its manufacturing, in- 
creased its once-frugal advertising budget, and started mak- 
ing hipper, more stylish-looking shoes. At the same time, 

a consumer backlash has developed against larger com- 
petitors such as Nike, the world’s biggest athletic-shoe 
manufacturer, which continues to be dogged by charges 
that its overseas work force is mistreated, and by the per- 
ception that its products— and, especially, its “Swoosh” 
logo — are repellingly ubiquitous. To many customers, 
New Balance represents the anti-Nike: smaller, lower- 
key, and friendlier to the US worker. 

As a result, New Balance is doing better business than 
ever. The company’s revenues, less than $100 million in 
1991, topped $630 million in 1998 and are projected at 
$750 million for 1999. New Balance is now the fourth- 
largest athletic-shoe maker in the country, and the fifth- 
largest in the world. 

This success has come with some costs, however. New 
Balance’s surging business has strained the company’s 
domestic factories, which cannot come close to meeting 
demand. The company’s overseas manufacturing has 
been expanded, especially in China, where New Balance 
has made parts of its shoes for more than 20 years. 

New Balance’s increased reliance on overseas produc- 
tion has not gone unnoticed — or uncriticized. Recently, 
the Union of Needletrades, Industrial, and Textile Em- 
ployees (UNITE) began accusing New Balance of ex- 
ploiting both its international and its domestic work 
forces. Among other claims, UNITE organizers say that 
employees in the Chinese sneaker factories from which 
New Balance subcontracts are paid as little as 19 cents 
per hour. UNITE also charges that New Balance short- 
changes its stateside employees: at its new $15 million distri- 
bution center in the city of Lawrence — a facility for which 
UNITE is currently trying to negotiate a contract — union 
officials say that nearly 50 percent of the work force is made 
up of “low-wage, no-benefit temporary workers.” 

“It’s shameful that New Balance, a company right here 
in our backyard, is profiting on the backs of workers suf- 
fering sweatshop conditions in China and low-wage, no- 
benefit temporary workers in Massachusetts,” said Kath- 
leen Casavant, secretary-treasurer of the state AFL-CIO 
and a former UNITE official, in a December statement. 
“It’s time for New Balance to realize that nobody wants to 
buy products made with exploitation, and that growing 
public outrage at its exploitative practices won’t end until

But New Balance calls UNITE’s charges patently false, de- 
fending its international labor practices and saying it pays 
better-than-average wages in China. The company maintains 
that the union’s claims are simply a hardball tactic to force 
an agreement at the Lawrence distribution center, which of- 
ficials point out employs just a fraction of New Balance’s 
1600 US workers. “We’ve got nothing to hide,” says New 
Balance chief executive officer Jim Davis. “If people want to 
believe what the union says, there’s nothing we can do about 
it. I’m not going to go down to their level.” He adds: “We’re 
going to continue to run our business the way we have been, 
[and] we’re going to continue to do what we think is right. 
It’s that simple.” 

Union disputes, of course, are often ugly. But at first 
glance, the brewing New Balance controversy seems deeply 
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UNDAUNTED: New Balance CEO Jim Davis 
rejects the union’s charges of worker exploitation — 
here and abroad. 


ironic. New Balance’s business increased, at least in part, be- 
cause people thought it wasn’t like its competitors — but 
once sales rose, it found itself confronting the same kind of 
criticism its competitors faced. Given the realities of today’s 
global marketplace, it’s not surprising that the company is in 
this kind of predicament. But it raises a troubling question: if 
New Balance can’t do it right anymore, can anyone? 


HE LAWRENCE Elks lodge is located just a couple 
hundred yards down the road from New Balance’s new 


c SHOE 
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distribution center, which lies just off Interstate 93 North. 
The distribution center, opened two years ago, is a long cor- 
rugated-metal structure where shoes are packaged for ship- 
ping to retailers. After a long day of working at the “DC,” as 
it is called, the Elks lodge is a good place to grab a drink. 

The bar inside the Elks lodge looks like, well, the bar in- 
side an Elks lodge — wood paneling, brass plaques, and a 
dozen or so customers, mostly men, propped on stools, 
drinking draft beers from plastic cups and watching sports 
on television. On a recent afternoon, five New Balance 
workers are seated around a table: Brian Bradley, Lilly 
Ramos, Julio Adames, Sixto Fortuna, and Porfirio Ro- 
driguez. All five are members of UNITE’s new union at the 
distribution center. 

Rodriguez, a compact man with black hair and a mus- 
tache who wears a baseball cap with a UNITE! emblem, 

. says that workers at the distribution center 

* wanted to unionize because they were feeling 
overwhelmed by longer hours and an increas- 
ing workload, and wanted a stronger voice 
inside the company. But after much delibera- 
tion among the employees, he says, last 
spring’s vote to unionize was close — 37 to 
34. Rodriguez says some workers voted no 
because a rumor had begun spreading that if 
the union was ratified, the distribution center 
would be shut down. 

“People were worried that if a union went in, 
they’d move the company,” he says. “Especially 
the much older people, who were afraid of los- 
ing their jobs.” 

But the union passed and the DC has re- 
mained in Lawrence. And today, the concerns 
these union representatives express are fairly 
standard. They want assurances that they will 
not have to work mandatory overtime shifts, as 
they say was commonplace earlier in the year. 
They want better wages (the average manufac- 
turing wage at the DC is $10.15 an hour; the 
state average for apparel manufacturing is 
$8.70). They also want more of the distribution 
center’s 90 workers to become permanent 
(UNITE says that nearly half the workers at the 
DC are temps, but it’s closer to one-third). 

Most of all, however, these workers want a 
stronger sense of place within the company. 

Though they seem mostly satisfied with their workplace con- 
ditions — the distribution-center employees don’t claim to 
be working in a sweatshop, or anything close — they want a 
bigger piece of New Balance’s expanding pie. A few are 
miffed that, despite the company’s booming sales, there were 
no holiday bonuses — “just some pizza and Chinese food,” 
says Lilly Ramos. 

“They have forgotten about the workers,” says Julio 
Adames. “They only think about how much money the own- 
er spent on the [distribution center], and they want to take it 
out on us.” 

More than anything else, the union reps are frustrated be- 
cause negotiations with New Balance management, which 
began this spring, continue to drag. Only minor concerns

have been addressed, they say — major issues, such as 
wages, haven’t been seriously discussed. “We haven't even 
gotten to the big stuff yet,” says Brian Bradley, a tall, bearlike 
man with a gray ponytail who has worked at New Balance 
for five years, the longest of any of the reps. 

Bradley says that with negotiations at a virtual stand- 
still, he and the other reps were pleased when UNITE 
started rapping the company for its overseas labor prac- 
tices. “It seems that it’s the only altcrnative to let people 
know what's really happening at New Balance,” says 
Bradley. “Because everyone assumes that New Balance is 
a good American company.” 

But these union reps may not have expected UNITE’s at- 
tacks to lead to a full-blown controversy. Widening the focus 
from the Lawrence distribution-center union to the issue of 
international labor exploitation — whether or not it was a 
negotiating strategy — changed the tenor of the entire de- 
bate. What was once’a union argument, the Lawrence work- 
ers now know, is a much bigger deal. 


OUNDED IN 1906 as the New Balance Arch Company, 

New Balance was making 30 pairs of running shoes a 
day when it was purchased on Patriots Day 1972 (appropri- 
ately, the day the Boston Marathon is run) by Jim Davis, a 
29-year-old electronics salesman. The day Davis took the 
reins, the company had six full-time employees. Sales were 
barely $100,000 a year. 

Davis's timing was excellent. By the mid- 1970s, Ameri- 
ca was in the midst of an unprecedented running boom, 
and New Balance grew in stature as a scrious runner’s 
shoe company. New Balance’s shoes were well-cushioned, 
width-sized (running shoes are usually sized according to 
length only), and exceptionally durable. One model, the 
320, received Runner's World magazine's highest rating in 
1976. Though the no-frills design kept teenagers and 
trendsetters from embracing the brand, many customers 
liked the fact that New Balance shoes were understated 
and no-nonsense — most New Balance shoes were col-

ored navy or cinder-block gray, with few stylistic details 
other than a large N across the middle. 

By the mid-’80s, the athlctic-shoc industry was experi- 
encing unparalleled growth, and New Balance found itself 
trailing far bchind its biggest competitors. Nike and 
Reebok, in particular, had ferociously expanded opera- 
tions; they spent tens of millions on advertising and intro- 
duced dozens of new models cach year. Both companies 
met the increasing demand largely by turning to an inter- 
national labor force, especially in Asia, that was large, 
proficient, and — most of all — inexpensive. 

New Balance, a smaller company in every scnsc, didn’t try 
to keep pace. It spent relatively little on advertising. Save for 
a brief period when Los Angeles Laker James Worthy wore 
New Balance, the company didn’t turn to high-profile ath- 
letes to promote its products. And, flouting industry conven- 
tion, New Balance continucd to build shoes in America, 
stitching the tongues with a MADE IN USA label. The idea, Jim 
Davis would tell his employees, wasn’t to catch Nike or 
Reebok, but to offer customers an altcrnative. 

By the early 1990s, however, New Balance was in a sales 
rut, and the company began taking steps to prop up its im- 
age. Davis grudgingly agreed to spend morc on advertising 
(though he continued to shun endorsements). The company 
solicited positive news articles from the trade and business 
press. It launched a high-profile campaign to promote Amer- 
ican marathoning, offcring $1 million to any US runner who 
broke the national record for the 26.2-mile race. It even be- 
gan to update its shoe styles, producing modcls that were 
bright, colorful, and hip. 

Around this time, New Balance also found itself in a dis- 
pute with the US government over the Federal Trade Com- 
mission’s “Made in USA” labeling standards. For years, New 
Balance had been making some of its shoes entirely in the 
US. But for most of its modcls, New Balance had been im- 
porting rubber outsoles from China and assembling the rest 
of the shoes stateside. By the company’s estimation, these 
shoes were roughly 75 percent American-made. But accord- 


ing to the FTC regulations, which required products to be 
“all, or virtually all” US-manufactured in order to qualify as 
“Made in USA,” New Balance shoes couldn’t wear the label. 

Davis argued that the FTC’s standard was antiquated in 
a globalized marketplace where certain products, such as 
rubber outsoles, were simply no longer madc in large 
amounts in this country. Moreover, he charged that the 
standard actually jeopardized Amcrican jobs, becausc it 
forced some companics with sizable domestic work forces 
to consider moving their entire operations overseas. After 
all, if it was impossible to get a “Made in USA” with a 
75 percent Amcrican-built product, why not save moncy 
and make the entire product in China? 

For a whilc, it looked as though Davis and New Bal- 
ance might win the battle. The FTC agrced that its stan- 
dard was out of date, and prepared to reduce the percent- 
age of a product that had to be made domestically in or- 
der to qualify as “Made in USA.” But an 1 Ith-hour push 
in late 1997 by labor leaders and a bipartisan group of 
politicians torpedocd the FTC change, holding manufac- 
turcrs to the old “all, or virtually all” standard and tclling 
New Balance to use the “Assembled in USA” label. 
(Shortly before the decision was madc, Davis told a trade 
magazine, Sporting Goods Business, that if he were forced 
to label his shoes “Assembled in USA,” he might “think 
twice” about domestic manufacturing. “Our position is 
going to be: why should we makc the upper here when we 
can make it abroad, import all the components, and still 
put ‘Assembled in USA’ on it?” he said.) 

But today, Davis say that it’s increased sales, not a la- 
beling disagreement, that is prompting New Balance to 
increase its overscas manufacturing. In order to meet de- 
mand — a demand stimulated, in part, by New Balancc’s 
image as a virtuous alternative to the competition — the 
company had to expand its operations quickly. That 
pushed almost half its manufacturing overscas. And that’s 
what caught the attention of UNITE.

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EW BALANCE is not the first major US 
company that UNITE has accused of la- 
bor abuses. In recent years, the union has tar- 


geted apparel behemoths such as Guess and the 


May department-store chain, as well as Nike. It 
was UNITE that embarrassed talk-show host 
Kathie Lee Gifford by revealing that her retail 
clothing line had been stitched in sweatshops. 
Locally, the union even knocked former attor- 
ney gencral Scott Harshbarger, announcing 
that exploited workers had made the guberna- 
torial candidate's campaign T-shirts. 

At first glance, New Balance would not seem 
to be the kind of company for UNITE to tar- 
get. After all, aside from Maine-based Hyde 
(the makers of Saucony), no other major ath- 
letic-shoe company makes as much of its 
product stateside. No company has spent more 
on its domestic manufacturing this decade. 
And though New Balance’s campaign to revise 
the FTC's “Made in USA” standards was de- 
cried by organized labor as an attempt to “di- 
lute” the meaning of the label, the company ar- 
gucd that it was protective of domestic jobs. 

As far as UNITE is concerned, though, that 
was then. Right now, says Michael Zucker, di- 
rector of UNITE’s Office of Corporate and Fi- 
nancial Affairs, New Balance is busier than 
ever overseas. In the past two years, UNITE 
says, the company has imported from coun- 
trics including Victnam, Indonesia, 
Bangladesh, the Philippines, the Dominican 
Republic, and Mexico — all of which have his- 
torics of labor and human-rights problems. 
(New Balance responds that it has not import- 
ced anything from Indonesia, Bangladesh, or 
the Philippines in the past two ycars.) 

But the biggest source of the company’s im- 
ports is clearly China. Citing trade reports, 
UNITE says that New Balance imports from 
China increased more than 36 percent over the 
first nine months of 1998, compared to the 
same period the previous year. Though domes- 
tic manufacturing has continued, the union 
says, chances are better than ever that instead 
of being “Made in USA,” your New Balance 
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shoe is being made in China. 

Anccdotal evidence, while imperfect, sup- 
ports this claim. Workers at the Lawrence dis- 
tribution center say they are secing more and 
more Chinese shoes. UNITE did its own sur- 
vey at several retailers and found that of 119 
styles, 56 percent were made in China, versus 
only 6 percent made domestically. | also did 
my own unscientific survey at a Foot Locker in 


crs isn’t a negotiating tactic,” says Zucker. “It’s 
what we do every day.” 

Indeed, UNITE’s modus operandi is to 
protest international labor inequities in order 
to promote domestic manufacturing — and, 
by extension, the union’s own ranks. UNITE’s 
“No Sweat” campaign, which melds populist 
labor solidarity with anti-corporate attitudes, 
hits some pretty enticing targets (e.g., Kathie

a Boston suburb. Of the 17 New Balance styles 


| saw — a group that included running shoes, 
walking shoes, basketball shoes, cross-trainers, 
and hiking shoes — 15 were labeled “Made in 
China.” Two were labeled “Made in USA.” 

The growing role of Chinese manufacturing 
is troubling to labor leaders, given that coun- 
try’s past problems with worker exploitation. 
“China is absolutely the worst country for 
sweatshop abuses and human-rights viola- 
tions,” says Kathleen Casavant, the state AFL- 
CIO official. 

But it’s not so much the fact that New Bal- 
ance is making shoes in China as the compa- 
ny’s pro-America image that seems to irritate 
labor leaders most. “We fecl that New Balance 
is exploiting workers in China and they are still 
going around saying ‘Madc in the USA,’ ” says 
Casavant. 

“They are not the first to move a substantial 
part of their company offshore,” says Zuckcr. 
“But they promote themselves as better, and 
we have found that they are not.” 

Zucker dismisses the notion that the union’s 
decision to challenge New Balance’s overscas 
labor practices was related to the stalled negoti- 
ations at the Lawrence distribution center. “Re- 
forming companies where we represent work- 
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Lec) and has been one of the more successful 
activist efforts of the 1990s. 

And these days, New Balance can’t afford 
this kind of publicity, Zucker believes. “I think 
that image is vital to this business,” he says. 
“Most of the shoes are pretty much the same. 
What athlctic-shoc manufacturers are learning 
is that the public does care about how its prod- 
ucts [are madc].” 


IM DAVIS is angry. It’s a cold afternoon 

in carly January, and the New Balance 
president is scated in a conference room on 
the second floor of the company’s Brighton 
headquarters, answering UNITE’s charges. 
The story has been getting some play in the 
local media — the Boston Globe, the 
Lawrence Eagle- Tribune — and the New 
Balance CEO says he’s been unjustly ac- 
cused. 

“I take great issuc with what the union is 
doing,” Davis says, rapping his knuckles on 
the conference-room table. “I’ve been doing 
this for a long time. And it really upsets me a 
great dcal to have these people come out and 
lie in the paper, and for the Globe to misrepre- 
sent what we're doing. We are firmly commit- 
ted to manufacturing in this country. Nobody 


else is doing what we're doing. | can go abroad 
and make shocs for a lot less dough than we 
are here.” 

Davis stares straight ahead, his brow fur- 
rowed. The New Balance CEO is a man of 
medium height and a lean, athletic build; his 
black hair, which is starting to gray, is neatly 
combed. Today, he is wearing his usual corpo- 
rate-casual ensemble of a denim New Balance 
dress shirt and a pair of corduroys. 

Despite his success, Davis is not among Bos- 
ton’s best-known business figures. He mostly 
avoids the local political and cocktail circuit. 
“Jim doesn’t schmooze,” says New Balance 
spokesperson Katherine Shepard. Davis's dis- 
taste for attention makes New Balance’s cur- 
rent labor troubles particularly hard for him. 
(Not to mention delicate: when | arrive for our 
interview, Davis is flanked by Shepard and 
Michacl Klcin, a vice president with the Regan 
Group, a local public-relations firm.) 

Davis wants to talk about UNITE’s charges 
of low wages first. “The 19 cents an hour — 
we don’t pay 19 cents an hour,” he says flatly. 
“We pay double that. And that docs not in- 
clude the housing and the board and the food 
that these folks get as well, plus the benefits of 
medical care.” 

Taken out of context, that quote could be a 
manufacturing CEO’s nightmare. But Davis 
continues. “The average wage in China is 
about 19, 20 cents an hour. But that’s not just 
in shoe factories. That's in any factory,” he 
says. “We’ve done research on that, and we've 
confirmed that with the Chinese embassy in 
Washington, so these aren't figures we've 
pulled out of the air.” 

(Later, with some prodding by Klcin, Davis 
expands: “The workers are actually paid the 
equivalent of 40 cents per hour. But you must 
look at this through a filter. This is a country 
where the average annual income is $660 in ur- 
ban areas like Shanghai and Beijing and 
Guangzhou, and in rural areas it’s $260. The 
state minimum wage is 20 cents an hour and 
we're basically double that, and again, it docsn’t

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include room and board, because [our] folks 
do get room and board along with the wage.”) 

Davis adds that New Balance is taking new 
steps to ensure that its overseas production 
meets wage and human-rights standards. The 
company has hired an independent monitoring 
company to watch its practices and has created 
a new staff position to address Asian labor 
concerns, he says. 

“We're hiring a social-responsibility manag- 
er — I believe that’s the person’s title — and 
this person will be a person who clearly under- 
stands the business and is respected by the 
plant manager,” Davis says. “So if you’re the 
plant manager and I’m the social-responsibility 
person representing New Balance, and | come 
into the plant, you can’t bullshit me and tell me 
this, this, this, because | know, because I’ve 
done it myself. And no one else has done this.” 

Davis believes that UNITE’s charges are fu- 
cled by the slow negotiations in Lawrence and, 
specifically, by New Balance’s refusal to allow 
a “closed shop” — the company says it doesn’t 
want to require all its employees to join a 
union. And it’s obvious that Davis isn’t thrilled 
about having any union in his company. 

“We might be a little naive because we really 
haven't dealt with unions before,” Davis says. 
“Frankly, we had nothing to hide . . . so we 
figured, let them [the union] do what they 
want to do. What bothers me is when they lie. 
That’s my concern. If we were paying 19 cents 
an hour and they said we were paying 19 cents 
an hour, that’s fine. But we’re not. They don’t 
know what the hell they're talking about.” 

The more Davis goes on, the more irritated 
he seems to get. The CEO, after all, has spent 
more than 25 years building a company and 


. cultivating an image — and the image appears, 


at the very least, threatened. 

“I’m pissed, because we have made a major 
effort to...to...to....” Davis’s voice trails 
off. “My father was a Greek immigrant, okay? 
He worked hard, and he believed in his coun- 
try. We're trying to give something back. He 
never went to college, but | went to college, my 
brothers went to college. [There’s] great op- 
portunity here. We want to do the same thing 
for other people. 

“I can close the [US] plants tomorrow and 
make more money and let 1600 people go 
home. Is that nice? Is that nice? It’s not nice. 
Not nice.” 


S WITH most disputes, the truth of the 

New Balance labor controversy lics some- 
where between the extremes. Although 
UNITE’s work on behalf of international labor 
rights is laudable, there’s little doubt that the 
union is challenging New Balance’s overseas 
practices at least in part to bring the company 
to the negotiating table in Lawrence. And while 
New Balance touts its commitment to the US 
work force, its increased reliance on overseas 
manufacturing has inevitably made it vulnera- 
ble to charges of exploitation, whether the 
charges are legitimate or not. 

Such controversies have become more com- 
monplace as worldwide markets have expand- 
ed, according to Peter Petri, dean of the Grad- 
uate School of International Economics and

Finance at Brandeis University. Although over- 
seas manufacturing is not new, Petri says, the 
competition is more ferocious than ever. 
“What’s new,” says Petri, “is that the volume 
of international trade has really picked up over 
the past couple of decades, and the pressure 
on companies to compete in the global market 
— and produce at the lowest possible cost — 
has picked up.” 

Petri believes that the pressure is mostly pos- 
itive. Though companies — especially in the 
garment industry — continue to scour other 
countries in order to find the lowest possible 
manufacturing costs, he says, the freeing of 
global markets has clearly helped profitability 

and, in turn, consumers. Petri warns against 
restraining companies from taking their manu- 
facturing operations overseas. “So much of our 
success depends upon forcing global markets 
to be open,” he says. 

Of course, maintaining a domestic work 
force can also make sense, even in a globalized 
economy. “It’s not impossible to manufacture 
domestically and compete in the market, but 
you have to manufacture differently,” says Jay 
Kim, an associate professor of operations 
management at Boston University’s School of 
Management. What they lack in productivity, 
Kim says, domestic workers can make up for 
in quality control and responsiveness. “It’s not 
how many shoes you can assemble per hour; 
it’s what kind of quality, and how flexible.” 

New Balance, it seems, is content to keep a 
foot in both hemispheres. No matter how 
loudly UNITE protests, the company is unlike- 
ly to divest itself from overseas manufacturing, 
even as it pledges to add to its domestic work 
force. “In our work force, we need flexibility,” 
says Davis. He adds: “If that flexibility is di- 
minished at all, our productivity and our com- 
pctitiveness go away.” 

It remains to be seen how the political com- 
munity will react to New Balance’s labor trou- 
bles. When UNITE has staged local protests of 
out-of-state manufacturers — the union cam- 
paigned against Los Angeles—based Guess at 
its store on Newbury Street, for example — 
there has been no shortage of pols waiting to 
grab a megaphone and talk tough about orga- 
nized labor. New Balance, however, is well- 
liked and provides local jobs — last year, the 
city and state lobbied hard to keep the compa- 
ny’s headquarters (and 400 jobs) in Brighton. 

“It will be interesting to see [what politi- 
cians] come out against the company,” says 
the AFL-CIO’s Casavant. 

For now, it appears unlikely that all sides in 
this controversy will be satisfied. The dispute 
is likely to grow more tempestuous; UNITE 
recently protested at a New Balance—spon- 
sored high-school track meet in New York 
City. Consumers will have questions. And giv- 
en the demands of the global and domestic 
economies, New Balance will still be trying to 
find the proper, well, balance. a

State of the art 
Auto biography 


here’s a scene in the locally shot 

independent feature George's Auto where 
one of the evil townies spots a familiar face 
tending a hot-dog stand. “Didn't you use to be 
on The Joker's Wild?” he asks. The vendor 
nods, a bit shamefully. Mark Phinney, who co- 
produced George's Auto and plays one of its 
more memorable freaks, knows this rueful 
moment intimately. A former sausage slinger 
who was, for a brief time, a recognizable 
television personality, he’s currently waiting 
tables while the finishing touches are put on his 
film. “There is nothing worse,” he laments, “than 
someone at one of your tables saying, ‘Hey, 
didn’t you use to be on MTV?’” 

There are enough such moments in George's 
Auto (which will be having a benefit at T.T. the 
Bear’s next Friday) to make the film loosely, 
well, autobiographical. The filmmakers’ story 
goes something like this. A couple of Medford 
kids spend years eking out bottom-rung jobs in 
show biz — producer/director Kevin Indigaro as 
a writer of questions for game shows, Phinney 
as a member of various comedy improv troupes 
— before getting their big break: Indigaro as 


head writer on MTV's Singled Out and Phinney 
as that show's pudgy, cigar-smoking cupid. After 
a couple of seasons the pair find themselves 
suddenly jobless and girlfriendiess (Phinney 
claims Indigaro had a little something going with 
Carmen Electra; in George's Auto the 
protagonist's actor girlfriend has a fling with a 
sports figure). Indigaro ends up writing for a 
short-lived Disney-produced kids show; other 
stints include The Keenan Ivory Wayans Show, 
the Second City comedy troupe, and a job at 
the Gap in Hollywood. 

But eventually both get fed up with the 
subterranean show-biz treadmill and form a 
minuscule production company in order to give 
birth to George's Auto. Shot in 24 days in 
Medford and New Hampshire, the film follows a 
Jaguar-driving putz who, on his way to Salem, 
breaks down in mythical Bethany, 
Massachusetts. There he seeks the aid of a 
band of misfits whose patriarch is a brilliant 
suicidal mechanic with a penchant for fixing 
cars in the buff. “He breaks down by this 
magical area in the forest and this garage, 
George's Auto,” explains Phinney, “and from his 





three days there, from these John Hughes 
Sixteen Candles-type freaks, he learns what 
real life and love and loss are all really about.” 

This whimsical “adult fairy tale” is an L.- 
Frank-Baum-via-Kevin-Smith fable with a few 
nods to John Waters and Gummo thrown in. 
“We wrote, directed, and produced completely 
on our own,” says Phinney. “We designed 14 
cars, wardrobes, all the sets. I’m not putting 
Clerks down, but on a similar budget, maybe a 
little more, we made a movie with 57 actors and 
12 subplots, on 35-millimeter film, that looks like 
Boogie Nights and which has already been 
called a Wizard of Oz for the '90s.” 
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Boogie Nights might be stretching it, though 
the blinding Day-Glo colors of the film’s super- 
customized cars exude a similarly tacky charm, 
and a couple of the garage's characters — 
including a physically challenged junkie who 
steals every scene he's in — manage to make 
their eccentricities truly endearing. A rough 
version of George's Auto was submitted 
unsuccessfully to Sundance, but one of the 
judges nonetheless invited Indigaro to be a 
guest of the festival. “The thing about us is we 
didn't stay in Boston,” says Phinney. “We went to 
LA, and now we know the channels to go 
through. We're heading into our second year 
[with the film], and by summer | think it'll get 
picked up. It’s been a long, spiritual journey.” 

The cast and crew plus former Worid 
Wrestling Federation champion Bob Backlund 
will be on hand for a benefit for George’s Auto 
next Friday, February 12, at T.T. the Bear's 
Place; featured will be the Racketeers, Spirit

I Married a Strange Person 


Sex, drugs, 
and animation 


f Bill Plympton had a talk show, he'd combine Jay Leno's 

middlebrow affability, Rosie O’Donnell’s endearing crudity, 
Dennis Miller's hyper-intelligent irreverence, and David 
Letterman's vindictive clownishness. But in fact he’s a 
comedian unconstrained by the prosaic limits of body and 
voice: his colored pencils spew forth a daunting repertoire of 
nasty one-liners. Forget South Park's sophomoric nihilism, 
Dilberts oh-so-Everyman martyrdom, and Ren and Stimpys 
visceral homoeroticism — why, even the redoubtable Matt 
Groening once said that Plympton is God. 

“Well, he admits he was a little drunk when he said that,” 
acknowledges Plympton over the phone from his office in 
Manhattan, “but since | keep using it in my publicity material 
and he hasn't retracted it...” 

Viewers can decide for themselves whether to deify or 
crucify: Plympton will introduce his sixth feature-length film, 
Married a Strange Person, at the Harvard Film Archive next 
Friday and Saturday. He'll also present the world premiere of 
a new short film, Surprise Cinema. 

“Boston has been very good to me,” says Plympton. He 
must mean the throngs of stoned BU students (and others, 
myself included) who have seen his work in screenings of 
“Spike and Mike's Sick and Twisted Animation” anthologies 
at the Coolidge Corner. Does he enjoy this venue, with its 
vomit bags and T-shirts? “Those films are mostly by kids 
right out of film school; despite the hype, it doesn't pay much. 
But | do feel in this day of political correctness that Spike and 
Mike are a breath of fresh air. They're breaking down 
censorship . . . but in recent years it’s not all that original or 
breakthrough.” 

Animation aficionados consider Bill an old, reliable friend. 
Who hasn't busted a gut watching Twenty Five Ways To Quit 
Smoking, with its ubiquitous Sumo wrestler falling from the 
sky? Or How To Kiss, with its hygiene-filmstrip voiceover and 
acid-induced anatomical excess? 

Does Plympton consider himself a good kisser? He 
pauses before answering: “That's hard to say. | do enjoy it, 
and | did do a lot of research for that film.” In fact, Plympton 
says his intimacies have provided him with a wealth of 
inspiration. “| do get many ideas during passionate moments 
and obviously can't write them down at the time. Sex is such 
an intense experience and the brain is full of electricity, so 
your thoughts are just whirring and flying around.” 

A native Oregonian (like Groening), Plympton also credits 
the rainy weather for sparking his young imagination. But 
now he says life in Manhattan is fertile ground: “New York is 
a cartoon city and | get lots of ideas just walking down the 
street.” | ask the most obvious question of all and he replies, 
“| did drugs in the '70s like everyone else, and | think they 
did open up my imagination quite a bit.” 

Plympton's soft-spoken, serious banter seems to reinforce 
his description of himself: “My films are so violent, | guess, or 
sexual, that people who meet me for the first time may 
expect me to be an ogre. But I’m actually a normal Middle 
America guy.” 

Sure you are, Bill.

Oscar also ponders the Bard and the Beautiful 
BY PETER KEOUGH You don’t expect 


much in the way of metaphysics from the 
Academy Awards. But in a year when fact not 
only is stranger than fiction but nearly makes 


the distinction meaningless, the Oscars take 


on the 
commentator, offering a reality 
check on the media wonderland of 
the ongoing Presidential Follies. 
Rather than a showcase of films 
that exploit our worst inclinations, 
the slate of Oscar nominations to be 
released this coming Tuesday 
should present a critique of our 
current confusion over truth and 
illusion, reality and entertainment. 
Like Steven Spielberg's Saving 
Private Ryan, which is sure to win a 
Best Picture nomination. No other 
film has achieved such a devastat- 
ing illusion of horrific reality, or so 
dramatically posed (with the possi- 
ble exception of Spiclberg’s previ- 
ous Oscar winner, Schindler's List) 
the question of the value of a single 
human life. Yet despite its realism,

the Golden Globes (Best Comedy 
or Musical, Gwyneth Paltrow for 
Best Actress in a Comedy or 
Musical) and in the recent 
Directors Guild and Screen Actors 
Guild nominations.

Not that viewers and Academy 
voters don’t appreciate films that 
mirror our current reality of hanky- 
panky in high places, Machiavellian 
powers behind the throne, schem- 
ing and ruthless women, and the 
invidious discord of partisan fanati- 
cism. Unfortunately for the makers 
of Primary Colors, however, they 
prefer to enjoy it from a four-centu- 
ry remove. And so Elizabeth, with 
Cate Blanchett already having won 
numerous critics’ awards, a Golden

it remains an exuberant and ulti- 
mately reassuring cntcrtainment, 
pulling in at the box office perhaps 
as much money as the original 
invasion cost. Faithful though Ryan 
may be to the brutal facts, how 
faithful is it to the truth if it trans- 
forms the historical event into an 
audience-pleasing spectacle? 

You could ask the same of Life Is 
Beautiful, Roberto Benigni’s con- 
troversial attempt to make a 
redeeming comedy out of the 
Holocaust. Promoted by Oscar 
juggernaut Miramax, it should sur- 
pass mere Best Foreign Language 
Film expectations and imitate the 
success of that studio’s The 
Postman in 1995, winning a Best 
Picture nod. Embraced and reviled 
for its central conceit of a concen- 
tration-camp  inmatc’s turning 
genocide into a game to protect his 
son from the truth, Beautiful is 
nothing less than the epitome of 
the show-business process. 

That process sparkles in 
Shakespeare in Love, which pleased 
both the pits and the pundits with 
its blithe celebration of how bards 
past and present metamorphose the 
raw matcrial of life into the airy 
nothing of a hit production. A pop 
entertainment with a high-art pedi- 
gree, its sclf-congratulatory cele- 
bration of what popular artists from 
the Elizabethan cra onward do best 
has earned its surprising success in

Globe, and a SAG nomination, 
joins Shakespeare in the Best 
Picture fold with scarce a change of 
costume or set design. 

With all the flag waving sur- 
rounding Spielberg's invading pri- 
vate, many lost touch with the inva- 
sion of privacy so piquantly depict- 
ed in The Trunan Show, which 
demonstrated how a single life — 
say, that of the president of the 
United States — can be exploita- 
tively transformed into mass enter- 
tainment. Yet after its surprising 
Golden Globe victories for Jim 
Carrey as Best Actor in a Drama 
and Ed Harris as Best Supporting 
Actor, Academy members might be 
giving the surreal, solipsistic satire a 
second look. Its frightening allego- 
ry about the reality of illusion 
should well complement 
Spiclberg’s illusion of reality in the 
Best Picture line-up. 

That Harris’s performance as 
The Truman Show's demi-urgish 
director won a Golden Globe bodes 
well for the auteur of the film itself, 
Peter Weir — not to mention his 
recent nomination by the Directors 
Guild. Weir will be poe inthe 
Oscar-candidate slatey*by the 
inevitable Steven Spielberg (Globe 
winner and DGA nomince for the 
third time), John Madden (DGA) 
for Shakespeare, and the largely 
overlooked Shekhar Kapur (no 
Globe, no DGA, no critics’ awards) 








for his showy Elizabeth. 

What, no Benigni? | think after 
his fulsome, unfunny turn as gucst 
host of the Golden Globes, 
Hollywood might have had its fill of 
him — | mean, one Robin Williams 
is enough. Tinseltown prefers its 
directors behind the scenes, kind of 
like Harris in The Truman Show. 
And no director has been more 
behind the scenes than DGA nomi- 
nee Terrence Malick, who returned 
after 25 years of self-exile with his 
bewildering anti-Ryan, The Thin 
Red Line. Behind the times, as well 
— Thin’s Manichean meditations 
may seem too "60s to garner a Best 
Picture nod, and his nomination by 
the Academy's directors’ branch 
will be at best a nostalgic tribute to 
a time when filmmakers had some- 
thing to say and the clout to say it. 

Another problem for Academy 
members dealing with Thin is its 
lack of big performances, despite 
the big names in its cast. That’s 
truc, too, of Ryan, but somchow 
just the name Hanks (and he does 
put in a terrific job despite the lim- 
ited material) is cnough to warrant 
a nomination and probably an 
Oscar. Jim Carrey is another mat- 
ter. The statute of limitations has 
long since run out since Hanks 
embarrassed himself in Bachelor 
Party 15 ycars ago; Carrcy, on the 
other hand, was threatening to talk 
out of his asshole when he won 
this year’s Golden Globe. 
Nonethless, Academy members 
know a breakthrough role when 
they sce it, particularly one with 
the zeitgeist appeal of Truman 
Burbank, a kind of Forrest Gump 
for the Apocalypse. 

Nominating funnyman Carrey 
might rclicve the Academy of the 
need to indulge Benigni (not to 
mention Robin Williams), but if 
the Italian’s Screen Actors Guild 
nomination and inexplicable over- 
all popularity are any indication, it 
won't. A bracing corrective to 
Benigni’s presence on the slate 
will be the staggering performance 
of Nick Nolte (SAG; Best Actor 
award from the National Socicty 
of Film Critics and the New York 
and Boston critics groups) in 
Affliction, a dose of frigid reality 
that cannot be denied. Rounding 
out the group will be fan 
McKellen for his subtle, secthing 
performance as gay director 
James Whale in Gods and 
Monsters (SAG; LA critics), 
another film in which Hollywood 
pats itself on the back for turning 
trauma into tinscl. 

Perhaps the biggest question for 
the Best Actress category is, how 
many terminal discases are 
enough? Of the three possibilities 
— Meryl Streep as loyal mom 
dying of cancer in One True Thing, 
Susan Sarandon as loyal mom 
dying of cancer in Stepmom, or 
Emily Watson as selfish carccrist 
and wacko wanton dying of MS in 
Hilary and Jackie — | think 
Sarandon’s sclf-rightcous sourpuss 
will have to go. 

Killing off both the mother and 
the whore should satisfy everyone, 
as will nominating the reigning 
queen of overhyped femininity, 
Gwyncth Paltrow. Her playing a 
man’s role in order to lose her vir- 
ginity in Shakespeare in Love will 
balance out the way Cate Blanchett 
(Golden Globe; SAG) plays a 
man’s role to restore it in 
Elizabeth. As a final salute to 





motherhood and those women 
who, however late, embrace it, 
look for the veteran Brazilian 
actress Fernanda Montenegro to 
catch the bus as the harridan 


turned foster mom in the crowd- 
pleasing tearjerker Central Station. 

As for Best Supporting Actor, the 
dogfaces of both Thin Red Line and

evanescent fizz easily forgotten the 
morning after. 

Not that the Best Supporting 
Actress nominees are without 
meaning, especially for a writer 
struggling to find closure in a par- 
ticularly murky year of Oscar prog- 
nostication. So | leave you with the 
yin-and-yang of Kathy Bates and 








Saving Private Ryan, despite some 
fine work by Sean Penn and Elias 
Koteas in Thin and Tom Sizemore 
and Jeremy Davies in Ryan, will 
suffer the fate of many of their on- 
screen personas and be lost in 
action. Perhaps they should have 
distinguished their service by going 
the bad-wig/prosthetic-teeth route 
of Billy Bob Thornton (SAG; 
Boston and LA critics), whose per- 
formance in A Simple Plan didn’t 
really need the props to carn a nod. 

It will not have hurt Bill Murray 
(NSFC; New York critics) to have 
lost the bad hair that was so hilar- 
ious in Kingpin for the understat- 
ed desperation and wit of his role 
in Rushmore. His nomination is 
carved in stone, as is Harris’s 
bereted Big Brother from The 
Truman Show. The remaining 
two slots will be rewarded to two 
Hollywood veterans in consum- 
mate performances: Robert 
Duvall as the cagy barrister in A 
Civil Action and James Coburn as 
the mother of all abusive fathers 
in Affliction. 

And for aging queens, there 
remains the Best Supporting 
Actress nominations for Lynn 
Redgrave (Golden Globe; SAG) as 
the daunting, Karloff-esque maid- 
servant to lan McKellen’s light-in- 
his-loafers horror-meister in Gods 
and Monsters, and Judi Dench 
(SAG; NSFC) for her cight more 
minutes of fame in Shakespeare in 
Love a kind of postscript to 
Blanchett’s Elizabeth. 

This category would not be com- 
plete without its candidate for the 
“Marisa Tomei/Anna Paquin/Mira 
Sorvino/Kim Basinger Whatever 
Happened To Decent Women’s 
Roles In Hollywood” award. 
Angelina Jolie might fill that bill for 
her big-lipped, bad-haired role as a 
singles-bar swinger in the schemat- 
ic Playing by Heart, the saccharine 
alternative to this year’s bilious 
efforts from Todd Solondz and Neil 
LaBute (it should have been called 
Sappiness). Such a nomination 
would satisfy the Academy's delu- 
sions of hipness (don’t expect it to 
touch the scathing women’s perfor- 
mances in High Art and Under the 
Skin, which have received recogni- 
tion from the critics groups), and 
the performance has the kind of 











Joan Allen. The former plays the 
unbearably blowhard conscience of 
the Clintonesque presidential can- 
didate (John Travolta, overshad- 
owed by the performance of the real 
thing) who struggles to stifle evi- 
dence of his libido; the latter is the 
black-and-white cipher of a ’50s 
sit-com whose discovery of her sex 
drive ignites the world into color.

John Boorman’s four-star General 
BY PETER KEOUGH The last day in the life of Martin Cahill 


slum neighborhood of Hollyfield 
who are known for their daring, 
cunning, and sense of the absurd. 

It’s this last trickster quality that 
most distinguishes Cahill — 
though he talks a good fight in his 
condemnation of colonial, capital- 
ist, government, and clerical 
oppressors, even squatting in a 
tent to preserve Hollyfield from 
the developers, the anarchic exu- 
berance of play is what incites 
him. It’s a contagious sensibility, 
as Boorman unfolds with sleek 
dexterity Cahill’s heist of a 


fortress-like jewelry warehouse, or 
his ingenious purloining of a 


(Brendan Gleeson), a/k/a “The General,” modern crime legend and 
the scourge and delight of Dublin, begins 


fleets of police cars on the street 
outside his home and the rows of 
constables poking their heads 
over his hedges have vanished. 
But Cahill has reason to be suspi- 
cious as he starts his car — an 
IRA hitman sprints out of the 
foliage and pumps three bullets 
into his head. 

So begins John Boorman’s sly 
and sardonic masterpiece The 
General, and shot in the saturated 
inks of a tabloidish black and 
white, it’s a sordid end indeed. 
Moments later, though, an odd 
thing happens. The bullets magi- 
cally zap from the murdered man’s 
body and return to the killer’s pis- 
tol. In a twist of whimsy, the film 
rewinds, and a close-up of Cahill’s

autobiographical Hope and Glory, 
it’s the director’s best film to date. 

In part that’s due to his subject 
— Cahill proves a more archetyp- 
al figure than all the Arthurian 


(one of his few vices), his ambi- 
tion, ruthlessness, and complexity 
grow. He becomes the Robin 
Hood-—like leader of a gang of 
stalwarts (portrayed in standout 


makes the outlaw irresistible. He 
portrays Cahill as a shambling, 
shapeless buffoon who proves 
lithe as a ghost drifting through a 
household selecting booty and 
voyeuristically observing the 
secret life of the inhabitants. He’s 
most entertaining in his ploys to 
escape detection, going in public 








Park, or employing hilarious ruses 
to baffle the police on his tail. 
Hand perpetually concealing his 
face, he’s a vaudevillean enigma, a 
master showman in the art of cov- 
ering up, donning Groucho glass- 
es in, as a barrister intones, “a silly 
attempt to disguise himself,” then 
doing a striptease when the press 
demands he “show himself.” 

Boorman does show him, how- 
ever, and not always for laughs. It’s 
all fun and games until Cahill 
maims a witness with a car bomb, 
nails an underling suspected of 
treachery to a pool table, and has 
sister-in-law Tina (Angeline Ball) 
move in with him and wife Frances 
(Maria Doyle Kennedy) to form a 
ménage 4 trois. (Cahill’s domestic 
arrangements are bizarre, endear- 
ing, and oddly conventional.) Far 
from being a Tarantino-esque pas- 
tiche, Cahill is something much 
more primal — a throwback to a 
tribal, pagan past. In short, he’s a 
juvenile delinquent, and perpetual 
childhood has its price. As he enjoys 
one of his more flagrant jokes, he 
collapses. One of his puerile plea- 
sures has turned on him — the 
cream buns have finally taken their 
toll, leaving him with diabetes. 

But it’s not just his body that 
lets him down — his colleagues 
and his sense of humor betray 
him as well. Shadowed by his 
nemesis, a police inspector played 
by a raffishly sinister and ambiva- 
lently upright Jon Voight, The 
General shambles to its fatal, final 
rendezvous. with picaresque 
inevitability. With half his crew on 
smack, the IRA on his tail after he 
sells the stolen paintings to the 
Provos, even his pigeons 
butchered by the cloddish cops, 
Cahill’s fate is squalid and typical. 
Not so its metamorphosis into the

wanted to give it some distance. Because of the 
awful distraction of contemporary colors, | wanted to 
give it a unified look. it’s much more intense, too. It 
feels like peeling away skin when you shoot close- 
ups of the actors. And black-and-white heips the 
mythic dimension of the film. It's closer to the condi- 
tion of dreaming and the unconscious.” 

Cahill’s complexity is encapsulated in the already 
notorious sequence where he crucifies a supposed- 
ly disloyal underling on a pool table, then apolo- 
gizes and drives him to the hospital. “There was 
something even further which | couldn't put in,” says 
Boorman. “It would have been too complicated. 
They passed a law in Ireland whereby, if you were 
the victim of malicious damage, you could claim 
compensation from the government. As he [Martin] 
was taking Jimmy to the hospital, he said, ‘You 
know, you've got a good claim for malicious com- 
pensation.’ That was typical of this extraordinarily 
twisted mind he had.”

rueful beauty of The General, 
Boorman’s portrait of the artist as 
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Touring Rushmore 


They've been spending a lot of time on a bus recently, 
and they look it. Haggard and a little stressed out, 
Wes Anderson, co-writer and director of Rushmore, 
and Jason Schwartzman, his 19-year-old star, have 
been hitting the road for the past week promoting their 
movie. It’s a nice bus, to be sure, painted yellow to 
resemble the school variety, but the only connection to 
the movie is the name painted on the side, and the 
two have the air of those who recognize that what 
might have seemed a good idea in theory has not 
proved to be so a thousand miles or so later. 

“No, there’s no schoo! bus in the movie,” acknowl- 
edges Anderson. 

“He doesn't fly,” explains Schwartzman. 

So much for the significance of the bus. The film's 
title, however, is another thing. Bottle Rocket, 
Anderson’s first feature, was a low-budget shaggy-dog 
story, fanciful ephemera as befits the namesake 
pyrotechnic. Rushmore, the name of the private 
school in which Schwartzman’s character Max Fischer 
seeks love, success, and a passing grade, suggests 
something more monolithic, enduring — monumental. 

Anderson agrees. “When we [he and co-writer 
Owen Wilson, who collaborated on Bottle Rocket] 
were trying to think of the title, we wanted something

really American. It was so much the iconic American 
thing. That's why eventually we came up with 
Rushmore. The character has that pioneer spirit — 
ingenuity and resilience.” 

And loss and disappointment and depression. 
Maybe it’s all the driving, but the mood today seems 
dark. 

“In my opinion,” agrees Anderson, “Schwartzy 
seems a little fruity right now.” 

“Fruity! Why am | fruity?” 

“| don’t know. You seem like you're getting down or 
something.” 

“No, I’m just looking at the floor.” 

Schwartzman’s objections notwithstanding, and 
despite the film's-genuine hilarity and high spirits, 
Rushmore does convey a pervasive wistfuiness. 

“In an early version, Max tried to commit suicide,” 
Anderson agrees. “There's definitely sadness _ 
through the whole thing. It got sadder the more we | 
worked on it.” 


Schwartzman responded to that sadness. Like Max, 


he’s lost a parent — his father (his mother is the _ 
_actress Talia Shire) died when he was 14. 
“Four years ago. It's tough, and that was one thing 
that | could really relate to with Max, When you lose 
a parent at an early age, it can change the way you 


do things, and the reasons why. Max lost his mom 
when he was real young. | think that’s why he’s so. 


motivated. Maybe he’s trying to re-create some sort 
of family.” 
Meanwhile, for this temporary family on tour, the - 


high points have included Jason's stint on Letterman a _ 


week ago Friday and, in keeping with the funereal 
theme, a visit to the Vietnam War Memorial. 

“We tried to look up the name Max Fischer,” says 
Anderson. “But there was no Max Fischer who died in 
Vietnam. There was an Edward S. Fischer, so we 
found him. Then we ran up to the Lincoln Memorial 
and saw Lincoln.” 

“Had our moment,” says Schwartzman. 

“We had our private moment. And here was a ~ 
moment earlier today when we were walking down the 
street in the snow. We were so exhausted, tired, and 
confused, and we had a moment of looking at each 
other thinking, ‘What are we doing? Where are we?’ 
We had spent the entire night on the road, and we 
didn’t know.”

Academy award 


Wes Anderson carves a masterful Rushmore 
BY PETER KEOUGH Adolescence, for better and 


worse, defines popular culture these days, from the 
hit movie Varsity Blues to the junior-high petulance 


and concupiscence of the United 
States Congress. In the process, with 
the emphasis on hormones, pseudo- 
hipness, bogus nihilism, and bodily 
functions, all of the charm of that 
evanescent, inescapable state of mind 
has been lost, as well as the magic, 
the optimism, and the spontaneity. In 
his brilliant new Rushmore, Wes 
Anderson goes a long way to restor- 
ing all that. It’s innocent (mostly — 
the deviations are crucial, never gra- 
tuitous) and funny — in its way as 
funny as There’s Something About 
Mary. Smugness and smarminess 
never taint its irony; compassion and 
exuberance stir its absurdity.

The spirit of Rushmore, the genial 
private academy of the title, is 
embodied in its hero, Max Fischer 
(Jason Schwartzman, whose film 
debut is comparable in many ways to 
that of Dustin Hoffman in The 
Graduate). His gravely monumental 
face peaking in a prominent, paste- 
board-looking nose surmounted by 
Harold Lloyd-like glasses, he’s dri- 
ven by simple, irreconcilable desires: 
he wants to be loved; he wants to suc- 
ceed; and he wants to remain forever 
at his beloved school. On the basis of 
a play he wrote about Watergate at 
age seven, his mother got him a 
scholarship to go to Rushmore. Now 
15, with his mother dead, and his lov- 
ing dad (Seymour Cassel, another 
great face and performance) an 
embarrassment given the tony crowd 
Max is hanging around with, he sees 
Rushmore as his alma mater in the 
literal sense. It’s the womb he doesn’t 
want to leave. 

That may explain why he’s such a 
lousy student. An opening fantasy 
parodying Good Will Hunting 
notwithstanding, he’s failing every 
course. In extracurriculars, though, 
he’s outstanding — in a hilarious 





montage of yearbook-like snapshots, 
he’s shown as active in every group 
from the Bombardment Society to the 
Max Fischer Players, his personal 
drama corps. But Dean Guggenheim 
(Brian Cox, one of the few excellent 
supporting actors underused) has 
had enough. Max faces “sudden- 
death probation” — one more failure 
and he’s across the street, where the 
grim Grover Cleveland public high 
school looms. 

A couple of new inspirations spark 
Max’s_ resourcefulness. Herman 
Blume (Bill Murray, establishing 
himself once and for all as 
Hollywood’s consummate comic 
actor), local steel magnate and school 
benefactor, delivers an address to the 
students in which he exhorts the 
poorer ones to “take dead aim at the 
rich boys .. . and take them down.” 
Max is the only one to applaud. A 
bond is formed. 

Blume’s Murrayish, madcap anar- 
chy is toned down and ignited by 
Max’s second inspiration. She’s Miss 
Cross (a sweetly sad, blushing Olivia 
Williams), a young widow. Taking 
out a book on undersea exploration 
from the school library, Max notes a 











quote from Jacques Cousteau 
inscribed in the margin. He tracks the 
previous lender down and finds the 
comely British import reading 
Kidnapped to her first-grade 
Rushmore class. Ineptly, endearingly, 
obsessively, Max stalks Miss Cross, 
engaging her in a friendly courtship 
that at first bemuses, then disturbs 
her. 

The collision of these three reveals 
the depths of their decency and 
despair. Max’s hopeless love for the 
older woman bares the maternal void 
his ambition and school loyalty will 
never fill. Miss Cross cannot get over 
the death of her husband. And 
Herman, a Vietnam vet with a failing 
marriage and a pair of loutish twins, 
will not recover his youth by palling 
around with Max or even stealing his 
“girl.” “I have been feeling a little bit 
lonely lately,” Max admits, two ciga- 





rettes lit at the same time, his face a 
quagmire of despondency and disbe- 
lief, and it’s a reminder that, despite 
its ebullience, Rushmore is a movie 
about melancholia. 

As in Shakespeare in Love, stings 


| and arrows are merely the stuff of art, 


and the Max Fischer Players are up to 
the task. More so than the Bardic 
film, though, the leap from story to 
stage in Rushmore is jolting and mer- 
curial, As with Anderson’s first film, 
Bottle Rocket, some will find the nar- 
rative of Rushmore incoherent and 
erratic. The criticism may have been 
fair for the previous film, but the 
capriciousness of Rushmore is like 
that of a dream or an epiphany. 

Its logic is reflected in Anderson’s 
blithe, rigorous layering of each 
frame in a mise-en-scéne reminiscent 
of Jean Renoir and the Naked Gun 
people (you'll have to see this film at 
least twice to get all the gags and 
details), and in its off-kilter ’60s 
soundtrack and playful, theatrical 
self-reflexivity. As with the knot trick 
pulled off by little Indian man in the 
background of Rushmore’s dénoue- 
ment, it’s unclear how he pulls it off, 
or why, but it works. ®

Actress Susan Strasberg, who died recently of breast cancer, at age 60, 


could have been far more famous than she was if she’d been allowed 


to reprise her triumphant Anne of the Broadway The Diary of Anne 


Frank for the 1959 screen version. 
Instead, Hollywood bypassed the 
obviously Jewish Strasberg and 
chose a dark-haired shiksa, Millie 
Perkins, to portray the Dutch- 
Jewish Holocaust victim. Such 
going-against-religion casting hap- 
pened routinely in the studio era. 
Jewish thespians like Kirk Douglas, 
Tony Curtis, Melvyn Douglas, 
Sylvia Sidney, Lauren Bacall, and 
-aulette Goddard never played eth- 
nic roles; and virtually all Jewish 
parts were handled by Christians. 

Blame the studio heads, mostly 
first-generation American Jews 
determined to assimilate. 

“Some Jewish actors were con- 
sidered ‘too Jewish,’ ” explains 
Sylvia Barack Fishman. A 
Brandeis professor of Contem- 
porary Jewish Life and author of 
Follow My Footprints: Changing 
Images of Women in American 
Jewish Fiction, Fishman will be 
leading, once a month from 
February through June, Sunday- 
morning film discussions at the 
Coolidge Corner on the topic of 
“Exploring Jews in American 
Cinema.” The first two films she’s 
screening, Marjorie Morningstar 





(1958) on February 7 and 


Goodbye Columbus (1969) on 
March 7, feature non-Jews, the 
upturned-nose Natalie Wood and 
the preppy Ali MacGraw, in the 
Jewish female leads. 

Fishman is surprisingly forgiv- 
ing of such castings if they are 





screen-effective. “Anne Bancroft, 
who makes a career playing Jews, 
is fabulous. What difference does 
it make? Valerie Harper playing 
Rhoda on TV was also fabulous. | 
wish more that there were interest- 
ing roles for all women in cinema, 
also, of course, for Jewish 
women.” 

Fishman’s concern is discovering 
stereotypical depiction of Jewish 
behavior and unearthing the pivotal 
films that established the stereo- 
types. Analyzing movies semiotical- 








ly, she isolates the “signifying Jew,” 
the character whose voice, dress, 
speech stands for “Jcwishncess.” 
Her research begins with the 1927 
Al Jolson pionccring sound vehicle, 
The Jazz Singer, with its bushy- 
bearded Orthodox-religious cantor 
father who, says 
Fishman, “has his face 
turned backward to the 
past and is shown nega- 
tively as not understand- 
ing American opportuni- 
ty.” 
Much, much later, 
there’s Goodbye Co- 
lunbus. The movie fol- 
lows Philip Roth’s (sex- 
ist?) 1959 novella in 
watching its scnsitive, 
lower-middle-class male 
protagonist, Neil (Rich- 
ard Benjamin), get 
enmeshed in Brenda 
Patimkin’s crass nou- 
veau-riche — suburban 





competition with her spoiled 
daughter. Materialism is what 
defines Jewish life. Men have to 
have ‘goniff’ in them.

Some of his recent 
novels are profound, and he’s in a 
totally different place.”

CHILDREN OF HEAVEN 


The Iranian cinema may have reinvented the children’s 
movie, but for a little while into Majid Majidi’s generically 
titled Children of Heaven, it seems Iranian filmmakers 
might be starting to recycle it. The scenario is familiar 
from Abbas Kiarostami’s Where Is the Friend's House? and 
Jafar Panahi’s The White Balloon and The Mirror: adorable 
Teheran urchins struggle-against Sisyphean obstacles and 
unhelpful, insensitive adults to achieve mundane goals. In 
this case the problematic item is a pair of pink shoes. 
Eight-year-old Ali (Amir Farrokh Hashemian) gets dis-

tracted at the grouchy fruit peddiar’s stand and the newly 
repaired slippers he’s bringing home for his younger sister 
Zahra (Bahare Sediqi) are appropriated by a rag picker. 
Afraid to tell his parents, he and Zahra work out a scheme 
by which they share his battered sneakers. : 

A lot of time seems spent following earnest children run- 
ning through back alleys until Majidi opens his film up 
with a Bicycle Thief—inspired interlude that gives Ali and 
his dad (Amir Naji) a chance to bond and see how the 
other half lives when they seek gardening work in the rich 
quarter. Majidi opens it further when Ali enters a state- 






sponsored road race with hopes of winning not first prize 
but third —- a pair of running shoes. With TV cameramen

PAYBACK 


Hollywood is chasing its tail again. Payback is a new ver- 
sion of Donald E. Westlake’s novel The Hunter, which was 
brilliantly filmed in 1967 as Point Blank. Mel Gibson takes 
the Lee Marvin role of a heister who, left for dead by his 
double-crossing partner (Gregg Henry) and wife 
(Deborah Kara Unger) after a big job, comes back for 
revenge and his share of the loot. In pursuit of the latter, 
he eventually confronts the three leaders (William Devane, 
James Coburn, and Kris Kristofferson) of the local mob. 

First-time director Brian Helgeland (who co-wrote L.A, 
Confidential) has made Payback an cntertaining nco-noir, 
self-conscious and stylized but not too cute, respecting the 
tradition while delivering for those who just want to see the 
kind of movie where Mel Gibson shoots some people. 
People in this film also get bumped, whacked, smashed, 
hammered, upsided, battered, beaten, and blown up. The 
hyperbolic violence is 90s; the music is ’50s to late ’60s 
(plus, “President Nixon” is mentioned and Gibson smokes 
a lot); the cars, costumes, and decor mix periods from the 
late 60s to the present. Payback’s city is a group of oblique 
Cinemascope studies in steel gray, less a real place than a 
movie set of Downtown Nowhere. 

Point Blank made its system-beating hero a remote 
icon, modern man as zombie. Payback tries to bring him 
closer to us by giving him a cliché’d voiceover narration 
and a big l-need-you scene with the helpful hooker who 
befriends him (Maria Bello). Helgeland doesn’t succeed 
in this endeavor, and neither does he need to: both 
movie and hero work effectively on a purcly mechanical 
level.

THE SWINDLE 


Among recent Hitchcock ripoffs — Brian De Palma’s 
overblown Snake Eyes, Gus Van Sant’s redundant Psycho 
-— Claude Chabrol’s The Swindle is less of a cheat than 


the rest. Derivative of the master in his less suspenseful, 
more romantic mode — say, To Catch a Thief — this is 
the story of a pair of small-time grifters who stray “out of 
their league,” as Victor (Michel Serrault), the éminence 
grise of the team, puts it. His accomplice Betty (Isabelle 
Huppert, in blancmange mode), tired of duping dentists 
at conventions, sets them up with Maurice (Frangois 
Cluzet, whom Betty asks to remove his sunglasses because 
he “looks like Peter Sellars,” thus eliminating his person- 
ality), a high-finance type with a valise full of Swiss 
francs. That MacGuffin involves them with nasty charac- 
ters in a picturesque Caribbean resort and a much- 
telegraphed double and triple cross. The relationship 
between Betty and Victor is more compelling and myste- 
rious than their scams; he’s old enough to be her father, 
and she calls him “daddy,” so maybe he is. Like the 
valise’s combination, this is by the numbers, but twisted 
and atmospheric enough not to leave you feeling robbed.

ARNOLD circa 1975. This surprisingly good documen- 
tary from George Butler and Robert Fiore chronicles the 
participation.of several professional bodybuilders in the 
contests for Mr. Universe and Mr. Olympia, including 
Schwarzenegger, who was trying for his seventh title 
before officially retiring from competition.

Sons and liars 


Lyric West leads with Arthur Miller 
BY CAROLYN CLAY Fathers and sons loom large in the early plays 


of Arthur Miller, both the Pulitzer Prize-winning Death of a Salesman 
and its gawkier but still punch-packing sibling, All My Sons. Nora 


Theatre clicked a few seasons back 
with a prize-winning production of 
Salesman that was directed by Eric 
Engel and featured Richard Mawe 
and Deena Mazer as the elder 
Lomans. Craftily, Ron Ritchell and 
Polly Hogan, co-founders and 
long-time keepers of the Lyric 
Stage Company of Boston, have 
opted to inaugurate their new ven- 
ture, Lyric West Theatre, with this 
Engel-staged revival of All My Sons, 
with Mawe and Mazer as Joe and 
Kate Keller. No one can accuse the 
producers of putting forward recy- 
cled Lyric Stage. If anything, 
they’re recycling the best of Nora 
Theatre. And it puts them on the 
map. The carefully modulated Lyric 
West production isn’t ultimately 
explosive enough to smoke-coat the

mix of eloquence and clumsiness in 
Miller’s 1947 script (it was his first 
Broadway play). But at its best, the 
staging combines back-yard believ- 
ability with tragic sway. This is par- 
ticularly true of Mazer’s perfor- 
mance, which is agony in an apron. 


Engel has observed that Death of | 


a Salesman is about what the indi- 
vidual is owed, All My Sons about 
what the individual owes. It is also 








about war-time idealism coming up 
against home-front opportunism, 
fierce family loyalties, and the self- 
ishness of the American dream. Set 
in the late 1940s in the Keller back 
yard “in the outskirts of an 
American town,” the play pits 
paterfamilias Joe, a self-made man 
with a dreadful secret, again son 
Chris, who has uneasily returned 
from the horror and heroism of war 
to a world of tainted money grub- 
bing and nine-to-five. The Kellers’ 
other son, Larry, is MIA and pre- 
sumed dead by everyone but his 
mother, who clings to the possibili- 
ty of his return as if it were a lifeline. 

Trouble is, Chris has invited for- 
mer next-door neighbor and 
“Larry’s girl,” Ann Dever, to visit; 
at the same time that his survivor 
guilt and vague misgivings about 
his father make it difficult for him to 
reach for happiness, he wants to 
marry Ann — an idea that’s anath- 
ema to Kate, who considers Ann 
something to be saved in the freez- 
er for Larry. The other sticky wick- 
et — and the crux of the drama — 
is the matter of Ann’s father and 
Joe’s former partner, who is in 
prison for selling cracked airplane 
cylinder heads to the Army in the 
midst of the war, something that 
caused the deaths of 21 American 
pilots. He says Joe made him do it. 

In the course of Miller’s three-act 
drama, which runs the course of a 
single August day, the truth comes 
out — devastatingly if somewhat 
lumberingly. Miller’s moral fervor 
rings loud and clear in the show- 
down between Keller pére and fils. 
But the triggering of the drama’s 
events — by Ann’s lawyer brother, 
George, who after years of repudi- 
ating his jailed father suddenly 
decides to visit him and be radically 
swayed by his version of events — 
is hard to buy. All My Sons is a well- 
made play that is insufficiently well 
made. For its power to be fully real- 


ized, a production has to move like 
a juggernaut, willing its way 
through the fury-filled implausibili- 
ties of the script. Engel may under- 
stand this, and in Jim Loutzenhiser 
he has a Chris who is squarely lik- 
able. But the actor lacks the moral 
charisma attributed to the charac- 
ter, and he’s better at hands-in- 
pockets reflection than raw rage. 

There are curiosities in Engel’s 
production, among them the deci- 
sion to render the set less the 
enclave of freshly painted if modest 
houses Miller describes than a gray- 
mottled, dilapidated affair, and the 
wind-zapped tree planted as a 
memorial to Larry a barren stick 
out of Waiting for Godot. Designer 
Eric Levenson must mean to tem- 
per the play’s 1940s naturalism 
with an indication of the ethical rot 
that underlies the Kellers’ corner of 
the neighborhood. 

The performances are mostly 
solid, with Nick Harris a wry, sad 
Jim Bayliss, the next-door neighbor 
chained by a talent for compromise 
and obligation to his wife. Melinda 
Lopez captures the steel beneath 
Sue Bayliss’s sauciness; Andrea 
Kooharian is a charming, deter- 
mined Ann, dealing coolly with the 
friendly sexism of the era. Mawe 
brings a gruff charm, as well as the 
knee-jerk volatility of the desperate, 
to Joe. He is particularly touching 
in his final scene, when he dully 
surrenders to the realization that 
the downed pilots were “all my 
sons.” But Mazer is the dazzler 
here, allowing glimpses of what 
must have been the forcefully nur- 
turing persona of her children’s 
youth to emerge from a brittle shell 
of nagging, neurosis, foreboding, 
and pain. The scene in which she 
must finally face the more-awful- 
than-anticipated truth about Larry 
is almost unbearable, a flash of 
Greek tragedy in this bedraggled 
American back yard. % 








A whiff of Oz 


The yellow brick road stops at the Wang

the time the opening-night performance came to a close, the Wang 
Center theater reeked to the high heaven painted on the ceiling. In all 


probability, the source of the 
stench was the sulfur used to 
create the profusion of smoke 
effects, but the smell reminded 
me of formaldehyde. Indeed, the 
entire show had an air of 
embalmment. For the most part, 
this national-touring production 
of the show that originated in 
1997 at Madison Square Garden 
is a pickled version of the 1939 
film, preserved in every particu- 
larity. 

There’s something especially 
creepy — and impressive — 
about Jessica Grové’s precise 
reproduction of Judy Garland’s 
Dorothy. Down to the smallest 
nuance of timing, tone, and 
inflection, Grové mimics 
Garland so closely that she 
seems like her shade. Of course, 
it takes exceptional talent to 
reconjure Garland’s magic. At 
16, this Midwestern wunderkind 
has what it takes. And Plenty the 
dog tops even the film’s Toto. 

Mickey Rooney, by contrast, 
recalls Mickey Rooney, which 
seemed to please the opening- 
night audience to no end.

Once upon a Mattress: 
At Water's Edge

truth comes out only at night. At least, 
that’s what happens in a slightly grown-up 


fairy tale and a far more brutal 
study of human weakness, both 
of which opened in town last 
week. 

Once upon a Mattress (at 
the Wheelock Family Theatre 
through February 21) pre- 
miered on Broadway in 1959, 
the same year that television 
first brought us Rocky and 
Bullwinkle and their 
“Fractured Fairy Tales.” At the 
time, I imagine, adults could 
get a little thrill from simple 
puns and barely risqué jokes 
tucked into children’s stories.

the plea “I want some happily- 
ever-after to happen to me”). 
Of course, Winnifred’s inabili- 
ty to sleep atop that famous pea 
leads to a storybook marriage, 
and Once upon a Mattress 
sends its audience out to the 
parking lot with a more tempo- 
rary feeling of bliss. 

The sleepless night in the 
new play At Water’s Edge (at 
Theatre Redux through 
February 6) has a much darker 
conclusion. Written and direct- 
ed by Theatre Redux artistic 
director Paul Dervis, the piece 
is a portrait of a truly loathsome 
character named Stu Richards. 
In the first few minutes of the 
play, we learn that he’s an 
unscrupulous real-estate broker 
who’s quickly losing his touch 
(shades of David Mamet’s 
Glengarry Glen Ross in both 
content and writing style), 
along with any regard for per- 
sonal hygiene. His visit to a 
neighborhood bar in New York 
establishes his credentials as a 
bigot and liar; his encounters 
with a homeless man on a park 
bench and a lonely woman set- 
tling for a one-night stand will 
reveal even worse crimes. 

Much of the first act consists 
of dialogue about trivial sub- 
jects (such as a confusion 
between Myrtle Beach and 
Virginia Beach), as well as 
minor confrontations that do 
not escalate into violence (such 
as a spat between a married 
couple in the bar). This series 
of non-events is a way for 
Dervis to show that “ordinary” 
people — even the rather sad 
specimens here — have an abil- 
ity to control their ugly sides, 
an ability that Richards realizes 
he’s lost. The introduction of 
Richards’s daughter and ex- 
wife in the play’s second act 
leads him to a still worse real- 
ization: strangers, even when 
they see through his phoniness, 
tend to give him the benefit of 
the doubt, but those who know 
him best are the most repelled 
by him. In his case, familiarity 
leads to outright hatred. 

As you can guess, At Water’s 
Edge is pretty grim (the 
strongest comic relief comes 
from Rocco Sperazzo as a crude 
but harmless barfly), and it’s 
absorbing for most of the time. 
Lonnie Farmer handles the lead 
role with a convincing intensity; 
he often employs a glassy stare 
that seems to be his character’s 
lone alternative to hitting some- 
one. The chief limitation in 
Farmer’s performance — and 
possibly in Dervis’s script — is 
that the character is consistently 
transparent, so much so that I 
wondered why anyone would 
tolerate his company for even a 
moment, let alone go to bed with 
him. The supporting characters 
work well as a contrast to 
Richards, but their relationships 
to him are murky. Not every- 
thing, it seems, becomes appar- 
ent at 3 a.m. B 








Don't look 
back 


The ’60s Is sanitized 
beyond belief

about as much depth as a Burger King 
commercial, the two-part TV film The ’60s is an 








insult to anyone who’s had to deal with any tragedy greater than a lost cat. Its 
three major characters glide through the Vietnam War, the civil-rights move- 
ment, and various counterculture scenes as if they were on a theme-park ride. 
We first see sweet, working-class Katie Herlihy (Julia Stiles) scandalizing her 
family by doing the twist at a high-school dance. This sets up a major theme 
of the film: the good characters in The ‘60s choose only those acts of rebel- 
lion that will have become acceptable to all, from Kenneth Starr to the pope, 
by 1999. 

Later, Katie becomes pregnant and, in a scene sure to please Operation 
Rescue members, rejects Mom’s suggestion that an abortion may be a good 
idea: “This isn’t a dress you just grow out of!” (Yes, that’s what the 1960s 
were all about: smashing the power of suburban mothers and their sinister ties 
to Planned Parenthood.) Dad kicks her out of the house, so she hitchhikes to 
San Francisco and moves in with a bunch of hippies, including the father of 
her child. Cut to a few years later: her son Rainbow is sick with pneumonia 
and she can’t afford medical care 
because the male members of the 
household refuse to get jobs. Katie 
is so desperate to help her son that 
she takes a job performing at a strip 
club — which she quits on her first 
night because a customer asks for a 
lap dance. After that the kid some- 
how recovers and the two of them 

end up on a cozy commune with plenty of food. This whole sequence seems 
designed to (a) give us a glimpse of a strip club because such things existed 
in the 1960s, and (b) show us that good girls didn’t work in them no matter 
how dire their circumstances. I can only guess that Rainbow got over his 
pneumonia because his mom made the right moral choice, but unfortunately 
we don’t get an enjoyably campy scene of Jesus materializing at Haight and 
Ashbury. 

Katie’s two brothers are similarly charmed. Sensitive Michael (Josh 
Hamilton) participates in civil-rights and anti-war demonstrations in which 
other people get clubbed by the police. Always the voice of passionate mod- 
eration (closer in spirit to Johnny Carson than to Abbie Hoffman), he comes 
up with the chant “We’re not against the soldiers, we’re against the war” at 
the March on the Pentagon. He also patiently waits for his girlfriend to get 
tired of the most villainous character in the film: a radical activist named 
Kenny (Jeremy Sisto) who, we’re told more than once, cares more about 
“ideas” than about “people.” Kenny is also used to strengthen the point that 
leftists and hippies were the true misogynists in the ’60s (in one pivotal scene, 
he orders Michael’s girlfriend to do some photocopying). Michael’s blue-col- 
lar father (Bill Smitrovich), first presented as a Neanderthal of the most car- 
toonish sort, becomes a proto-feminist near the end of the film, but Kenny is 
wiped out of the story in a manner sure to please all the sympathizers of 
Augusto Pinochet. 

As for little brother Brian (Jerry O’Connell), he enlists in the Marines and 
gets shipped off to Vietnam. Every so often we get news footage of the fight- 
ing there intercut with shots of O’Connell grimacing and poking a machine 
gun toward the camera, as if posing for a Life magazine cover. He comes 
home, has nightmares, speaks out against the war, and does a little experi- 
menting with drugs. The only other vet we meet in The ’60s is some drug 
addict on the street who gives Brian the chance to say, “Well, he’s even worse 
off than me.” And for the, uh, Negroes in the viewing audience, there’s a half- 
hearted storyline about the son of a black minister and his idealistic son, who 
drops the name of Malcolm X and joins the Black Panthers but is most pas- 
sionate in introducing a white character to the music of James Brown. 

The ’60s could almost be a satire: nice, bland Americans enjoy Motown 
tunes and cool threads while the real troublemakers get their heads smashed. 
But the writing, directing, and acting are uniformly humorless. NBC touts 
executive producer Lynda Obst — editor of The Rolling Stone History of the 
Sixties and now a producer of such films as Sleepless in Seattle — as the guid- 
ing force behind this white elephant, but I’m assuming that the network brass 
put plenty of restrictions on the content. 

And if the right-wing revisionism of The ’60s is disappointing, so is the 
missed opportunity to explore some of the less obvious trends of the era. How 
about Brazilian music, which for a couple of years was almost as popular in 
the United States as the Beatles and Motown were? Or the grass-roots pres- 
idential campaign of Barry Goldwater, which led directly to the election of 
Ronald Reagan in 1980? Or the Warren Report on the assassination of John 
F. Kennedy, which sparked a cult of conspiracy theory that is still growing? 
And would you have guessed from all the films set in the 60s that the popu- 
lation of San Francisco actually declined during the decade while Sun Belt 
cities like Dallas and Houston attracted hundreds of thousands of people? 

Call me a radical, but I think a four-hour film should include something 
new or surprising. Otherwise, viewers should heed the lyrics of the Who (no 
surprise that they’re not on the soundtrack of The ’60s) and tell NBC, “We’re 
not going to take it.” ©

Patty Giurleo’s hard-won Long Time 


It’s Friday night in the Middle East bakery, and 
Patty Giurleo is on stage with her acoustic band, 
playing for a small contingent of attentive fans 
and a much larger number of passers-through. 
If you weren’t paying too much attention, what 
you’d hear is dark-shaded folk rock. with the 


singer’s raspy vocal tones balanced 


by a pleasant lilt in her melodies. If | 


you were listening closely, howev- 
er, you’d catch some frank, 
unflinching observations about the 
kind of impulsive relationships that 
tend to develop in rock clubs after 
midnight. So if you happened to 
be on your way to doing some- 
thing that Friday night at the 
Middle East that you might regret 
the following morning, the singer 
was already up there, regretting it 
for you. 

It makes sense that Giurleo’s 
idea of an uplifting, end-of-show 
cover tune is the Velvet 
Underground’s beautifully obses- 
sive “Pale Blue Eyes” — which is 
how she closed out that night in 
the bakery. It was a similarly low- 
key and regretful song, “Sex 
Addict,” that announced the 
arrival of a promising new song- 
writer talent to the Boston scene. 
At the time Giurleo was one of 
many troubled, idiosyncratic 
songwriters coming in through 
the door that Nirvana had kicked 
open, and the single received a 
highly favorable review in Spin 
magazine. Giurleo’s debut CD, 
Long Time, appears this month 
(on the Cambridge-based 449 
label), and though it doesn’t 
include the single, it makes good 
on the promise of “Sex Addict.” If 
you’re in that frame of mind, it 
also makes Giurleo the perfect act 
to catch on Valentine’s Day, when 
she plays at Toad. She’ll also be 
back at the bakery on the 20th. 

From the sound of things, 
Giurleo’s been through a lot of 
hard living between releases. The 
confessional, singer-songwriter 
genre is her musical stomping 
ground, but it’s the gritty details 
in her songs that make her more 
at home in rock than in folk cir- 
cles. She’s got an occasional] vocal 
resemblance to Joni Mitchell, and 
a preference for the floating, not- 
quite-pretty kind of tunes that 
Mitchell wrote in her post-waif, 
pre-jazz period. But the album’s 
stripped-down production goes 
against the soft-rock grain. 
Producer/engineer Dan Mc- 
Laughlin hinges the album on her 
vocals and his piano and bass — 
nothing really gets in the way of 
the lyrics, which detail a long trip 
through the love/sex wars. 

The songs’ heroine comes out 
more jaded, if not necessarily 
wiser. But what makes it work is 
the singer’s unwillingness to let 


either herself or her partners off | 


the hook. “Halfway House” is 
about a passing affair with an ex- 
convict in which the singer isn’t 
kidding herself about whether or 
not the guy’s worth the trouble. 
On “Belladonna” she calmly con- 
siders poisoning a cheating lover. 
And the poignant “The Dream Is 
Always the Same” explores the 
loneliness that makes her seek out 


such types. 
The disc’s final cut, “Whistles 





Went Off in My Mind,” is the 
closest thing here to a pop song. 
With a little vocal sweetening care 
of a cameo by Buffalo Tom’s 
Chris Colbourn, it’s the kind of 
double-edged ending that the 
album calls for — the singer’s 
back on the prowl, her eye on a 
gentleman “snapping his fingers 
the way only a real slut would 
do... and whistles went off in my 
mind: is he half full or half 
empty?” By now our narrator’s

smart enough to recognize a 
loser, but she clearly intends to go 
along with him anyway. 

It’s never a good idea to assume 
that revealing songs are autobio- 
graphical. But when we meet at 
Redbones in Davis Square, Giurleo 
acknowledges that her life’s actual- 
ly been a bit messier than the album 
would suggest. Since she released 
the “Sex Addict” single four years 
ago, she reveals, she’s acquired and 
kicked major drug and alcohol 
habits, which explains the long gap 
between releases. “If I hadn’t been 
in recovery I wouldn’t have written 
any of it, so it’s a recovery CD by 
its very existence. People think that 
addiction has a side effect that 
gives you talent, and for a while I 
totally believed that — I could have 
gotten high off that fuckin’ ratio- 
nalization for another 10 years eas- 
ily. Right now I’m not buying any 
of it — it’s a built-in set-up. There 
have been a few that could do both, 
being addicted and being artists. 
But I know that Eric Clapton 
would still be a great guitarist if 
he’d never gotten high.” 

Like Clapton, Giurleo comes 
from a quiet, comfortable back- 
ground: “I grew up in Bedford, and 
you can’t get in trouble there if you 
try. I had no idea what the big, bad 
world was until I started falling off 
the edge.” Even going to college at 
New York University, she never got 
to the demi-monde of Greenwich 
Village or CBGB’s. In fact, her first 
taste of the rock world came on a 
trip back to Boston. She befriend- 
ed Buffalo Tom manager Tom 
Johnston, and that gave her a 
front-row view of the alterna- 
rock/grunge explosion. At the time 
Johnston was also managing 
Come, and Giurleo joined them on 
the road when that band opened 
some dates for Nirvana. “I was a 
total wanna-be at the time. I didn’t 
realize the work that went into a 
musical career. But I’d see these 
people and realize what I wanted to 
be — not Courtney, because she 
always scared me. Really, the per- 





son I most wanted to be was 
[Come frontwoman] Thalia Zedek 
— I still cringe when I hear my 
record and compare it to hers. It’s 
funny, she probably doesn’t know 
the first thing about me, but I feel 
like I really know her.” 

Eventually Giurleo wrote and 
recorded her first song, “Sex 
Addict,” whose title was enough 
to raise a few eyebrows. “That 
was the idea. I’m not as bold as 
that anymore, but that was when 
PJ Harvey and Courtney were so 
big, and the ante was upped so 
high. You listen to that record 
and there’s only two tracks on it 
— guitar and vocal. It wasn’t like 
I had a record in my pocket 
ready to be made. I didn’t 
know what the fuck I had to 
say for myself. Getting 
reviewed in Spin was a fluke. 

I read it and said, ‘God, I 
can’t believe this is 
fuckin’ happening in my 
life.’ ” 

So there are a few rea- 
sons she didn’t follow up with 
an album right away. “For 
one thing, I wrote a lot of 
shitty songs. I’d play open- 
mikes, and it would be a dis- 
aster. All these strong 
singers would be there, so 
why would they need to 
hear this depressed girl 
from New York?” For 
another, the aforemen- 
tioned substance-abuse 
problems began taking their 
toll, though that was the 
experience that eventually 
provided the inspiration for 
Long Time. 

“It’s funny,” she recalls, 
“there I was, a drug addict, 
and still I always managed to find 
guys who were bigger losers than 
I was — pathological liars, guys 
on parole. I hope I’ve changed by 
now — at least I’m not attracted 
to losers anymore. But I still meet 
the kind of people that you 
wouldn’t believe were real if you’d 
read about them in a book. I still 
manage to find guys whose souls 
would have to be saved by me, but 
I’ve stopped trying to do that.” 

More of Giurleo’s energy goes 
into music these days, though 
she gives herself surprisingly lit- 
tle credit for the album. “I wish I 
could say I had it all planned 
out, but I didn’t go into the stu- 
dio with anything to speak of. I 
had these little bare-bones folk 
songs and Dan came in with the 
bass and keyboard ideas. I still 
think that the real me would be 
something more like a Beth 
Orton or a Cat Power record. 
Now I want to do something 
entertaining, something that 
isn’t just me talking about my 
problems. It’s a pain in the ass to 
put yourself out there, but I 
wanted to have something fin- 
ished, something I could hold up 
and say, ‘Here, I fucking made 
this.” And now I do.” 


MORE REUNIONS. March will 
be a good month for Boston bands 
getting back together. As we 
announced last week, the 20th will 
find ’60s heroes the Lost and the 
Remains reuniting at Paradise. And 
the following weekend has been 
penciled in for the annual anniver- 
sary show of WMBR’s local-music 
show Pipeline, tentatively the 27th 
at Middle East. The event tends to

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McBRIDE, HUNTER, 
AND PARKER: 
LIVE AT THE R-BAR 


Virtuoso bassist and bandleader 
Christian McBride, just 26, has an 
abiding love of funk and has been 
mixing more of it into his albums and 
shows. It’s not just the music that 
McBride loves but the show-biz style 
of the great soul acts: he takes the 
stage last, after a warm-up by his 
band, and he likes to entertain the 
crowd with James Brown dance stcps. 

At the Regattabar a weck ago 
Thursday (where his quartet was play- 
ing a weekend of double features with 
the Charlie Hunter/Lcon Parker Duo), 
McBride’s take on Sly Stone’s “Family 
Affair” (from which his latest Verve 
album gets its name) was a wide-open 
structure for medium-uptempo jazz 
improvisation. Here he stuck to 
acoustic bass, where he has as much 
fluidity and imagination as any player 
on the scene, his lines flowing cffort- 
lessly from melodic lyricism to dense 
phrases of percussive jazz abstraction.

“Family Affair” was also a good show- 
case for his formidable tenor-saxo- 
phonist of the past few ycars, Tim 
Warficld, who shows compositional 
skill in building his note-heavy solos to 
satisfying climaxes, and for pianist 
Shadrick Mitchell, who was cqually 
adept at shaping the flow of his lines 
into a meaningful narrative. 
McBride’s “Icad” fretless clectric 
bass on Stevie Wonder’s “Summer 
Soft” was technically flashy, but it 
wasn’t Stevic. On the original “Brown 
Funk,” at least McBride's heavy thumb 
slapping worked with drummer 
Rodney Jones’s backbeat to support 
Warfield’s thick layered soul cries. 
Eight-string clectric-guitarist 
Hunter — with his array of subtle 
effects, self-accompanied bass lines, 
organ tones, and simple riff-like 
tuncs — _ suggested classic 
organ/guitar jazz match-ups. His 
bass string combined with Parkcr’s 
bass drum to create clemental 
grooves that seemed rooted to the 
center of the carth. Parker, for his 
part, is a radical minimalist who 
works an infinite variety of color, 
dynamics, and rhythmic shapes on 
those grooves. In several tuncs, 
Hunter was happy to follow Parker's 
lead, which resulted in a giggle- 
inducing handclap-and-hambonc 
duet. At one point, Parker went from 
bare-handcd slaps on the drum skins 
to. his thighs to: poupding his.qwn 
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chest with his fists, without dropping 
a beat. 

Hunter's conception may be blues 
and riff-based, but he prefers glittcr- 
ing harmonic mosaics to propulsive 
linear drive. His intro to Parker's 
“Belicf” sounded like a pearly medita- 
tion on the chords and melody of 
“Love for Sale.” He and Parker cou- 
pled Billy Strayhorn’s “Chelsea 
Bridge” with Brian Wilson’s “Don’t 
Talk (Put Your Head on My 
Shoulder).” They made the pairing 
sound inevitable. These two (their 
album is due from Blue Note in 
March) are intent on creating thcir 
own space, telling their own story.

CEVIN FISHER: 
STANDARD-ISSUE 
DJ 


Having made not one but two club 
hits, “The Way We Used To” and “The 
Freaks Come Out,” New York-based 
Dj Cevin Fisher has become onc of 
house music’s biggest names. Said big 
name came to 
Boston a week 
ago Friday to do 
his dance at 
Avalon’s Ava- 
land turntables. 
He fell far short 
of making a 
statement, as a 
turntable Dj, 
like any. other 
jazz soloist, is 
supposed to do. 
Instead, he pro- 
grammed _al- 
most nothing 
but the non- 
melodic, hard- 
beat stuff that is 
standard issue 
in clubland at 
the moment. 

Of course, 
other big-name 
Djs program 
standard _ stuff 
usefully. Far 
more problem- 
atic was the way 
Fisher took 
himself — the 
specifics of his 
mix technique, 
that is — al- 
most completely 
out of the mu- 
sic. His mix 
method was to 
promote one 
continuous hard 
beat by scgueing similar and more or 
less brief portions of selected 12-inch 
singles into one sustained but fcature- 
Icss continuity. There were no surpris- 
es. He rarely did a quick cut, and 
those he did make did not jump or fly, 
they mercly blended, keeping the flow 
going. Neither did Fisher extend his 
overlays all the way out, as Derrick 
Carter does, making two jams cohab- 
it. He used only as long an overlay as 
was necded to sustain his hard beat. 

Chopping songs into small identical 
pieces, as Fisher did, goes against the 
grain of the dance experience, which is 
all about increasing time, compound- 
ing hope, adding life to one’s life. That 
is why the D} art of blending and 
extending two copies of the same 12- 
inch song is club music’s highest tri- 
umph. When a song with soaring soul- 
ful vocals is thus extended, the long 
extension makes one feel as if one’s 
own happiness were being made to last 
forever. Little wonder that extended 
mixes of this sort make the dancers 
raisc their hands and shout. And 
Fishcr knows this. His “The Way We 
Used To” features his soft baritone 
coaxing the crowd to remember the 
good days even as he recalls them by, 
quite literally, extending them. 

The Fisher of “The Way We Used 
To” did not show up at Avaland. 
Instead we heard the new Fisher of 
“The Freaks Come Out,” a nonvocal, 


.hon-cxfending Fisher who scfuscs to 





distinguish himself. Neither did the 
Avaland crowd misperceive him. 
Although everyone’s bodies danced 
Fisher's hard, big beat like crazy, the 
people inside those bodics did not 
raise their hands or shout. The freaks 
may have come out Friday night, but 
their souls didn’t.

BOSTON 
SECESSION/ 
WINGS OF DESIRE: 
HAPPY LANDING 


If nothing else, Jane Ring Frank's 
ambitious attempt to accompany 
Wings of Desire with her vocal/instru- 
mental ensemble the Boston 
Secession at the Coolidge Corncr last 
weekend provided an opportunity to 
re-explore Wim Wendcrs’s subtle, 
ethereal film. Frank made a good 
choice: most of Wings’ texture is visu- 
al, and what subtlctics there are in the 
screenplay (like the 17 whisperers at 
the Staatsbibliothek) go mostly 
unsubtitled. | Morcover, Jurgen 
Knicper’s discreet, largely ambicnt 
score lends itself to experimenting. 
And Wings has the kind of big idcas 
— Berlin angel Damicl falling in love 
and, with a little encouragement from 
Peter Falk, forsaking cternity to 
become human — to stand up to the 
big music (from Beethoven and 
Rossini to Philip Glass and Arvo Part) 
Frank selected for it. 

Now in just its second year, the 
Boston, Secession is not a big group 
— about 20 vocalists at the Coolidge, 
plus piano, lute, and a string quartet 
— but it makes a big impression. The 
vocalists sat in two rows bencath the 
screen, facing the audience, with 
Frank conducting from the second 
row. They displaycd not only vocal 
chops but supreme concentration, 20 
pairs of cycs focused on Frank at 
every instant. Just as a concert it 
would have been a memorable perfor- 
mance; I’m only sorry they couldn't 
sce the screen. 

As for Frank’s selections, they were 
wide-ranging and challenging rather 
than obvious and reassuring. The 
opening pair, a counting sequence 
from the “Knee Plays” scction of 
Philip Glass’s Einstein on the Beach 
and then Steve Reich’s Clapping 
Music, seemed an odd choice to 
accompany Damicl’s appearance on 
the ruined tower of the Kaiser 
Wilhelm Gedachtniskirche and the 
various street scenes bclow, and 
though the Kyrie from Rossini’s Petite 
messe solennelle was a moving coun- 
terpoint to the motorcycle accident, | 
wonder whether Frank considered the 
ghostly Kyrie from Part’s Berliner 
Messe. Quibbling aside, there were 
any number of angelic moments: 
Gyorgy Ligeti’s Lux Aeterna floating 
seraphically through the 
Staatsbibliothek; the Chorus of the 
Exiled Jews from John Adams’s The 
Death of Klinghoffer accompanying 
Homer’s search for Potsdamer Platz, 
reminding us we’rc all exiles, all Jews; 
the way Part’s Beatitudes cmerge 
almost imperceptibly from an allée of 
plane trees, and the blessing for the 
suicide, with the pause as he jumps 
from the Europa Center, and then the 
Amen; the superbly rendered (by Beth 
Welty and Vytas J. Baksys) violin- 
and-piano duo of Part’s Spiegel im 
Spiegel for Marion’s trapeze artistry; 
the last movement of Becthoven’s 
sublime Opus 132 String Quartet for 
Damiel’s transformation; — and 
Bruckner’s equally sublime Christus 
factus est motet to replace Marion's 
vapid bar monologuc, divine love and 
erotic love. Peter Falk’s musings sur- 
vived unscathed (as well they should), 
and so did Simon Bonncy (Crime and 
the City Solution) and most of Nick 
Cave (“From Her to Eternity” being 
opposite of what happens in the 
movie). Controversial? Yes. Wrong- 
headed? Maybe a little here and 
there. Essential? Absolutely.

Since then, his recorded output has 
included his Grammy-nominated 
collaboration with Joe Zawinul (1991’s 
Amen), a rootsy film soundtrack for the 
film Lenfant lion, an album of French pop 
songs (1996’s Sosie), and now a bold, yet- 
unnamed work co-produced by former 
Living Coloiir guitarist Vernon Reid that’s 
slated for release by Metro Blue/Blue Note 
later this year. With a revised band in tow, 
and untold surprises up his 
sleeve, Keita will return to 
the Boston area _ this 
weekend for a Friday- 
night show at the 
Somerville Theatre. 

Keita’s iconoclasm has 
inspired fierce debates 
over the years. It’s not 
hard to understand why 
people care so much: he 
possesses one of the most 
powerful singing voices of 
our time. Take “Bolon,” 
one of the Vernon Reid 
tracks. Over a_ tough, 
brooding, vamp, Keita 
roars with passion, howls 
and wails, then slides into 
a state of intimate melan- 
cholia. Each emotional 
nuance is pellucid. 
Spiritual possession per- 
vades his best songs, and 
anyone touched by his 
music is apt to want more. 
The problem is, Keita 
never repeats himself. The 
next release always repre- 
sents a further evolution of 
his restless soul.

me over the phone from a 
Paris studio where he’s 
rehearsing for the upcom- 
ing tour. “I want my 
records to make a uni- 





concerts in the rock and pop circuit.” 
Keita’s international producers and han- 
dlers have considered the Afropop tag too 
limiting for such a giant talent. But after 
the Zawinul project failed to produce 
crossover success, there was no clear strat- 
egy for marketing his maverick creations. 
So in 1997 he came to New York and 
began working with Reid and a mostly 
| American band. Keita says the sessions 
| went beautifully, a point well underlined by 











verse. Whichever one you 
pick will be another per- 
sonality, and if you listen to all that I’ve 
done, you won’t get bored.” 

Keita’s restlessness goes way back. He 
grew up in a family of poor but well-born 
“nobles” in a village south of the Malian 
capital, Bamako. When he left home for the 
city, at age 18, he was already alienated 
because he is an albino, a condition that 
evokes fear and superstition in Africa. 
Keita didn’t feel he had much to lose by 
becoming a singer, but in doing so he 
broke the rules of his society. Among the 
Manding people, music had always been 
the provenance of griots, a caste distinctly 
beneath the Keitas. Yet new currents were 
flowing in post-colonial West Africa, and 
having made his move, Keita quickly 
gained public support as the sensational 
young vocalist for the legendary Rail Band 
of Bamako. He soon jumped ship to form 
the rival Ambassadeurs du Motel. Then, 
late in the ’70s, he took the core of that 
band to Abidjan, where they worked as Les 
Ambassadeurs International. 

If you listen to the terrific archival 
recordings available by these bands, you 
can hear the way they fused Manding 
griot music with rock, reggae, and Latin 
music. People naturally concluded that 
Keita’s blasting vocal style came from the 
griots, but the truth is, he always fancied 
himself a rocker. “Since I was 15, all I lis- 
tened to was rock and American pop. At 
my house even now, that’s all there is. | 
People have never understood that. | 
They’ve tried to make me do concerts in 





the jazz circuit. But I would rather do 





the way Reid’s virtuoso metallic guitar 
interacts with Keita’s husky vocals on the 
tune “Ananamin.” Yet there has been a lot 
of fussing since those original sessions. 
The most recent mixes, just completed in 
Paris, are dark, with simple grooves and 
sparse arrangements. The instrumentation 
includes everything from futuristic elec- 
tronics to the naturalistic kora (21-string 
harp) of fellow Malian Toumani Diabate. 

Diabate was along this past summer 
when Keita previewed some of these songs 
in his US appearances with the Africa Féte 
tour. Keita’s sterling regular guitarist, 
Ousmane Kouyate, made no attempt to 
mimic Reid’s work, but an American 
rhythm section delivered the sort of hefty 
brawn Keita wanted for the newer songs. 
The result was a powerful fusion of ancient 
Mali and modern America, perhaps a truer 
realization of Keita’s rocker dreams than 
the recording. 

Keita is probably too sentimental to 
inhabit fully the alienated emotional space 
of contemporary rock. But like all of his 
work, the rockier new material has depths 
worth exploring. One of the best tracks is 
“Abede,” a song that injects the fleet 
melodies of Diabate’s kora into the context 
of a pounding rock anthem. Keita explains 
that this is a song in praise of a Guinean 
journalist. “He did what he liked. He said 
what he had to say. He had no fear. That’s 
rare in Africa.” *

I liked it better when Courtney Love was Northwest-identified. She was 


easier to ignore. But now that she’s gone LA — now that she’s made 
herself at home in a 90210 palace, hooked up with actor boyfriend X, 


and headlined a Viper Room bene- 
fit for her yoga center — an 
Angeleno native like me can’t help 
taking notice. 

Of course, Courtney hasn’t just 
gone LA. She’s exploiting the city’s 
history as the capital of manufac- 
tured celebrity, tapping its symbol- 
ogy of excess, and remaking her- 
self with the help of its pomo slip- 
periness. Her new tactic is not to 
just drive down Melrose and invite 
Sandra Bernhard for a cappuccino 
at Red (as Sandra claims on her 
new album /’m Still Here Dammit) 
but to explain herself through LA 
and to reposition herself as an LA 
musician. This impulse is at its 
flimsiest in the Chinatown- 
meets—Day of the Locust packag- 
ing of Hole’s latest album, 
Celebrity Skin (Geffen): the pic- 
tures of burning palm trees next to 
shots of the Department of Water 
& Power. 

In the interview that appears in 
the January Allure, the air-brushed 
cover girl even talks like an LA- 





booster mythologist. Courtney 
begins with the gold rush — it “lit- 
erally changed the global economy 
forever.” And Love compares her 
own move to LA to the way gold 
prospectors risked all looking for 
new lives and new fortunes. Then 
it’s on to plastic surgery, which now 
that she’s an LA girl is beyond being

safe to admit to — it’s a pre-requi- 
site. Her confession that she went 
under the knife for two nose jobs is

story different from Pamela 
Anderson’s, though if Courtney 
were going for a real critique, she 
should have donned the Baywatch 
gear herself. 

As Mike Davis reminds us in 
Ecology of Fear, earth-scorching 
firestorms rip through Malibu 
almost every two years. But the fires 
in Hole’s “Malibu” — polite flames 
that neatly cling to palms and bark 
and spot the sand like Friday-night 
bonfires — are nothing like the 
Santa Ana over-dry-chaparral fires 
that burned celebrities out of their 
hillside mansions in 1993. Davis 
makes “the case for letting Malibu 
burn” because Malibu will always 
burn (he calls it “the wildfire capital 
of North America”), and the rich 
folks who live on the hill will always 
push the land to its sustainable limit 
and will always be rescued and then 
bailed out. 

In “Malibu,” Hole make the case 
for letting Malibu burn so they can 
pose in front of it. They let it burn 
so that they can be celebrities and 
arsonists, so that they can see their 
celebrity skin aglow in the fake 
acid orange of a coastline that, as 
Courtney herself sings, is “barely 
on fire.”

Fleming, Roméo, Emmanuel 
BY LLOYD SCHWARTZ “You're the most amazing 


audience, you don’t cough, 


” soprano Renée Fleming told 


the blissed-out but not quite sold-out crowd at her first 


BankBoston Celebrity Series recital at 
Symphony Hall last weekend. “It must be a 
state of mind.” Fleming has one of the 
most glorious, golden voices before the 
public today. And she, with her outstanding 
accompanist Steven Blier, put together a 
fascinating and challenging program, both 
for the performers and for the audience. 
Everyone was listening hard. Scalpers will 
have a field day when she returns. 

The first half consisted of songs in the 
voices of three Goethe heroines — Suleika, 
Gretchen, and Mignon — set by Schubert, 
Glinka, Mendelssohn, and Wolf, several of 
these to identical poems. So Fleming gave 
us both Schubert’s serious Suleika and 
Mendelssohn’s breathless Suleika, inter- 
preting a stirring of the wind. We got 
Faust’s demented Gretchen, in one of 
Schubert’s earliest masterpieces, her mad- 
ness literally bound up with the turning of 
her spinning wheel, and Glinka’s version, a 
kind of Russian folk song (how else to fol- 
low Schubert?). And Mignon’s yearning 
“Kennst du das Land” (“Do you know the 
land where the lemons blossom?”), in dra- 
matic and lyrical versions by Liszt and 
Wolf. And Schubert’s powerful “Scene 
from Faust,” in which Fleming sang not 
only the dark-voiced Evil Spirit and the 
contrasting light-voiced Gretchen but also 
the Chorus intoning the Dies Irae. 

After intermission, Fleming, who had 
been wearing a low-cut pewter-colored 
shantung sheath, returned with her billow- 
ing gray see-through cape replaced by a 
kind of quasi-aluminum stole that looked 
as if it had been lifted off the tower of the 
Chrysler Building. You wouldn’t want to 
get in its way. But she sang — and Blier 
played — a most delicately nuanced ver- 
sion of Debussy’s cycle of shimmering, 
twilit Verlaine poems, Ariettes oubliées, her 
voice slimmed down to a glowing and dart- 
ing filament. 

It opened out again for four sentimental 
Richard Strauss songs. Then she let her 
hair down (only figuratively) for some 
Gershwin tunes, two of which — 
"Someone To Watch over Me” and 
“Summertime” (her first encore) — she 
delivered with imagination and taste, and 
the other two in “Look, Ma!” imitation- 
supper-club-jazz-singer style with high 
notes (the moving “They Can’t Take That 
Away from Me” reduced to hollow man- 
nerisms). 

Four more encores followed. There’s no 
one today I’d rather hear sing “Doretta’s 
Song” from Puccini’s La rondine, but 
instead of floating those climaxes, 
Fleming’s voice took on a suddenly hard 
edge. The gorgeous “Silver Moon” aria 
from Dvorak’s Rusalka (Fleming’s latest 
complete opera recording), though, was 
utterly magical, opulent and tender, espe- 
cially the pianissimo repeat of the big tune. 
“You’re so wonderful,” she told us. “I’m 
moving here.” Her farewell was Duke 
Ellington’s “It Don’t Mean a Thing If It 
Ain’t Got That Swing.” 

A knowledgeable friend remarked on the 
way out that she thought Fleming was still 
more of an opera singer than a serious 
recitalist. Fleming certainly allows herself 
to overact, just as she allows herself to 
overdress — injecting into those quietly 
inward German songs a sudden sigh or 
gush or shiver to show she was Emoting. 
It’s as if she were afraid of not being a diva, 
though she doesn’t put on airs when she 
talks. (“I love applause,” she gently chided 
her admirers who clapped in the wrong 
place, “but please wait till the end of the 
group or you ’ll spoil my, concentration — 
and I need “it.”) Few opera singers have 


‘more potential -to be true artists. I wish . 





she’d relinquish the Diva-tude. But few 
divas, once they become divas, are ever 
willing to do that. 


BOSTON LYRIC OPERA was back with 
Charles Gounod’s “other” opera, Roméo et 
Juliette (at the Shubert Theatre through 
February 7). Last time R&J was here was 
on a Met tour, a couple of decades ago. It’s 
memorable for two big arias — Juliette’s 
breathless waltz (“Je veux vivre”) and 
Roméo’s impassioned “Ah! léve-toi, soleil!” 
(Shakespeare’s “Arise, fair sun”) — and 
the stirring wedding quartet with the two 
lovers, Friar Laurence, and the Nurse, with 
its climactic arching phrase that reappears 
in the final death scene. There are other 
felicities, including a lovely late-night 
orchestral nocturne before the balcony 
scene, but R&J doesn’t have the density of 
melodic inspiration that Gounod’s Faust 
has — it needs more help: gorgeous voices 
and stylistic elegance (including good 
French). 

Probably no one would be more sur- 
prised than the directors of the BLO if I 
liked one of their productions — except 
maybe myself. And I wish I liked this one. 
The three best singers here are all in sec- 
ondary roles. Baritone David Evitts has 
been the cream of numerous BLO produc- 
tions. His Falstaff, Don Alfonso in Cosi fan 
tutte, Pangloss in Candide, and Sergeant 
Sulpice (the Daughter of the Regiment’s 
foster father) were memorable characteri- 
zations, eloquently — and elegantly — 
sung. Frére Laurent is not a great role, but 
Evitts makes it one of his richest — warm, 
loving, even charming, and emotionally 
complex (in a strange touch, stage director 
Leon Major first lets us see him sitting at 
his desk with his back to us, at dawn, 
smoking a cigar). Marion Dry’s Nurse is 
appealingly real — not a caricature. 
Mezzo-soprano Janine Hawley sings 
Stephano — the Montague page who trig- 
gers the duel between Roméo and Tybalt 
— with vibrancy of tone and character. 
The smaller supporting roles, though, are 
unusually weak, and opening night the 
chorus and orchestra — conducted by 
Stephen Lord with spirit and a stylistic 
authority most of the singers lacked — 
seemed a rehearsal or two shy of excel- 
lence. 

Soprano Elisabeth Comeaux 
(Donizetti’s Daughter of the Regiment and 
last year’s Baby Doe) lacks steadiness and 
firm support for Juliette’s lyrical outpour- 
ings, and her upper register keeps reaching 
into shrillness. She’s lively, but her charac- 
terization, evidently with Major’s encour- 
agement, is too fussy and flibberty. Juliette 
is wise beyond her years, not irritatingly 
coy and kittenishness. Stephen Mark 
Brown (last season’s fine Edgardo in 
Lucia) is an oddly preppy Roméo — most- 
ly an emotional blank. He pushes his pleas- 
ant clear voice too often and too hard, 
sometimes unpleasantly off the pitch. 

Major makes several bad decisions. One 
big one is setting the action in the late 
1880s, a date that has no compelling dra- 
matic necessity and nothing to do with the 
original 15th-century Italian story, 
Shakespeare, Gounod (the first perfor- 
mance was 1867), or us. Martha Mann’s 
costumes look like Gilbert & Sullivan — 
imagine Juliette going to her wedding 
wearing a bonnet, a bustle, and high-heeled 
shoes (the Globe’s Richard Dyer said she 
looked more like the cake than the bride). 
Comeaux should sue. 

Dueling gangs of aristocrats in the 1880s 
seem more anachronistic than 16th-century 
partygoers dancing the waltz, though the

Robert Walsh, is actually quite 
convincing — baritone Chris- 
topheren Nomura, who overacts 
Mercutio’s clownishness and lacks 
vocal suavity, is at least lively on 
his feet. I don’t know about 
Roméo grabbing Tybalt’s dagger 
and stabbing him with it while 
they’re dueling — this is Verona, 
not Sicily, and Roméo is supposed 
to be the good guy. Frére 
Laurent’s potion also seems better 
suited to a more ancient setting (or 
a more contemporary one). 

Designer Allen Moyer’s big unit 
set consists of a courtyard with a 
second-story gallery that runs 
across the entire length of the 
stage and both sides, destroying 
the romantic intimacy of Juliette’s 
traditional balcony. It’s both 
indoors and outdoors, ballroom, 
garden, and tomb. It gets claustro- 
phobicaliy monotonous. Why does 
the BLO insist on these unmovable 
sets when for years opera compa- 
nies have been using more imagi- 
native, suggestive, and space- (and 
money-) saving pieces? 

But the central flaw in this 
Roméo et Juliette is that no sparks 
ignite between the two main char- 
acters. When they bump into each 
other at the party, there’s no 
magic, no electricity. Major 
ignores the extended “pilgrim” 
metaphor (from Shakespeare) in 
the love duet — the lovers just 
stand there. Where’s the sudden 
and overwhelming seriousness of 
commitment that makes you 
believe they know at once they’d 
die for each other? Major has 
these kids get the giggles at their 
own ceremony — surely not what 
Gounod or Shakespeare intend- 
ed. Romeo and Juliet hardly know 
each other — how could they 
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already have a private joke? (Even 
Leonard Bernstein in West Side 
Story knew better than to play this 
scene for comedy.) Their later 
love scenes — in bed and in crypt 
— try for more passion, but it’s 
too late. Electricity? Someone 
forgot to pay the bill.

hard to criticize. And this year the 
whole seemed especially greater 
than the sum of its parts, beautiful 
as those parts were. 

The concert began on its most 
intimate note, with Russell 
Sherman playing the profound and 
too rarely heard late Adagio in B 
minor. It was like entering Dante’s 
“dark wood,” with Sherman as a 
kind of mental traveler (Blake’s 
phrase), feeling his way carefully 
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— or recklessly (the tempo shifts 
were extreme) — through the 
undergrowth. Then in slightly larg- 
er community, the Lydian String 
Quartet, with guest violist Betty 
Hauck, continued that sense of 
searching with the slow introduc- 
tion (Larghetto) of Mozart’s even 
later and more expansive D-major 
String Quintet. But soon, the sun 
began to emerge from behind those 
clouds. This quintet is one of 
Mozart’s most endearing and con- 
soling works, though that aching 
Larghetto returns just before the 
brief coda of the first movement 
and in the second-movement 
Adagio, the first violin lets us hear 
what's stabbing at the heart for the 
viola to console. Acceptance rather 
than resolution here, until the joy- 
fully skipping Finale. 

The community expanded even 
further after intermission. The 
extraordinary Emmanuel 
Orchestra (Craig Smith conduct- 
ing) filled the apse to accompany 
three elegant singers — soprano 
Kendra Colton, tenor William 
Hite, and baritone Donald 
Wilkinson — in three arias and a 
trio from Mozart’s incomplete 
“Turkish” singspiel, Zaide (the 
real beginning of Mozart's 
mature opera writing). Hite sang 
of friendship and a lover’s impa- 
tience; Colton, exquisitely, sang 
“Ruhe sanft” (“Gently rest”), 
Zaide’s exquisite lullaby (to the 
man who turns out to be her 
long-lost brother); and Wilkinson 
offered the comic aria in which 
he laughs (“Ha-ha-ha-ha,” etc.) 
at fools who don’t know enough 
to come in out of the cold. In the 
marvelous first-act trio, the three 
singers are not sure whether the 
future holds rainbows or bloody 
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“comet-stars.” 

The heavenly wind playing 
(Julia Skolnik, flute; Peggy 
Pearson, oboe; Bruce Creditor, 
clarinet; Ron Haroutunian, bas- 
soon) was matched by the sweet- 
ness of the strings (Danielle 
Maddon, concertmaster), and it 
continued throughout what is 
arguably Mozart’s greatest piano 
concerto (the concerto that 
includes, especially in the slow 
movement, some of Mozart’s 
most luminous writing for winds), 
the tragic C-minor, with Sherman 
returning, playing with glistening, 
crystalline tone that was some- 
times the tone of teardrops. 

I’m not without reservations. 
The quintet was almost too 
smooth, the occasional turbulence 
perhaps too underplayed. The con- 
certo was almost too beautiful — I 
missed the central tragic impulse, 
though that impulse surfaced in 
numerous isolated details. “Ruhe 
sanft” seems made for Colton, but 
there were small traces of vocal 
strain. Yet it seems ungenerous to 
quibble, since I never actually felt 
let down (I was also sitting in the 
Emmanuel balcony for the first 
time, and though the sound was 
wonderfully clear, I felt very far 
away from the performers). After 
Sherman’s solo, as the stage was 
being rearranged for the quintet, 
my neighbor noticed Sanford 
Sylvan, star Emmanuel alumnus 
(who’s singing a Schubert recital 
February 28), and Emmanuel 
associate conductor and chorus 
master Michael Beattie among the 
“hands” moving the chairs and 
music stands. That’s the generous 
spirit of Emmanuel, and there’s 
never a moment you don’t hear 
that spirit in the playing.

JOURNEY (Overall Entertain- 
menvtRhino). The title of Blink 
182's contribution to this “extreme 
sports”-themed comp says it all: 
“Enthused.” A collection of previ- 
ously released punk rock and hip- 
hop, SB1: A Skiboarding Journey 
doesn't exactly carve fresh pow- 
der. But like the gung-ho sports- 
men featured in the between- 
songs sound bites (sample dia- 
logue: “Stratton Mountain, where 
snowboarding was born,” spoken 
with unironic reverence), everyone 
involved with the project sounds 
totally stoked. 

The weirdest thing about this 
CD, aside from the image of 
Master P riding a chair lift, is “Set 
It,” an improbably good B-side from 
G-funk woulda-been Kurupt. 
There's also a Hieroglyphics posse 
cut (“The Who,” from their not- 
exactly-overwhelming comeback 
album, 3rd Eye Vision), the 
Beatnuts’ sharp, criminal-minded 
“Do You Believe,” and NOFX’s 
affectionately misanthropic “Liza.” 
Even when the disc finds a com- 
mon thread between rap and rock, 
it's still a study in contrasts: Mo’ 
Thugs’ “Mighty Mighty Warrior’ 
suggests Christian soldiers trying 
to ward off Judgment Day by 
rhyming faster than the speed of 
sound; Sublime’s almost-hip-hop 
“Superstar Punami” suggests the 
kind of groupie-nailing anthems 
Brad Nowell would have written 
had he lived to reap Sublime's 
rewards. Still, SB1 seems far more 
worthwhile than the sport it's 
meant to commemorate, a crack- 
pot hybrid of skiing and snow- 
boarding apparently invented to 
give “aggressive” in-line skaters 
someone to laugh at.

*x*x The Neville Brothers, 
VALENCE STREET (Columbia). 
You know something's gone wrong 
when the best song on a Neville 
Brothers album is “If | Had a 
Hammer.” The Peter, Paul and 
Mary chestnut gets a thorough 
reworking in the vein of the two 
Dylan covers on their best album, 
Yellow Moon — the band percolate 
for six minutes amid swampy slide 
guitars, Cyril's testifying, and 
Aaron's soaring falsetto. But the 
brothers’ quality control breaks 

down on the rest of the disc. 
Seven ballads on a 12-song 
album is too many, especially 
when a couple are flat-out weak 
and others are oddly arranged — 
notably Cyril's “Utterly Beloved,” 
done as late-’70s _ leisure-suit 
soul. Their collaboration with 
Wyclef Jean, “Mona Lisa,” is 
pointlessly repeated from Jean's 
year-old Carnival album, and its 
light trip-hop groove doesn't fit 
here. Charles's token jazz instru- 
mental is placed too early in the 
disc. And Art's deep voice is a 
mismatch for Richard 
Thompson's “Dimming of the 
Day,” which should have gone to 
Aaron. Only three of the remain- 
ing tracks qualify as vintage 
Nevilles: “Give Me a Reason” is a 
solid if typical Aaron ballad, and 
“Over Africa” and Art's Meters- 
style “Real Funk” both feature the 
New Orleans second-line 
rhythms sorely missing from the 
rest of the disc. But even these 
songs feel like previews of solo 
projects rather than integral parts 
of a unified statement. And noth- 
ing here comes close to reaching 

the peaks of their live shows.

Acerbic but romantic, hostile but 
vulnerable, brainy but brutish, hi- 
tech but folky, PJ. Olsson delivers 
the kind of literate, ironic songwrit- 
ing we've come to expect from the 
urbane-songsmith crowd. But his 
debut album's sterling production 
also exhibits loop-based post-hip- 
hop motifs, heartland rock-guitar 
gestures, and weirdo, Latin 
Playboys—esque lo-fi moments. 
The revivalist spirit of “Pray | Don't 
Die” suggests a grounding in ol’- 
timy music; the acoustic intrigue 
“Plastic Soul” pays homage to 
Zeppelin ill and the kind of three- 
part harmonies Kings X played 
with so effortlessly. But left turns 
abound: tinny drumming, sudden 
shifts into Crosby Stills & Nash 
soft-focus harmony, gritty 
Dylanesque delivery, gutbucket 
funk flayed with Nick Drake hush- 
es. Defiantly musical, stylistically 
in touch, and admirably smart, 
Olsson’s debut is among the 
finest examples of the new millen- 
nial pop: he’s a swarthier Beck 
with a sweeter voice and a flask of 
classic rock in his pocket.

This is just 
Weiss’s second album, the first 
one being an obscurity released 
18 years ago, and though the 
guy’s connected he was 
immortalized by Rickie Lee 
Jones's “Chuck E.'s in Love” back 
in '79 and is a long-time pal of 
Tom Waits, who produced and co- 
wrote and appears on two tracks 
here — the question isn’t so much 
what took so long (his choice) as 
it is why now? Possibly because 
Weiss is a natural-born archivist, 
and some aspects of his obses- 
sions have come into vogue 
recently. So much so that the 
disc’s title cut, which might have 
sounded freshly quaint 15 years 
ago, plays like yet another hepcat 
'40s-revival move. 

But Chuck E.'s for real, and his 
range goes from Bubber 
Miley—era Duke to Cajun to retro- 
rock to nasty-sounding blues. The 
best bits, or the strangest anyway, 
are the incantatory nonsense 
songs like “Pygmy Fund” and “Do 
You Know What I Idi Amin,” the lat- 
ter with Waits and with the goofi-

It's 
an approach that works best on 
selections that were originally 
marked by overwrought or man- 
nered vocals, such as the Cranes’ 
“Sweet Unknown,” and David 
Sylvian's “Let the Happiness In.” 
The Hope Blister lack the stylistic 
variety of This Mortal Coil’s all-star 
karaoke. But . . . smile’s ok offers 
plenty of soothing sounds for 
souls who think navy blue and for- 
est green are bright colors, and for 
fans of vintage 4AD fare.

Not only are Murray's 
biggest pleasures riding with his 
crew, getting “High As Hell” and 
working himself up to “Slap 
Somebody,” but the form and con- 
text of these pursuits unwittingly 
frame how “street” they really are. 

For starters, his modest flow is 
constricted by his major igno- 
rance. Years ago Spin magazine 
praised the Long Island rapper's 
skill at “deconstruction,” but when 
he thinks that being “homophobic” 
is something to boast about, or 
when he describes a judge's clos- 
ing a case with the pronounce- 
ment “This court is now in ses- 
sion,” his polysyllabic rhymes 
clunk like the malapropisms of the 
“Keith B. Real” clown on the last 
Will Smith album. And when 
Murray starts dropping references 
to his impending three-year sen- 
tence for second-degree assault 
— which obviously rushed the 
making of this third solo album — 
his material quickly disintegrates 
(like so many other felons’) from 
bad-ass boasts to frightened, con- 
fused pleas for compassion.

Stars, BLUES BLUES BLUES 
(Atlantic). Most major-label blues 
albums these days feature guest 
appearances by rock stars or hot 
young up-and-comers. And most 
all of them suck. Consider B.B 
King’s boring Deuces Wild or 
Jonny Lang's horrifying duet with 
Buddy Guy on Heavy Love. 

So here's a nice surprise and a 
fitting tribute to the Chicago blues 
linchpin Jimmy Rogers, perhaps 
the most underrated genius of the 
idiom. Rogers, who died last year, 
just as this album was being com- 
pleted, authored dozens of clas- 
sics (including “Sweet Home 
Chicago”), and he taught Muddy 
Waters the tricks of mastering 
electric guitar. He still sounds ter- 
rific here, his voice outdistancing 
partners like Eric Clapton and Jeff 
Healy, even fellow blues legend 
Lowell Fulson, in character and 
strength. His playing’s perfect as a 
hot night over cold beers at the 
Windy City’s famed Checkerboard 
Lounge. The surprise is that 
guests from Jimmy Page to Mick 
Jagger (singing better than he has 
on any Stones album in years) — 
as well as respected bluesmen 
Carey Bell and Kim Wilson (both 
on harmonica) Johnnie Johnson 
(piano), Ted Harvey (drums), and 
Jimmy D. Lane (Rogers's hotshot 
guitarist son) all play by 
Rogers's basic blues rules. And 
they all sound so good. The only 
clam is Robert Plant's vocal ad- 
libs over “Gonna Shoot You Right 
Down,” which trip into campy 
Zeppelin-isms mighty quick.

**1/2 Leon Russell, FACE IN 
THE CROWD (Sagestone). 
Although it’s good to see leg- 
endary mad-hatter Leon Russell 
emerge once again like a hungry 
grizzly awakening from hiberna- 
tion, what does he have to offer, at 
this late date, beyond the authori- 
ty of his years? Playing as if the 
last three decades never hap- 
pened, he offers up his familiar 
bayou witch-doctor/bluesman 
shtick (“Betty Ann” is a slight har- 
monic variation on the Russell 
classic “Delta Lady,” and there's 
even a song here called “Dr. 
Love,” which somehow took two 
people to write, even though you 
can guess the lyrics), only with the 
toll of years apparent in every 
crack and contour of his raspy 
drawl. Listening to his new disc is 
a comfortable yet creepy experi- 
ence akin to putting on an old 
Halloween costume. 

Still, there's denying 
Russell's chops. His New 
Orleans-style piano playing, for 
which he's justly famous, remains 
as sprightly as ever, and so do his 
lesser-known guitar skills. His 
Albert King-influenced leads are 
subtle and stinging. Plus, in such 
jazz-inflected originals as “This 
Heart of Mine” and “Biue Eyes & a 
Black Heart,” he offers a tantaliz- 
ing hint of his next project, a col- 
lection of standards that's likely to 
rival Willie Nelson's covers in 
interpretive idiosyncrasy. The old 
mountebank has a few tricks left 
up his sleeve.

Chamesky. It's to Leppzer's credit 
that, though championing Kehler and 
Corner, he gives Franklin and 
Chamesky their time before the cam- 
era. And there's a fairly upbeat end- 
ing to the film, plus guest visits from 
activists Father Daniel Berrigan and 
Pete Seeger.

*&**1/2 AFFLICTION (1998). From 
the opening scene of Paul 
Schrader's adaptation of Russell 
Banks's harrowing novel, the 
oppression, rage, and pathos of gen- 
erations of patriarchal violence settle 
in to stay like the late-autumn deep 
freeze lacerating the story's upstate 
New Hampshire setting. The unlikely 
hero is Wade Whitehouse (Nick 
Nolte in his finest performance), a 
middle-aged loser who serves as the 
town's token, part-time police officer. 
Divorced twice from his high-school 
sweetheart, Lillian (Mary Beth Hurt), 
Wade is hoping to marry his nurtur- 
ing waitress girlfriend, Margie (Sissy 
Spacek), and start a new life his 
sullen young daughter, Jill (Brigid 
Tierney). But he's driven by the need 
to investigate a fatal hunting acci- 
dent, to put together a conspiracy 
theory that when resolved will some- 
how vindicate him. Behind it all is an 
endiess chain of fathers afflicting 
sons with inherited violence. 
Schrader preserves the slippery 
nature of Banks's point of view, of 
truth and its perception, maintaining 
the icy detachment needed to com- 
prehend anger and reinvent it as 
beauty.

*%*x*xTHE ARABIAN NIGHTS 
(1974). Pasolini’s incoherent, badly 
dubbed, very loose adaptation of the 
classic is still more accessible than 
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its earthy predecessors, The 
Decameron (1970) and The Canter- 
bury Tales (1971). The concluding 
film in his “Trilogy of Life” is a deli- 
ciously bawdy, sometimes haunting, 
often harrowing portrayal of uninhib- 
ited sexuality. A collection of 10 
magical vignettes, the film cele- 
brates the exuberant joyousness of 
sex and the playful fluidity of gender 
roles. Pasolini presents castration, 
dismemberment, and blood-letting, 
plus the still-taboo display of 
man/boy erotica. The outrageous 
sex scenes, often of the homosexu- 
al kind, emanate from a decidedly 
nonprofessional Third World cast.

**AT FIRST SIGHT (1998). The 
medical stories of Oliver Sacks 
evoke terror at the biological frailty 
of human consciousness, identity, 
and perception but offer the conso- 
lation of sentimentality. The Holly- 
wood versions stick to the sentimen- 
tality. The needy one here is Amy 
Benic (Mira Sorvino), who, on leave 
from the architectural firm run by her 
ex-husband, takes in a tony health 
spa and falls under the hands of 
masseur Virgil Adamson (Val Kil- 
mer). Virgil too is blind; nonetheless, 
Amy urges Virgil to undergo a new 
treatment for his cataracts. Unfortu- 
nately, Virgil's neurological system 
has atrophied during his blindness, 
and he doesn't understand what he 
sees.

Sentimental but with the kind of

Brazilian director Walter Salles's 
earnest and efficient tearjerker, a 
favorite for a Best Foreign Film 
Oscar nomination, pushes ail the 
familiar buttons but with slickly neo- 
realistic style, detached and exact- 
ing detail, and a masterful perfor- 
mance at its heart.

Portrayed by John Travolta, 
Schlichtmann is an empty suit, 
devoid of complexity, propelled by 
perfunctory conflicts; and he's 
destroyed by Robert Duvall as 
Jerome Facher, Beatrice’s attorney, 
in every scene they share.

(1998). Maya Angelou makes her 
feature directorial debut with this 
uplifting but flawed saga that stars 
a wildly expressive Alfre Woodard 
as young, jobless mother Loretta. 
Her rock-bottom self-esteem makes 
her an easy target for the tempta- 
tions of her Chicago ‘hood, so her 
high-minded mama (Mary Alice) 
ships Loretta and her kin to Biloxi to 
spend a Mississippi summer with 
rumble-throated Uncle Earl (Al 
Freeman Jr.) and his Alzheimer's- 
Stricken wife (Esther Rolle).

* * x ELIZABETH (1998). With her 
noble cheekbones and imperious 
gaze, Cate Blanchett rules in 
Shekhar Kapur’s resplendent biog- 
raphy of the legendary 16th-century 
British monarch. The Australian- 
born actress never curtsies to cari- 
cature; her interpretation is com- 
plex, restrained, warmly sensual. 
Indeed, this Elizabeth is just your 
average working gal, Ally McBeal in 
brocade instead of Banana 
Republic. Everyone wants to marry 
her off, she’s anxious about her job, 
and she's learning that her 
boyfriend just may be a cad (yes, 
boyfriend — Kapur has decided 
that Elizabeth's reputation as the 
Virgin Queen is just so much spin 
control).

In 
putting together Chungking 
Express, his 1994 international 
breakthrough film, Wong Kar-Wei 
decided he had too much material, 
so he reserved the surplus for his 
next movie. Like Chungking 
Express, Fallen Angels tells two 
separate and essentially unrelated 
stories — though here, the stories 
are intercut rather than presented 
sequentially. Assassin Wong Chi- 
Ming (Leon Lai) gets his assign- 
ments from an agent (Michele Reis) 
he seldom sees but who expresses 
her secret affection for him by man- 
aging his life, cleaning up after his 
hits, and even straightening out his 
apartment (like Faye Wang in 
Chungking Express). The agent 





lives in a rooming house owned by 
the father of the movie's other pro- 
tagonist, an ex-convict named He 
Zhiwu (Takeshi Kaneshiro); and 
she and Zhiwu keep barely missing 
each other — and a possible 
chance for romance. Fallen Angels 
is a lot funnier than Chungking 
Express, but it's also sillier and in 
the end much slighter.

** x FASTER, PUSSYCAT! KILL! 
KILL! (1966). A trash-art classic. 
Made during softcore schiockmeis- 
ter Russ Meyer's late-'60s foray 
into S&M-flavored violence, this 
demented pop version of the 
Eumenides story records the bone- 
cracking adventures of three 
karate-chopping, leather-clad go-go 
dancers, “the Watusi-cats,” who run 
afoul of a lecherous recluse and his 
humanoid son during a weekend 
camping trip in the California 
desert. Meyer has an extraordinary 
flair for comic-book iconography 
and stroboscopic editing, and 
Pussycat (which John Waters has 
called “the greatest film ever 
made”) is his most accomplished 
creation.

*1/2 FOXY BROWN (1974). Pam 
Grier reprises her role as avenging 
angel in Jack Hill's follow-up to 
1973's Coffy. Grier's Foxy Brown is 
a wily, sexy sister who'll do any- 
thing to wreak revenge on the white 
drug ring who ruined her brother's 
life and killed her man. Although 
the comely Grier holds her own 
against an onslaught of baddies (at 
one point, she takes on the angry 
patronage of a lesbian bar), the film 
falls short of the bawdy humor and 
manic action that elevated Coffy to 
its cult-classic status. Especially 
violent and ultimately tedious, Foxy 
Brown hits its highpoint early: the 
stylized opening-credit sequence, 
for which Grier shimmies and 
shoots her pistol in a parade of oh- 
so ‘70s fashions.

* x *xHIGH ART (1998). First-time 
director Lisa Cholodenko confronts 
the complex issues surrounding the 
title concept in this story of a 
young, squeaky-clean assistant 
editor (Radha Mitchell) at a chi-chi 
Manhattan photography magazine 
who discovers her upstairs neigh- 
bor (Ally Sheedy) is a former pho- 
tography phenom whose meteoric 
rise came to a self-imposed end 
when she turned to solitude, heroin, 
and a dead-end affair. Syd’s impos- 
sibly whitebread boyfriend (Gabriel 
Mann) is no match for Lucy; what's 
more, Syd's employers are eager to 
land the legendary photographer 
for a cover story about her new 
work. The two drift into a shaky 
love and business relationship 
where Syd is put in the difficult situ- 
ation of choosing between loyalty 
and ambition, integrity and compro- 
mise. Cholodenko takes no sides, 
allowing her characters to fend for 
themselves; Sheedy transforms the 
Cliché of the suffering artist into eti- 
olated flesh-and-blood pathos, and 
Mitchell's Syd deepens enough to 
redeem, at least in part, the film's 
somewhat pat, melodramatic cli- 
max.

* *1/2 HILARY AND JACKIE 
(1998). This true story of Britain's 
musically gifted, fiercely rivalrous 
du Pré sisters bubbles with all the 
intrigue of a Judith Krantz potboiler. 
Dark-haired Hilary (Rachel Griffiths) 
jettisons her career as a flutist to 
raise a family; meanwhile, golden 
Jacqueline (Breaking the Waves’ 
Emily Watson in another fiery per- 
formance) rises to become one of 
the century's most celebrated cel- 
lists. But when multiple sclerosis 
interrupts Jacqueline's ascent, 
sororal bonds get tested. 
Documentarian Anand Tucker's 
feature debut swells with dreamy, 
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aureous camerawork of concert 
halls and beachscapes, all set with- 
in an original, organic structure of 
narrative movements and codas. 
The film hooks its drama on the 
salacious fact that Jacqueline “bor- 
rows” Hilary's husband (David 
Morrissey) to feed her sexual 
appetites; yet the motive for her 
shocking action is obscured. 
Nonetheless, this sister act 
crescendos with rich acting and, as 
you'd expect, an utterly sublime 
soundtrack.

*& xx HURLYBURLY (1998). David 
Rabe’s 1984 dark comedy of man- 
ners — now turned into a film by 
Anthony Drazan — features four 
crass Hollywood middle-rungers 
and a trio of women who pass into 
their lonely, logorrheic orbit. Coked- 
up casting director Eddie (Sean 
Penn) and the silkily cynical Mickey 
(Kevin Spacey), both divorced, 
share a rented house in the 
Hollywood hills; their chums include 
industry player Artie (Garry 
Shandling), who shows up one day 
with a “care package” in the form of 
nubile runaway Donna (Anna 
Paquin), and pathologically para- 
noid actor wanna-be Phil (Chazz 
Palminteri). Robin Wright Penn's 
beauteous if brittle Darlene sleeps 
with Mickey before entering into a 
more serious relationship with 
Eddie; Meg Ryan is sweet, feisty 
balloon dancer Bonnie, whose fella- 
tious exploits are the stuff of some 
deeply unsettling comedy. Director 
Drazan maintains that this particu- 
lar drug-and-sex-fueled scene was 
simply more public in the early ‘80s 
than it is today — in any case, he 
has chosen not to treat Hurlyburly 
(title courtesy of the weird sisters in 
Macbeth) as a period piece. As for 
most of Hurlyburly’s sexily-turned- 
out sad-sack characters, you'd 
need a magnifying glass to find 
their good points — it's a credit to 
the actors that we care a damn.

SHORTS.” Proof that from the 
beginning, Jane Campion seems to 
have known what she wanted as a 
filmmaker — and how to get it. 
Made in 1982, her nine-minute stu- 
dent short “Peel” finds a father, a 
mother, and their bratty son on a 
motor trip; the squabbling father 
and son end up locked outside the 
car, excluded from the fed-up 
female inside.

Story” (1984) are constrained by 
their Catholic-school uniforms and 
the weirdness of an inept and 
vaguely incestuous patriarchy, but 
these girls pursue their yearnings 
for sex, independence, and the 
Beatles, finding their voice at last in 
a dreamy girl-group rendition of a 
melancholy pop ballad with the 
recurring lyric “I feel the cold.”

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* LIFE IS BEAUTIFUL (1998). 
Comedian Roberto Benigni's con- 
troversial Holocaust fable has gar- 
nered audience awards at Cannes, 
Toronto, and Vancouver plus 
endorsements from groups iike the 
Anti-Defamation League, and it 
won the Best Jewish Experience 
Award at the Jerusalem Film Fest. 
The first half describes the improb- 
able (in view of the anti-Semitic 
laws) courtship of Guido (Benigni), 
a homely Jewish waiter in the 
Tuscan town of Arezzo, and Dora 
(Nicolette Braschi, Benigni's wife), 
an aristocrat schoolteacher; your 
reaction will depend on whether 
you find the utterly goy Benigni’s 
Jerry Lewis/Robin Williams-—like 
antics amusing or sophomoric. Cut 
to five years later: Guido and Dora 
have an adorable charcoal-eyed lit- 
tle boy, Giosué (Giorgio Cantarini), 
but the Nazis are rounding up 
Italian Jews, and so the whole fami- 
ly are shipped off to some 
unnamed death camp, where, to 
protect Giosué, Guido pretends it's 
all a game. The concept is well- 
intentioned and at times even mov- 
ing, but the way Guido capers 
about like the Hogan's Heroes 
gang at Stalag 13 trivializes what 
happened at places like Auschwitz

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and Dachau: no heads are shaved, 
and death takes place off screen. 
The feel-good Final Solution ending 
cheers the survival of a few while 
ignoring the extermination of mil- 
lions — it's a_ smiley-face 
Holocaust.

surprised if you find Life Is Beautiful 
unforgivably obscene.

* x xLITTLE VOICE (1998). For 
the first 30 minutes of Mark 
Herman's affecting, pathos-laced 
comedy, Jane Horrocks (who origi- 
nated the agoraphobic songbird in 
the hit London play The Rise and 
Fall of Little Voice) doesn't utter a 
word, just peers out meekly from 
eyelash-skimming bangs. But when 
she does sing, she produces the 
smoky soul of Bassey, the round 
tones of Garland, the breathy coo 
of Monroe — and she doesn't lip- 
synch a note. Set in a somber sea- 
side town in Northern England, this 
adaptation opens up the production 
for the big screen. Little Voice, 
however, still spends most of her 
time in her attic bedroom, where 
she escapes the nonstop cackling 
of her pub-floozie mum (Brenda 
Blethyn) by singing along to her 
dead father's record collection.

(Alan Gelfant), a plumber struggling 
through college and volunteering at 
the Aquarium with hopes of becom- 
ing a marine biologist.

In an 
astonishing performance, Holly 
Hunter stars as Ada, a mute 
woman sent to the backwoods of 
19th-century New Zealand as the 
mail-order bride of the puritanical 
Stewart (Sam Neill). She arrives 
with her changeling-like daughter 
(Anna Paquin) and a piano. When 
Stewart won't take the piano to his 
home, his uncouth neighbor Baines 
(Harvey Keitel) takes it himself; 
then Baines hires Ada for piano 
lessons that lead to sexual favors 
and, eventually, intense love 
scenes that are triumphs of female 
sexuality. The relationship changes 
Ada and arouses the ire of the 
tyrannical, tragic Stewart.

**xPLAYING BY HEART (1998). 
At the outset of Willard Carroll's 
Cleverly interconnected (sometimes 
annoyingly so) tale of six different 
relationships, the youngest of three 
sisters, Joan (Angelina Jolie), tells 
us that her musician friend equates 
“talking about music” or “talking 
about love” with “dancing about 
architecture” — it just can't be 
done. Love, of course, is the focus 
here, and even though they sup- 
posedly can't talk about it, these 
couples give it quite a go.

James deserves better — and he 
gets it before Campion is done with 
his story of Isabel Archer (Nicole 
Kidman), a recent orphan taken on 
by her wealthy émigré uncle; 
Madame Serena Merle (Barbara 
Hershey in a wrenching portrayal of 
ruthlessness and love); and 
Serena's ex-lover, the shallow dilet- 
tante Osmond (a sibilant, reptilian 
John Malkovich). After refusing one 
of the best catches in England, 
Isabel falls into the clutches of 
Serena and Osmond, who scheme 
to marry him to her in order to ben- 
efit his child. Campion’s misguided 
attempt to modernize Isabel aside, 
the director choreographs this 
dense, exquisitely plotted waltz of 
treachery and horrific revelation 
with, for the most part, breathtaking 
grace and clarity.

**1/2 THE PRINCE OF EGYPT 
(1998). The times call out for a 
prophet a voice of moral authority 
and righteousness — and the peo- 
ple at DreamWorks think a singing 
and dancing cartoon Moses is the 
ticket. Maybe so, but though it's 
visually striking and often inge- 
nious, The Prince of Egypt will not 
restore your faith in movies or reli- 
gion. The familiar tale (the prologue 
helpfully refers you to the Book of 
Exodus for the full details) benefits 
little from its glib contemporary 
spin, posing the founder of the 
Western religious tradition as a 
spoiled yuppie who finds God and 
his purpose in life despite his worst 
intentions. Nearly all the characters 
— Val Kilmer as Moses; Patrick 
Stewart as Pharaoh Seti; Helen 
Mirren as his Queen; Ralph 
Fiennes as Moses's adopted broth- 
er Rameses; Michelle Pfeiffer as 
Moses'’s fiery Midianite wife, 
Tzipporah; Jeff Goldblum as his 
feckless brother Aaron; Steve 
Martin and Martin Short as a pair of 
colorless high priests — have the 
unfortunate flat affect of the ants in 
A Bug's Life. Only Sandra Bullock 
brings a little spunk to her role as 
Moses's sister Miriam. in the end, 
Moses dutifully delivers the law to 
his bland nation, but someone 
should have underlined the Third 
Commandment: “Thou shalt not 
take the word of the Lord in vain.”

SIONS (1997). Liv Ulimann’s third 
film (after Sofie and Kristin 
Lavransdatter) is the second (after 
Bille August's Best Intentions) for 
which Ingmar Bergman has written 
a screenplay about the. troubled 
relationship between his mother 
and father; but Private Confessions 
surpasses the messy melodramat- 
ics of August's effort with its icy 
honesty, incandescent passion, 
and a canny insight into truth and 
hypocrisy. The film's five chapters 
skip back and forth through time, as 
Bergman's mother, Anna (a 
crabbed, charismatic Pernilla 
August), confesses to her husband, 
Henrik (Samuel Fréler), a torment- 
ed and struggling pastor of a frozen 
provincial town, that she’s been 
having an affair with Tomas 
(Thomas Hanzon), a young divinity 
student and friend of the family. 
Naturally her clergyman uncle 
Jacob (Max von Sydow at the top 
of his form) tells her to abandon 
Tomas and confess everything to 
Henrik. Private Confessions can be 
as exhausting as prolonged couple 
counseling — the emotions are 
almost always high beam when not 
painfully suppressed.

(1998). Steven Spielberg's World 
War Il film offers the most harrow- 
ing and oddly exhilarating re-cre- 
ations of modern warfare ever to be 
seen in a movie made for entertain- 
ment. There’s no doubting the hor- 
ror of his D-Day landing on Omaha 
Beach: the troops are butchered in 
a merciless hail of bullets, with 
blood splattering the camera lens 
and éverything else. But that leads 
Spielberg to ponder the value of a 
single human life, and so he sends 
Captain Miller (Tom Hanks) and a 
picked, stereotyped band of seven 
out after Private Ryan (Matt 
Damon), after it's discovered 
Ryan's his family's last surviving 
son. Miller's squad roam through 
the chaos of no man’s land, bump- 
ing into anecdotes ranging from the 
poignant and heartstopping to the 
predictable and pat. There's a sen- 
timental frame — an old man totter- 
ing through the rows of white cross- 
es at the present-day Normandy 
beachhead memorial — that 
entombs the trauma to come in ret- 
rospective glory and mawkishness. 
Nonetheless, what can be saved 
from Private Ryan is the recognition 
that some pain and heroism is 
beyond imagination and the conso- 
lation of meaning.

(1998). John Madden's film is set in 
London in the '90s — the 1590s, 
where hot new playwright William 
Shakespeare (Joseph Fiennes) is 
torturing himself over his latest 
work, Romeo and Ethel, the Pirate's 
Daughter, and falling in love with 
the unapproachable Lady Viola de 
Lesseps (Gwyneth Paltrow), who is 
secretly acting in his theater compa- 
ny disguised as a boy.

Zack (Freddie Prinze Jr.) is 
his LA high school's class president 
and soccer star, but when girlfriend 
Taylor (a comely and snobbish Jodi 
Lyn O'Keefe) drops him for a for- 
mer cast member of The Real 
World (Matthew Lillard), Zack 
undertakes an ill-advised bet to 
transform the school's resident 
fem-dork, Laney (Rachel Leigh 
Cook, reminiscent of Winona

course, and Zack's materialistic 
heart sees the light of the human 
soul. The leads create a heartfelt 
chemistry, and the pumping prom- 
dance sequence (done to Fat Boy 
Slim's “Rockafeller Skank”) is an 
outrageously slick piece of chore- 
ography.

***xA SIMPLE PLAN (1998). 
Sam Raimi's adaptation of Scott B. 
Smith's bestselling thriller prevails 
over predictability because of its 
canny subtlety, depth of character, 
and literate intelligence. Set in 
Minnesota, the film opens on a pair 
of brothers, respectable Hank (Bill 
Paxton) and jobless, crack-brained 
Jacob (Billy Bob Thornton), leaving 
Hank's wife, Sarah (a blandly sinis- 
ter and vastly pregnant Bridget 
Fonda) and setting off to pay their 
respects at their father's gravesite, 
accompanied by on of Jacob's bud- 
dies, the even more disreputable 
Lou (Brent Briscoe). When they 
stumble across a downed airplane 
with $4 million, Sarah contrives 
schemes to keep it from the 
searchers and keep loose cannons 
Jacob and Lou out in the cold. 
Fonda's character is the film's weak 
link in Raimi's Plan — she's reso- 
lutely unsympathetic, and in the 
end she becomes a misogynistic 
scapegoat. But at its best, A Simple 
Plan evokes the bleak gothic mis- 
anthropy of Flannery O'Connor, a 
breath of melancholy cooling its 
most blood-curdling moments.

For all 
that we're in This /s Spinal Tap terri- 
tory again with this comedy about a 
fictional doddering English hair-and- 
guitar band from the '70s, Brian 
Gilbert's film proves a wondertully 
entertaining creation whose abun- 
dant humor gets a rueful, poignant 
edge from its characters’ middle- 
age desperation. Strange Fruit — 
encompassing keyboardist Tony 
(Stephen Rea), bassist Les (Jimmy 
Nail), drummer Beano (Timothy 
Spall), rhythm-guitarist Ray (Bill 
Nighy), lead-guitarist Brian (Bruce 
Robinson), and Brian's brother 
Keith on vocals — self-destructed at 
the legendary Wisbech festival in 
1977; two decades later the 20th- 
anniversary restaging of Wisbech 
inspires Tony to reunite the band. 

Will Tony finally get manager Karen 
(Juliet Aubrey) to notice him? Will 
Karen's teenage daughter get 
hooked on new band member Luke 
(Hans Matheson)? Will Ray ever 
measure up to the memory of 
Keith? And what about Hughie (Billy 
Connolly), the band’s boisterously 
pessimistic roadie?

In search of the giant puffy jacket 


OMETIME IN THE mid-1990s, two decades after its 
S = incarnation as '70s skiwear, the puffy down-filled 
jacket hit the streets as the warmest of all urban fads. 
By now, streetwear has been puffy for so long that some 
people even think rapper/producer Sean “Puffy” 
Coombs got his name from it (the more rep- 
utable legend says he got the nickname 
for puffing out his chest during football 
practice at Howard University). 
Not so long ago, “dressed in 
puffy jackets and wearing knit 
hats” was media code for “gang 
members.” Since then, puffies 
(like so many fads that 
scream street cred) have 
been appropriated by the 
adventure-yuppie market. 
Now, “dressed in puffy jack- 
ets and wearing knit hats” is 
more likely to mean “warm.” 
And now, of course, you 
can buy puffies at the Gap. 
But with their crossover into 
the mainstream, puffy jackets 
have gone on a diet; some 
mainstream makes even 
replace goose down with syn- 
thetic fills (less puffy). The Gap 
version is down-filled and on 
sale, “adjustable storm cuffs” 
and all, for $49.99. It's one of the 
fattest mainstream puffs, but it 
barely breaks the three-inches-on- 








the-hanger mark. And, to paraphrase A Tribe Called Quest, 
what is puff if it ain’t got width? 

If you’re going to be puffy — and barring any more freakish 
60-degree days, we've still got a couple months of frigid 
weather coming up — go for the real stuff at Downtown 
Crossing. At Footaction, manager Andy Gregoire names the 
Dada as his puffiest jacket; at $59.97, the bright-orange Dada 
lofts to a solid three-plus inches, its impact magnified by the 
color, kind of like a tropical fish. 

Hip-hop names such as Fubu and Malone, along with outer- 
wear stalwart North Face, set the pace for the “urban” market at 
stores like Hip Zepi and Allston Beat. In terms of pure girth, the 
puffiest puffy we found was by Bear Force, at Hip Zepi: almost 
six inches of puff, and a silk-screened polar bear roaring on the 
inside. It’s on sale for $89. The brands with more cred start at 
$170 (if you can do without sleeves, North Face vests start at 
$135). Salesperson Doug Sherman recommends puffies by ris- 
ing star Marc Echo. Rhinoceros-logoed Ecko Unlimited jackets, 
Sherman says, are “not as shiny, more organic-looking. They're 
not as flamboyant, not as shiny as the [bright-colored] Malones. 
Like, Puff Daddy might wear a Malone, but Q-Tip, from A Tribe 
Called Quest, might wear an Ecko.” 

This, at least by the standards of hip-hop politics, is a strong 
vote for the rhino. But whatever your choice, if you’re going to go 

puffy, don’t settle for anything less than three inches. Bring a ruler.

If you sleep too much, you don't feel refreshed; instead you feel 
sluggish, groggy, and generally disposed to more sleep. What is the 
| scientific reason behind this?

Glad you restricted me to the scientific reason, Mimi. Otherwise 
I'd fill the whole column with tawdry rumors, and God knows you 
don’t want that. 

More has been written in the medical journals about over- 
sleeping than you might think. In 1969 sleep researchers John 
| Taub and Ralph Berger gave the phenomenon (or one aspect of 
the phenomenon) a name: the Rip Van Winkle Effect, the expe- 
rience of feeling bad after extended sleep (more than 10 
| hours). Various studies by the above and other partics have 

established that: 
1. Some people feel terrible after too much sleep, and their per- 
| formance deteriorates. On the other hand, 

2. Some people feel great. 

3. Experiments seemed to bear out the initial hypothesis that 
either too much or too little sleep would cause your mental 
state to crumble. But by the carly ’80s a few investigators had 
concluded that 

4. Oversleeping made pcople feel terrible if they'd previously 
had sufficient sleep, but it made them feel great if they'd previously 
been sleep-deprived. You have to wonder why it took 12 years to 
| come up with this brainstorm. One can only gucss that sleep 

researchers take a lot of naps. 

5. Further research, in 1985, found that “with or without a prior 
sleep debt, the subjects’ alertness was cither unchanged or 
improved after acute overslecping. Furthermore, actually slecping 
more proved to be better for subjectively reported mood and 
objectively measured alertness than simply lying in bed awake for 
the extra hours.” In other words, the Rip Van Winkle Effect is a 
crock, and you don’t really feel bad after oversleeping. You just 
think you do. 

Attempting to salvage something from this fiasco, the slecp- 
research community now offers such conjectures as the following: 
“People gencrally expect to fecl better after getting a long night of 
sleep; their expectations may predict greater improvement than 
they actually obtain, in which case they feel worse” (Encyclopedia 
of Sleep and Dreaming).

S PEOPLE, CARTOONISTS are an invisible lot. George Booth has spent three decades at the New Yorker constructing 

a universe so distinct and detailed it would be immediately identifiable even without the clear signature in the bottom 

corner. Yet much like carlicr New Yorker icons such as Charles Addams and George Pricc, Booth the man is as unfamil- 
iar as his work is familiar. Two of his early books, Think Good Thoughts About a Pussycat (Dodd, Mead & Company, 1975) 
and Pussycats Need Love, Too (Dadd, Mead, 1980), offer only the scantest facts about him. 

It would be easy to get the wrong idca from his cartoons. In person, George Booth is a vision of propricty and pensivencss, 
unlike his famously scroungy repertoire of cats, bull terriers, and humans, most of whom are prone to explosions of flea- 
scratching or freeform verbalizing, depending on the species. Archetypal Booth scenes are a cosmos unto themselves: think of 
his bare-bulb-lit rooms in which a ditzy frump addles her newspaper-clutching husband — “One of your eyes is bugged out 
further than the other one” — or the repair shop where the news is all bad: “We located the hissing noise, Mr. Watkins. Your 

wife’s mother is in the back seat.” Each Booth detail 
lends such a strong sense of personality and place 
that it’s more like gazing at a stage set than at a 
printed page. The paradox is that while the Booth 
world overflows with concrete details, the humor is 
subtle and skewed, arriving without a laugh track. 

Booth is the subject of a new illustrated book, The 
Essential George Booth (Workman Publishing 
Company), edited by former New Yorker arts editor 
Lee Lorenz, who also wrote The Art of the New 
Yorker: 1925-1995 (Alfred A. Knopf). It marks the 
beginning of a project in which Lorenz hopes to 
focus on two cartoonists per year. (The other cur- 
rent volume is The Essential Charles Barsotti; a Jack 
Ziegler book is next in line.) 

Herewith, some select facts: Booth is 72, grew up 
in Missouri, started drawing at the age of three (his 
mother drew a comic strip), joined the Marines, 
cartooned for the military magazine Leatherneck, 
went to art school, and married in 1958, which is 
also around when he first began submitting to the 
New Yorker. He worked as art director for a group 
of trade magazines, had a daughter, illustrated sev- 
eral children’s books (including one by Dr. Seuss), 
and finally got published in the New Yorker in 1969. 

At brunch with his wife, Dione, at a resort restau- 
rant not far from their home on Long Island, Booth 
the human being emerges a little more, and laughs 
often. He laughs at his own comments; he laughs 
when the waitress mumbles something and promptly 
skitters away. He laughs when a bridal party 
parades past the window, a bare-chested man saun- 
tering alongside the tuxes and satin bows. 

In some ways that man embodies the spirit of 
Booth’s characters, who plow forth talking, bchav- 
ing, and dressing however they darn well please. In 
Booth’s world, there is little room for self-con- 
sciousness or sclf-censorship amid all the yard-sale 

G rs th salvage. Words fall out of characters’ mouths with a 
€2O fe &3 OO 5 sweet, nutty authenticity that comes straight from 
life. Take the rhythmic chatter of the chair-tipping, 
the New Yorker S toe-picking Leon: “I saw Yerkow yesterday. He 
says, ‘How ya doin’, Leon?’ I says, ‘Just fine, 
. Yerkow, how you doin?’ He says, ‘Doin’ finc, how’s 
SAGE of ad ISO rder the wife?’ | says, ‘She’s doin’ just fine, how's your 
wife?’ He says, ‘She's doin’ fine.’ I says, ‘Sure good 
to see you doin’ fine, Yerkow.’ Yerkow says, “Ych, 
Leon, good to see you doin’ so fine, too.’ ” 

Very early on in Booth’s career, when he worked 
sctting type at a small-town newspaper, he Icarned 
to ferret out funniness in everyday minutiae. “The 
items that were sent in tickled me because they were 
of such a subtle nature,” he says. “[At the New 
Yorker] I’ve had the pleasure of working with a 
magazine where I can be subtle and the audience 
will get it. | got subtle with ‘Local Item,’ and the 
audience didn’t get it.” (“Local Item,” his syndicat- 
ed cartoon, ran briefly in the early '80s.) 

He is still drawn to the uncosmopolitan aspects of 
life. In the back of his mind, he says, he’s been toy- 
ing with the idea of doing something related to 
small-town police blotters. He cites an cxample: “ ‘A 
woman on Cedar Street reported a man peering into 
her garbage can. When police got there, the man 
was gonc.’ So what? It docsn’t mean anything, but 
it’s funny.” 

One of the greatest, most expressive Booth draw- 
ings stars his cave people. A group of these ragged 
primordials is gathered in front of a steaming volcano; 
all are convulsed with laughter, including the dog. A 
newcomer approaches. The caption reads, “Nothing is

means — it’s an exquisite ode to the ineffability of humor. 
(Dione Booth has a somewhat more somber interpreta- 

tion of that particular cartoon. “The hurt of society is so 

deep in that drawing. They don’t have anything to laugh 


about,” she says, with a laugh. “Tragedy is funny,” her hus- 


band offers.) 


INCE 1975, when Booth’s cave people graced the New 


Yorker with the two-page linguistic epic “Ip Gissa Gul, 
his crusty hominids have been part of the Booth crew of 
oddballs. But it is likely that New Yorker read- 
ers more readily identify Booth with his rum- 
pled rabble of cats and dogs. No other artist 
has ever bestowed such wit and soul on the 
slouch of a cat’s back or a dog’s haunches; 
his English bull terrier has become sort of a 
New Yorker mascot. Yet surprisingly, Booth 
has never owned a dog. He became a cat per- 
son by marrying into a cat family. “I’ve loved 
them ever since, because there’s everything in 
a cat,” he says. Particularly intelligence, he 
believes. (He and Dione share quarters with 
four cats.) 

As for his trademark terriers, he says, “I 
drew an ornery-looking mutt in the New 
Yorker and somebody wrote a letter and said, 
‘Is that an English bull terrier?’ And I didn’t 
know what they looked like. I went to the 
library, and gradually the dog became an 
English bull terrier. . . . I had drawn a dog 
sitting next to a sign that read BEWARE OF 
SKITTISH DOG. That was the character that 
started that. I think Mr. Shawn had said 
something about it. He liked it.” 

Mr. Shawn, of course, being William 
Shawn, the legendary editor of the New 
Yorker from 1952 until 1987, when Robert 
Gottlieb took over. In 1992, Gottlieb was 
replaced by Tina Brown, who left last year. 

“I’m not exactly grinding up editors,” 

Booth jokes. He has, however, been at the 
magazine long enough to have witnessed 
much upheaval, notably the coming and going 
of Brown, who was determined to replace the 
New Yorker’s stodgy fields of gray with a 
rowdy topicality. As a freelancer, Booth was at 
a remove from the commotion, and he is hesi- 
tant to talk on the record about Brown. 

“The less said about Tina Brown, the better, 
because she’s gone. . . . I don’t think I need to 
analyze her past work at this point,” he says. 

Most of what Booth does divulge about 
Brown is favorable. As far as cartoons go, 
“Tina Brown stirred the waters. She required 
that you pick up a subject that’s happening 
this week or today, and work on that.” Before 
she arrived, he thinks, the cartooning was 
more apt to be self-indulgent. 

What about Shawn? “I was affected by 
William Shawn, worked under him for 17 
years. I only laid eyes on him five times. And 
he was inspiring. 

“Shawn could see value in my work early on. 
He saw value in my loose roughs. Sometimes 
he’d say, ‘Just print the roughs.’ My attitude at 
the time was, I can always do better. But some- 
times a rough had so much feeling in it . . . that 
you almost can’t repeat it by doing a finish. You 
stiffen up. So he made me aware of that.” Even 
today, as he starts to work on a “finish,” he 
might realize that parts of the rough are too 
inspired to leave out, and he’ll use them. 

Booth is, in fact, a master of collage. Lee 
Lorenz says, “He is a virtuoso of the cut-and- 
paste. But he doesn’t paste, which is very 
peculiar. What he likes to do is tape it up 

with little bits of Scotch tape, which is even 
more difficult because sometimes it’s just a 
hand or a nose or something he’s putting on. 
So by the time he gets done they have a very 
rich, tactile surface. In fact, when the New Yorker had a 
traveling show to celebrate its 60th anniversary, and there 
were several pieces by George, almost every time they ~ 
unwrapped the drawings, in George’s there would be a few 
pieces that had come loose and drifted to the bottom of the 
frame. So you had to take it out of the mat, take the glass 
out, and put it back together again.” 


HEN BOOTH was first published in the New Yorker, 

says Lorenz, he made an immediate impact. “It was- 
n’t like anything else there. He established a completely 
new identity. . .. Some people compare him to George 
Price because he likes to draw sort of these socially margin- 
al types. But the similarity is more apparent than real. 

“Booth has a very recognizable stock company of people 

that he draws from, and he’s adding to it all the time. I 
think there’s another generation of younger cartoonists 
who seldom do that, who do it on a gag-by-gag basis, but 
who don’t really create this kind of repertory company. I 


funny. We’re just having a good laugh.” Who knows what it 


think, with exceptions, that’s generally true of the genera- 
tion of cartoonists that started in the late ’60s. 

“The younger generation seem to be more writers than 
artists. They’re creators of humorous situations, and the 
drawing, which certainly is important, is a way of carry- 
ing the idea, rather than the other way around. In the 
very early days of the magazine, very few artists did their 
own ideas, so everything was really kind of collaboration. 
The magazine would buy ideas from people who wrote 
ideas or people on the staff who created them. And then 
they would sign an artist, like Peter Arno or George 
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comes right out of character. He manages to establish 
characters with wonderful efficiency with his art. . . . Right 
away, before you read the caption, before they start to talk, 
you have a very good sense of who these people are. You're 
halfway home already. You’re beginning to chuckle.” 

Booth says, “It used to be in cartooning that you pursued 
drawing; you’d go to art school and study life drawing. The 
gags and stuff, the writing of it, came later. I always made 
it a point to become a whole package.” 

During Booth’s early New Yorker days, people sometimes 
noticed the ambiance of the cartoons, and the electrical 

details, and began to wonder. Dione says, “When 
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with wonderful efficiency.’ 








Price, who would draw them. So these people were pri- 
marily draftsmen and not idea people. And that began to 
change in the ’50s. 

“Now, it seems to me, it’s gone a step beyond that, 
where we have people who are essentially creators of ideas 
... rather than artists who are primarily artists, and who 
do either their own ideas or other people’s ideas.” 

One cartoonist of the younger generation, David Sipress, 
has been cartooning for the Phoenix since 1971 (see “Reality 
Check,” News) and finally was published in the New Yorker 
last year. About Booth, Sipress says, “The joke isn’t encased 
in the words — it’s always in the drawing, and that’s what 
he does better than anybody. Anybody who can do more 
with less gets my admiration. . . . Just the three frames of the 
dog sitting there, then scratching himself like crazy, then sit- 
ting still again, with the cat watching. That’s doing more 
with less.” 

“I compare [Booth] to other great American regional 
humorists like Mark Twain,” says Lorenz. “The humor 





George started doing that [bare light bulbs], my 
mother . . . called me up one day and said, 
‘People are asking me, they want to know if you 
still have bare light bulbs in your house. It’s 
embarrassing.’ ” Booth laughs. 

Booth says he sometimes gets ideas directly 
from something Dione says. Or he “can hear a 
phrase on a television set that I’m not watching, 
and it’s a gag. Just dialogue — I’ve shied away 
pretty much from gag writers.” 

I wonder what Booth thinks of his older work 
— does he find it funnier or less so than he did 
originally? 

“Both,” he says. “I go back and I find very 
funny stuff that kind of surprises me, that it 
was so funny and nothing happened with it. 
And I go back and I look at stuff and I wonder 
why they let me come in the office. . . . The 
first thing I notice when I look back is there 
was too much writing in a caption.” 

As for time-induced permutations, Booth says, 
“I don’t try to hold to drawing the same thing 
that I drew yesterday. The reader will probably 
never know this because a style does develop — 
you do draw the same things again. But it’s not 
like a comic strip, where you try to make the 
character look exactly the same every day. Any 
time I feel I want to change, I just change. 

“One thing bothered me about syndicated car- 
tooning — and there are some great cartoonists 
in the field and I’m jealous; I’d like to be in there, 
too — but one of the things that always bothered 
me was you produce a daily laugh whether you 
feel funny or not. [It] must get to be a drag 
sometimes. .. . My qualification, when I think 
about a syndicated feature, is that it be timely, 
have human interest; reach the reader right now. I 
now think there must be a main character to 
identify the feature. And I must enjoy it, and it 
must grow for me.” 

Among syndicated comic strips, Dilbert, by 
Scott Adams, fits the bill in Booth’s estimation. 
So do Pickles, by B. Crane, and Mutts, by Patrick 
McDowell. 

In a broader sense, what sorts of things make 
Booth laugh? “I could sit down anytime and 
watch Laurel and Hardy, the Marx Brothers, 
Buster Keaton. I love vaudeville. I was greatly 
affected by all those movies I saw as a kid, and 
vaudeville. And since New York, I’ve related to 
Jewish humor. . . .” He also mentions Shel 
Silverstein, John Cleese (Fawlty Towers), Peter 
Sellers (The Ladykillers). 

“I was affected greatly, too, by the visual hap- 
penings of humor,” Booth says. “And that seems to 
be something that’s almost lost in the production 
of magazine humor. It’s not always lost in televi- 
sion, because Seinfeld, I think, has visual humor. 
[Kramer] is totally pantomime, visual humor. He’s 
beautiful. Bill Cosby is one of the greatest thinkers 
on the face of the earth. He thinks before he talks. 
I don’t know many people who can do that.” 

The Essential George Booth, and a lengthy pro- 
file in the New Yorker’s cartoon issue in 
December, amount to “kind of a rebirth for me at 

the New Yorker,” Booth says. He’s also been 
working on illustrations for children’s books, and 
a Bravo network documentary is in the works. 
The January 25 issue of the New Yorker ran a 
Booth cartoon on three consecutive pages; the mood of the 
series is more topical than anything he’s done. Working 
under a tight deadline, he found his creative juices stirred. 
He’s says he’s excited and “hyped-up” by the prospect of 
doing more projects that have a decidedly political slant. 

Magazine cartooning is a notoriously difficult field in 
which to make a living, never mind plan for retirement. 
When he was president of the Cartoonists’ Guild for two 

years in the ’70s, Booth once spoke in front of a gathering 
of artists. “I got up and announced over the microphone 
that I’d worked out a retirement program for freelance car- 
toonists,” he recalls. “They were all scooting forward in 
their chairs. I said, “You just work like hell all your life and 
then die suddenly.’ ” 

When he stops laughing, he conjures the spirit of 
Dr. John. “Now I’ve got a better program. It’s just ‘keep on 
keepin’ on.’ ” ®

The room’s fluorescent lights have been turned off, 
and the only direct light comes from two candles, their 
aroma mingling with the tang of human sweat. On the wall 
a pair of posters show an intense orange-and-red sunset 
over the legends FOCUS and INSPIRATION. But your attention 
is drawn forward, to the front of the room, to the altar, 
where a microphone sits on top of a stereo that will soon be 
cranking out carefully chosen rock and New Age music. 

Oh yeah, a stationary bike is up there too. 

Although this might sound like some neoteric religious 
experience, it is actually one of the biggest exercise fads 
going. It’s indoor cycling, and it is the latest in a long line of 
exercise programs that have inspired cultlike participation. 
Right now, I’m at Suburban Fitness, a gym in Scituate, 
Rhode Island, that is one of at least 5000 to have signed on 
to the Mad Dogg Athletics/Schwinn Spinning program. 

The physical part of this program is simple: get on a 
modified stationary bike and pedal your gourd off for 50 
minutes. But Spinning is not simply an exercise craze. An 
entire mind/body dogma goes with it, one that includes 
words like visualization, personal journey, and transcen- 
dence, and one that has attracted a following of more than 
a million people worldwide. 

Spinning even has its own guru, Johnny G, who appears 
on his Web page dressed in karate garb, his long black hair 
pulled back samurai-style. He sits with his legs folded, 
ocean waves crashing around him, his hands together in a 
meditative pose and his eyes closed. If a normal exercise 
program represents one spoke in the wheel of total mental 
and physical health, the point of Spinning —which 
Johnny G (real name Johnny Goldberg) invented — is “to 
complete that wheel, to be the other spokes.” To help peo- 
ple become those other spokes, Goldberg has created a 
program that includes diet suggestions and inspirational 
readings. 

Don’t think for a second that all this stuff — anything, 
in fact, with the word Spin in it — hasn’t been copyrighted. 
This assertive trademarking (and the aggressiveness with 
which Goldberg and his company, Mad Dogg Athletics, 
defend those trademarks) is just one of the things about 
Spinning that has raised the eyebrows of fitness experts 
who say that Johnny G just might be a millionaire shyster 
selling transcendence to a spiritually bereft culture. Says 
Jeff Martin, an associate professor of sport and exercise 
psychology at Wayne State University, in Michigan, and a 
former world-class distance runner: “Whenever there is 
money involved, you wonder about somebody’s motives.” 


T= FIRST THING you notice is the thick scent of 


T THE beginning of the fitness boom of the 1980s, 

the cult activity was aerobics, plain and simple. Among 
other things, Jamie Lee Curtis’s tights-clad buns in the 
1985 movie Perfect provoked runs on health-club member- 
ships and a marketing blitz that did wonders for companies 
such as Reebok and LA Gear. If a gym didn’t have aero- 
bics, it couldn’t compete. Later it was step classes. Now 
indoor cycling is dominating the health-club scene, selling 
out classes and inspiring followings that verge on the devo- 
tional. Says Andy Fitzgerald, owner of Gold’s Gym in 
Worcester and a national presenter for Mad Dogg Athletics: 
“It’s huge — any club that doesn’t have an indoor-cycling 
program is truly at a competitive disadvantage. People walk 
through the door now and say, ‘Do you have Spinning?’ 
That’s what they are interested in.” 

The roots of Spinning are all Johnny Goldberg. To help 
him train for a nonstop bike race across the US, he invent- 
ed an indoor training bike that simulated the weight and 
friction of a touring bike. He eventually began to train oth- 
ers on the indoor machines, and soon he realized he had a 
potential gold mine. Goldberg coupled Spinning with what 
he calls the spiritual “search for answers,” which he started 
as a teenager in his native South Africa. He coupled that 
with a licensing deal with Schwinn, and a new exercise fad 


was born. 

Today, there are three competing 
indoor-cycling programs: the Mad 
Dogg/Schwinn version, a Reebok 
version, and a Keiser prograi::. But 
Mad Dogg, based in Southern 
California, owns 85 percent of the 
market. It certainly is the most 
idiosyncratic. 

“There is this whole mind-body 
connection,” says Fitzgerald. “You 
literally close your eyes and for 40 
minutes you take a journey.” 

The terminology — the jour- 
ney, the “transcendence” — is 
part of what has hooked trainers, 
who, in turn, serve as apostles, 
spreading the message of Spin. 
Says one Rhode Island trainer: 
“Personally, I believe in it. It’s 
important to us to be part of a 
bigger scheme of things.” 


TEP INTO a Spinning class and 
the trippy stuff starts right away. 

I was prepped for my ride by 
the owner of Suburban Fitness, 
Rick Provost, an intense and 
thoroughly fit guy who looks a bit 
like Vanilla Ice, but I am clearly 
unprepared. 

First, I’m five minutes early, and 
already the class is full. And even 
though every trainer I’ve talked to 
tells me that all different kinds of 
people Spin, forget it: the room is 
all women. In fact, a glance at the 
sign-up sheet shows that, of the 
100 or so names, exactly five are 
anything like, say, Bill or Rob or 
Dave. 

And the women here are already 
Spinning. They’re whirling away 
on bikes, lined up like a pack of 
Tour de Francers, and wearing the 
padded bike shorts that Provost 
suggested I wear (which I’m not, 
of course). They are a vision of 
sports bras and sweat, and class 
hasn’t even begun. 

There’s no bike for me, so 
Provost has to ask someone to 
leave, someone whose name is 
lower on the list than mine. 

She is not pleased. “I am on the 
list,” she says. She continues ped- 
aling. “So,” she says, and looks 
forward, bearing down on her Spinner. 

“Since one of the bikes in the room is broken,” Provost 
begins to explain. But no, she’ll have none of it. She pulls 
the brake on her bike and throws him this look. “Vicious,” 
is how I’d describe it. It’s a “Better check your brake lines 
before you get into your car, Rick,” type of look. She 
stamps out of the room. 

Now Provost points out what distinguishes an official 
Mad Dogg Johnny G Spinner Schwinn from an ordinary 
stationary bike. First, the seat can slide back and forth to 
simulate different kinds of riding. Then, the front wheel of 
a Spinner is a 40-pound flywheel, so it has the inertia thing 
going for it. The direct-drive wheel is hard to start and 
stop; if you stop moving your legs, the wheel will start 
moving them for you. There is also a knob that acts as a 
standard bike brake, but the knob, when turned, increases 
the wheel’s friction to simulate hills and other terrain.

As mood music plays, Provost, who has changed into 
biking shorts and an official Spin biking jersey, starts the 
class off with light pedaling and an introduction into what 
the rest of the ride will bring. “Look up to the sky, stretch 
your arms up to the blue, blue sky,” he says. Of course, 
we’re all indoors, but behind me, most of the women have 
their eyes closed anyway. 

“Okay, see your journey — see your goal,” he says. “If 
you don’t have one, you better get one, because we're all 
going to make it today. We’re all together in this, right, 
ladies?” There are yells from the women, all pedaling away 
now. “Okay, turn your knobs up one complete circle. We’re 
starting,” Provost says, as the Cure pumps out of the 
stereo. And off we don’t really go. 


SK PEOPLE why they Spin, and you'll hear a few rea- 
sons over and over. “Calories” and “inches” are two of 











them. But there’s also the high — “the next level” that 
Spinning takes you to, the magic feeling caused by endor- 
phins, a chemical the brain releases during exercise. 


“With Spinning, you get a high level of endorphin release, 


which gives a general spirit of well-being,” says Provost. 

Whether the endorphin high exists is, in itself, a debate 
among scientists. Some would argue that there’s another 
reason Spinners may get that feeling of well-being: they’re 
satisfying an exercise addiction stemming from the obses- 
sive-compulsive symptoms surrounding such issues as low 
self-esteem. The intensity and dogma that characterize 
Spinning’s 750-calorie-an-hour workouts offer a powerful 
lure to people looking for control over their lives. 

“There’s something going on with group dynamics, 
framing it with candles and lights,” Martin says. “A lot of 
people are looking for meaning in their lives, people trying 
to get comfortable with themselves. [But] the nonprofes- 
sional in me says, “You know, this is a crock.’ ” 

To Roger Fielding, an assistant professor of health sci- 
ences at BU, Spinning — like any similarly intense exercise 
program — gives people a socially acceptable way to exert 
extreme control over their weight. “The excuse that one’s 
so thin is that she’s working out all the time,” he says. “It’s 
bad if you don’t eat, but it’s good if you burn enough calo- 
ries to look lean.” 

On a more general level, he says, 
“it gets outside of fitness. One of 
the reasons people work out is for 
body image, and a lot of the reason 
people work out is from some [inac- 
curate] sense of body image.” 

So while burning a few calories 
isn’t a bad motive for doing some- 
thing that, after all, is damn good for 
the heart, that desire for control can 
get out of hand. Boston University 
sports psychologist Leonard 
Zaichkowsky compares it to alco- 
holism. “When you get to the 
extremes, it is dysfunctional,” he says. 
“If they have to take three hours a 
day to exercise, are thinking about it 
all day — ‘I have to do this Spinning 
stuff’ — they become fanatics. 

“It’s almost cult-like behavior. It 
is kind of a new identity for people. 
Pretty soon there is going to be a 
church for exercise.” 

And Johnny Goldberg, of course, 
will be its Jerry Falwell. Indeed, for 
Goldberg, the whole point of 
Spinning is to make people healthier 
in a spiritual way. “There are two 
ways to get spiritually healthy,” he 
says. “One is to work the body from 
the inside out, the other from the outside in. I wanted a tool 
that would translate the barrier, to push very heavily into the 
philosophical while pushing hard physically.” 

But not everyone agrees that exercise is the place to get 
spiritually fulfilled, or that Goldberg is the man to do the 
fulfilling. Wiggins, who has seen many of Goldberg’s 
videos, says, “[Johnny] is compulsive, he’s an egomaniac, 
he is a guru. He is mesmerizing. He definitely has some 
power that has attracted a lot of people.” 


HOUGH JOHNNY G and Mad Dogg aren’t exactly 

hypnotizing folks into joining Spinning classes, it’s clear 
that he is not in the business simply to “doggedly pursue 
his dream of improving people’s lives through exercise,” as 
his Web page contends. Goldberg gets a cut of every 
Johnny G Spinner Schwinn bike bought (Provost says he 
paid $7800 for the 13 bikes at Suburban Fitness). Plus, in 
order for a club like Suburban Fitness to become a certified 
Spinning gym, at least six trainers must shell out $275 each 
to attend a one-day Mad Dogg seminar and pass a test 
that, according to a Braintree trainer who took it, includes 
multiple-choice questions like “Why is hydration impor- 
tant?” and short-answer questions like “What did you 
think of the certification process?” 

With 5000 facilities and more than 30,000 certified 
instructors worldwide, Goldberg is sure to be hoisting 
some hefty green. Mad Dogg spokesman Barry Sanders, 
interviewed late last year, predicted that the company

would earn $7 million in 1998, more than doubling its 
1997 earnings. 

The money comes not just from the bikes and classes but 
from an entire catalogue of Spinning products: sports bras, 
stickers, fleece outerwear, and “antibacterial” padded bik- 
ing shorts with a copyrighted Spinning label that run 
$53.95 a pair. And let’s not forget a slew of videos, a book, 
and the Nike Spinning shoe on the way. 

The company isn’t afraid to enforce its copyright, requir- 
ing gym owners either to adhere to the Spin program — 
buying Johnny G bikes, going through his certification 
process, and signing his licensing agreement — or to tell 
members interested in Spinning that they do not, in fact, 
offer Johnny G’s program. 

Sonja Anastasie, cofounder of the Crank Cycle indoor- 
cycling studio in Worcester, bought the bikes and said so in 
her brochure. Then someone faxed her brochure to 
Schwinn. “Schwinn basically said, “You need to run the 
program the way we tell you to. Just sign our licensing 
agreement and you'll be all set,’ ” she says. “But I didn’t 
want to be told how to run my program. It appears to be 
— I hate to use the word scam — a way to channel the 
program into a promotion of their product. You don’t see 
Reebok . . . and Keiser doing that.” 

Johnny contends that he enforces the copyrights and cer-

tification standards because the educational aspects are an 
essential part of the program. Besides, he says, he did the 
work, and therefore he deserves the money. The other pro- 
grams “haven’t gone through the mettle,” he says. “People 
laughed at me for 12 years. When you see a Spinning logo, 
it stands for something that was born in my heart and soul,

with goodness and health and fitness in mind.” 

Most people agree that Goldberg is a driven athlete. He 
sits on both the California Governor’s Council on 
Physical Fitness and the advisory board for Women’s 
Fitness magazine. 

But as for the transcendental aspects of Spinning, “I 
think he’s gone off the deep end,” says fitness writer Sarah 
Bowen Shea. “I think anyone who is really into a sport can 
think there’s a Zen, but I think sitting in a room with a 
bunch of sweaty people is not Zen.” 


UT OH, Zen, I’m so close. Really pounding away now. 

Springsteen’s on the stereo, and after a few songs, the 
class is really together now, rooting loudly at each hill we 
climb, at each goal we reach. 

As the opening guitar of U2’s “Bad” echoes through the 
room, Provost says, “Okay, ladies . . . and David, a big 
climb here. Let’s turn it up two complete circles.” 

Two complete levels for the seven-plus minutes of this 
song — no way is there any hill like that east of the 
Berkshires. But I do it anyway, twist the tension on the bike 
higher, start pushing. Feel the burn in my quads. 

But this odd sensation takes over my left calf. I’m ignoring 
it. My eyes are closed. I can see the hill. 

And even though the music keeps fadiing in and out 
on the stereo, I’ve got it in my 
head. I am heading into the Zone. 
I can tell. The “next level” 
approaches. I’m almost there. . . . 

At this point, a fierce cramp 
tears through my calf. The muscle 
is visibly bunched up into a tiny 
ball on my leg, and I am crying 
like a baby in front of 10 middle- 
aged women still getting up their 
personal hills. I’m off my bike, as 
far from Zen as | have ever been, 
beating my fist on my poor, poor, 
bastard of a calf. It finally relents 
after five minutes. 

“Let’s go, David,” the women 
cry out behind me. And, damn 
me, I remount for the last time. 

After another half-hour, it’s 
over. And, sitting beneath the cold 
fluorescents of the Suburban 
Fitness locker room, I feel pretty 
much at peace. There’s a bath- 
room here, hot water. All my stuff 
is waiting for me in a locker. The 
visualization of experience, it turns 
out, is not actually experience at 
all. I’m still, after all, in the locker 
room. I never left the building. 

Goldberg says that this is one of 
the key points of the program — because Spinning partici- 
pants are in charge of turning up their own knob, in charge 
of creating their own hill in their mind, “you cannot fail to 
get up that hill.” And this inability to fail, he says, means 
you are guaranteed a self-esteem boost, a positive and 
healthy internal experience from Spinning. 

So people Spin, sweat, “take a journey” without risking, 
say, getting lost or in a major accident. For an hour, they 
get to control their lives in every possible way. But in 
doing so, they avoid the actual journey, the push through 
the fall leaves, that last real hill on the way home, when 
there is no tension knob to choose not to turn any tighter. 
There is no guarantee that the control, the accomplish- 
ment, will extend past the walls and into the real world. As 
Leonard Zaichkowsky says, “They are training virtually for 
nothing.” i

The restaurant 
that occupied the spot for ages, Newbury 
Steak House, didn’t manage to survive into the 
restaurant boom of the ’90s, and a few years ago 
the space was taken over by Steven Foster and 
Kevin Troy, the nightlife impresarios who also 
own Jillian’s and the Mercury Bar. Since then it 
has been .three entirely different restaurants: Café

ownership, same space, but — as they say in the 
restaurant trade — different concept. 

You could probably write a trend history of the 
late 90s based simply on the décor of these 
restaurants. You couldn’t do it based on the food, 
because the food hasn’t shown any appreciable 


| trajectory; it has gone from wobbly but inexpen- 


sive New American (Mojo) to quite accomplished, 
if slightly pricey, Japanese-Italian fusion (575) to 
mid-priced New American that’s slightly better 
than No. | but not quite as polished as No. 2. 

The concept, though — well, the concept has 


| gone through some exciting changes. Café Mojo had 


couches in the bar and big folky-trendy murals on 
the walls; 575 had overstuffed chairs in the bar and a 
working sushi bar along one side of the dining 
room; the Blue Cat has jazz photos and turntables in 
the bar and a great big smoky mirror where the 
sushi bar used to be. This new version is unques- 
tionably the toniest and most spot-on of the three: fi- 
nally, a restaurant that knows what it wants to be. 

What it wants to be is a lounge. We asked the 


visited, had a split personality: the at- 
tempts at fusion felt hamhanded (i.e., 
“lobster potstickers” overwhelmed by 
ginger and soy), but modified classics 
were graceful and tasty: beautiful pur- 
ple-potato salad with smoked-trout paté, 
sweet-crusted grilled chicken, and a 
towering “berry surprise” for dessert.

host for a booth one night, then surveyed the din- 
ing room and laughed: just about every table was a 
booth. And nice booths, too, upholstered in 
oxblood-colored leather that puffs out in ridges 
like a scallop. It’s a very polished effect, especially 
with midcentury French liquor posters on the wall, 
and it’s hard not to like an all-booth restaurant: 
you feel like the center of the action wherever you 
sit. The bar, up a step from the main dining room, 
has always been the heart of this restaurant, and 
on slow nights this is where most of the people 
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| congregate. In its current version, it has a handful 


of semicircular booths (you can eat and smoke 
here, which will appeal to some people) and bare 
brick walls hung with black-and-white photos of 
bebop musicians. The effect is classic jazz lounge, 
and there’s one cool, unusual touch: a turntable 
stand (the Blue Cat has a jazz DJ at night) with 
the solid construction and carefully turned legs of 
a piano. 

But this is a dining-out column, not a concept 
column, and the report on the Blue Cat’s food is: 
it’s pretty good. As at most restaurants driven 
more by market positioning than by food, the 
dishes are moderately priced and share a certain 
innocuous creativity. There are twists on things, 
like fried leeks in the clam chowder, and South- 
western relish with the hanger steak, but you don’t 
run into a lot of flagrant originality. Which — 
don’t get me wrong — is fine. The food has a 
consistency that would keep anyone but a real 
snob happy. 

As an example, let’s take the “wasabi tuna sal- 
ad” ($7.25). This is a handsome plate, sleek and 
modern, with four fanned-out slices of tuna, raw 
in the middle and seared on the outside, blending 
the chic minimalism of sushi with a bit of reassur- 
ing cooked flavor. So far, so good. And we liked 
the lobster-and-crab cakes well enough; lobster 
meat is too firm to blend smoothly into the 
mashed texture that you expect from crab cakes, 
but then again, you can’t really complain about a 
little extra lobster in your food. And it’s nice, when 
you’re paying $8.25 for an appetizer, that the plate 
comes with a little mesclun salad topped by a mus- 
tardy vinaigrette. 

All the appetizers we had were tasty, and some 
were even inspired. A potato-leek soup ($4.50) 
was capably done, if a bit too salty and concentrat- 
ed, but the “almost traditional” clam chowder 
($5.95) was very clever: where normal clam chow- 
der has diced potatoes and chopped clams stirred 
into a thick base, this one had two open clamshells 
floating on top of the soup, with quartered new 
potatoes bobbing happily along with them, and a 
tasty little stack of leek ribbons right in the middle 
of the bowl. The broth, slightly thickened but not 
heavy, had a fine clam-juice taste and was given a 
nice depth of flavor by some chunks of excellent 
bacon. 

The entrées delivered slightly more food for the 
money, but with slightly less energy. A dish of 
baked penne ($9.95) was essentially latter-day 
mac-and-cheese: pasta coated with a wholesome 
gruyere-and-white-wine goo and a few peas and 





portobello mushroom chunks thrown in for earthy 
substance. A hanger steak ($14.50) was slightly 
more interesting, if only because you don’t usually 
see the flavorful and obscure cut outside Fran- 
cophile restaurants. This one was slightly less ten- 
der than other hanger steaks I’ve had, but not bad, 
and served with a fun Southwestern salsa of corn 
and red peppers. 

A whole section of the Blue Cat menu is dedi- 
cated to sandwiches and burgers, most of them 
decorated with bacon and blue cheese and various 
fripperies; we tried a muffuletta ($7.95) — a New 
Orleans sandwich with Italian roots — and got 
something so big and overstuffed we could eat ex- 


idea of a muffuletta is a fat, airy toasted bun with a 
fine brown crust, filled with ham and salami and 
topped with a tangy mixture of mayonnaise and 
garlic and chopped-up olives and peppers. The ef- 
fect is slightly oily, very flavorsome, and totally ex- 
cessive in an appealing New Orleansy way. 

There was one real failure among the dishes we 
tried. Though the seared-tuna appetizer worked 
perfectly well, a similar dish on a different night — 
the pan-seared tuna entrée ($14.95) — had obvi- 
ously been sent out without a second look. The fish 
was second-rate, a big chunk of rare tuna in an off- 
putting pink, with the grain of the fish pulling apart 
unattractively. A kitchen has to be extra-careful 
with rare dishes; we didn’t finish this one. 

We did finish our desserts: three scoops of fruit 
sorbet ($5.25) served in a martini glass; créme 
brilée ($5.50) in a small, deep ramekin, nicely 
glassy on the top and thick and eggy inside; and an 
espresso ice-cream sandwich ($6), which was a ball 
of espresso ice cream between two round disks of 
thick chocolate, all topped with bittersweet sauce. 

Service at 94 Mass Ave, whatever the name of 
the restaurant, has always been pretty good. Our 
waiter one night was genuinely smart and in- 
formed; another night our service was slightly 
more inert but still friendly. The wine list at Blue 
Cat isn’t extensive or particularly oenophilic (it’s 
impressively outdone by the martini list included at 
every table), but I’m always glad to see a few bot- 
tles for less than $20. We had a decent South 

African sauvignon blanc for $18 (Robertson Win- 
ery, 1997) that stood up nicely to the muffuletta 
and the penne-and-cheese, and that seemed like a 
pretty nice concept to me. ae

Tales from the biggest wine tasting in the country 


Expose yourself

KAY, IT’S OFFICIAL. Boston is 
a wine town. 

There may not be a lot of wine 
produced in these parts, but the next-to- 
last weekend in January testified to the 
fact that people here sure are passionate 
about drinking the stuff. Sixteen thou- 
sand people bought tickets to the Boston 
Wine Expo on Saturday — that’s a sell- 
out crowd at the World Trade Center. 
And the previous night’s Anthony Spinaz- 
zola wine-and-food gala, at $125 a head, 
was packed. 

At this point, the Wine Expo isn’t just 
the largest wine event in New England, 
it’s the biggest public wine show in the 
country. If you haven’t been, imagine a 
huge convention center packed with ta- 
bles and people, like Downtown Crossing 
during the Christmas shopping season at 
rush hour, all of them pouring and tasting 
wine. 

For winemakers, a booth at the Expo is 
a sound business proposition: it helps 
them either hook up with a distributor (a 
necessity under Massachusetts liquor law) 
or promote wine they’re already selling in 
the state. It’s also a very human proposi- 
tion: it gives them a chance to meet cus- 
tomers face to face. As Chris Tietje, the 
winemaker for Four Vines and 
Scaramouche (he comes from Boston, and 
got his start working at Bauer Wines), 
told me: “A lot of people there don’t know 
me from Jonah, but when you see the look 
on their faces as they taste the wines, and 
you hear them say, ‘Whoa! That syrah is 
so darn delicious!’ it makes you remember 


why you make wine in the first place.” 

For most wine drinkers, the Expo is 
mainly an opportunity to celebrate wine, 
to learn more about it — and to drink a 
lot of it. The price of admission seems 
steep, at $43, but it gives access to an 
enormous variety of wines ranging from 
$5 to $50 a bottle retail. Assuming you 
spit most of the wines you taste, you can 
try quite a few in an afternoon. It’s hard 
not to have a really good time, getting a 
little buzz, seeing everyone else having 
fun and indulging their passion on a 
weekend afternoon in winter. 

Most people at the Expo, I’d guess, are 
there more to consume than to learn. But 
even if they just showed up to drink, 
chances are good that they learned some- 
thing. At the very least, they probably 
tried a lot of different varietals — and for 
people who rarely venture beyond the va- 
rietals they know (merlot, chardonnay, 
white zinfandel, whatever), it’s worth the 
price of admission just to get bumped out 
of that rut. 

For real aficionados, the Expo repre- 
sents something else: a chance to keep 
tabs on the industry, to meet a lot of its 
big names, and to learn what’s new in the 
wine world. A lot of the real action for 
wine nuts is in the seminars and tastings 
held during the event, which cost extra 
but deliver quite a bit more than you get 
in the push-and-shove of the convention- 
center floor. 

Probably the most exciting tasting I 
went to this year was a vertical tasting of 
10 Jordan cabernets ranging from 1976 





to 1995. Jordan, in California’s Alexander 
Valley, is a fairly pricey wine and a very 
consistent one, essentially an American 
first-growth chateau. Its older vintages 
are hard to come by, and the tasting was 
a chance not just to try some hard-to-find 
older vintages, but to taste them with the 
winemaker himself, Rob Davis, who’s 
been at Jordan since 1978. To see his 
passion and experience and delight made 
me realize why it’s worthwhile to spend 
so much time consumed by — if not con- 
suming — wine.

1 was also delighted by a blind tasting of 
syrahs from around the world. Blind tast- 
ings are fun: you have a list of the wines, 
but you don’t know the order you’re 
drinking them in. You really have to focus 
on the taste, and what you know about a 
region, in order to figure out which wine is 
in which glass. (I got the first three right, 
and then nothing.) Too often, you just 
drink your wine without thinking about it; 
it’s good sometimes to take your apprecia- 
tion to the next level, beyond “This tastes 
good” and into “How does this taste?” and 
“How, if at all, does the taste reflect the 
region, the growing conditions, the soil, or 
the style of the winemaker?” 

For me, the top story of this year’s 
Expo was syrah (or shiraz, as it’s often 
called in the Southern hemisphere). This 
is the varietal of the moment, as merlot 
was a few years back. An increasing num- 
ber of producers from around the world 
are making syrahs, big and bold and 
brash ones — very bright, American-style 
wines. Everywhere I went at the Expo, 
people were discovering syrah and loving 
it. I liked Tietje’s stunning 1997 Four 
Vines from Paso Robles (****), which 
will soon be released in Massachusetts 
(about $20 at Bauer Wines, on Newbury 
Street) — loads of ripe fruit, currants, 
hints of spice, perfect balance of oak. 
Also impressive was the J. Lohr 1996 
Syrah from Paso Robles (***), which 
was approachable but still chewy, with 
lots of cinnamon and blackberry. 

One of the nice things about an event 
like the Wine Expo, which draws con- 
sumers from all over New England and 
wine people from all over the world, is 
that there are so many stories out there. 
Right now, some other wine critic may be 
writing that the wine du jour is really ries- 
ling, or port, or something else. The key 
to understanding people’s enthusiasm 
about wine is that there is so much to say, 
and so many varieties to choose from. 
The Expo offers a taste for everyone’s 
taste, and whether you’re looking to or 
not, you can’t help but learn something. 
See you there next year. id

THE VAULT, 105 Liberty Square, 
Boston, 292-9966: $14-$27. With its 
linen tablecloths, high ceilings, and 
grand bar, this wedge-shaped room has 
all the markings of a classic downtown 
restaurant. But the cooking hums with 
an adventurous spirit, and the extensive 
wine list is cleverly chosen. 

WEST STREET GRILL, 15 West St. (off 
Tremont St., near Downtown Crossing), 
Boston, 423-0300. $11-$19. Known pri- 
marily for its bar scene, this is a credible 
restaurant as well. The cooking is 
roughly New American; the building is 
tall, narrow, and multistoried; and the 
dining room, upstairs from the after- 
work bustle, is surprisingly calm. 

LES ZYGOMATES, 129 South St., 
Boston, 542-5108. $12-$19. This bistro 
with a genuinely French feel has a wine- 
bar angle (the list of 40-odd wines 
changes weekly), an artsy angle (gal- 
leries across the street), and a shame- 
lessly Gallic angle (sweetbread vol-au- 
vent, venison in wine reduction sauce). 
The menu favors purism over culinary 
excitement, but the place has a buzz 
about it nonetheless. 


EAST BOSTON 
ANGELO & SONS SEAFOOD, 297-299 
Chelsea Street (Day Square), East 
Boston, 567-2500. $10-$18. Just out of 
sight of the Logan runways, this East 
Boston seafood joint is the best reason 
we know to drive through the Callahan 
Tunnel. The owner spent much of his 
life as a fisherman, and his love of the 
catch shines through everywhere. Order 
the mixed-shellfish plate to start (it's 
called “seafood aioli”), and whatever's 
on the specials board. 


THE FENWAY 
CENA, 14 Westland Ave., Boston, 262- 
1485. $11-$15. A standout among the 
many new bistros and grilles because 
the menu concentrates on vegetables 
with a little seafood and chicken — no 


red meat and little cheese — and be- 
cause so many of the world-beat flavors 
work. Call it health gourmet, or call it the 
future, but call it “Kay-nah” as in the 
Latin, because the fun decor is faux an- 
cient Rome. 

MUCHO GUSTO, 1124 Boylston St., 
Boston, 275-1020. $8-$14 (lunch, $5- 
$9). Greai old Cuban music, kitschy col- 
lectibles off the sets of / Love Lucy, and 
superb hospitality make this fun. Health- 
ful-ized Cuban food makes for pretty 
great dining, especially on the Cuban 
sandwich, black-bean soup, Cuban cof- 
fee, and anything deep-fried. BR Sun., 
noon to 4 p.m. 

SORENTO’'S ITALIAN GOURMET, 86 
Peterborough St., Boston, 424-7070. 
$6-$10. A (somewhat yuppie) neighbor- 
hood pizza parlor with food better than 
most “northern Italian” cafés. The se- 
cret: a short list of top ingredients 
worked into al dente pastas, delectable 
calzones and pizzas, and a couple of 
creamy sauces.

BLACK CROW CAFFE, 2 Perkins St. 
(Hyde Sq.), Jamaica Plain, 983-9231. 
$12-$17. A continental café with owners 
and some décor from the West Indies. 
Great soups, salads, cappuccino — and 
desserts to die for.

JAKE'S BOSS BBQ, 3492 Washington 
St., Jamaica Plain, 983-3701. $6-$15. 
Veteran pitmaster Kenton Jacobs brings 
Texas smoked barbecue back to the in- 
ner city, in a handy location next to 
Doyle's.

One of 
the city's first brewpubs, this lofty, neo- 
industrial space across from Fenway 
Park offers a large and changing selec- 
tion of beers, from cask-conditioned 
ales to fruit novelties.

Open only six months, Mi Casita has developed a loyal following thanks to its 


cool digs, cheap prices, and light take on traditional Mexican cuisine. Dishes don’t

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drown in cheese, and the ingredients are fragrant and fresh. Really fresh. (Mi Ca- 
sita’s owner, Felicia Sanchez, grows vegetables for the restaurant in her garden 


during the summer.) The result is that you don’t feel as if you’ve swallowed a 


for $5.95. Quesadillas with any of the three tortilla choices (we liked the spinach 
best), covered with Mi Casita’s chunky, fragrant salsa, are $5.95. The homemade 
guacamole ($1.25) is creamy and slightly tangy (it’s mixed with mayonnaise) — a 
great dip for whatever you order. 

And don’t miss the desserts here, which are also homemade; you'll often walk 
by Mi Casita’s windows and see people eating alone, sharing an intimate moment 
with a slice of Key lime pie. If you must limit yourself to a single dessert, it should 
be the coffee flan ($1.75). It’s perfectly smooth and not at all heavy. 

Mi Casita’s only drawback? The distressing lack of margaritas. There’s no 
liquor license here, and sometimes a cream soda just doesn’t do it.

Try the polenta with wild 
mushrooms, grilled shrimp with mango- 
jalapeno sorbet, and venison with ju- 
niper, black pepper, and cranberries 
Great comfort food, elegantly prepared 
LA BETTOLA, 480 Columbus Ave., 
Boston, 236-5252. $21-$35. Opened by 
the team behind the successful Galleria 
Italiana, this bistro has gamered forkfuls 
of attention for its freewheeling conti- 
nental menu with light Asian inflections. 
It's flavorful and fun, but the food some- 
times loses focus. The prix fixe dinner 
($38.50) lets you roam the menu freely.

LAUREL, 142 Berkeley St., Boston, 
(617) 424-6711. $15-$27. Physically 
and culinarily, this is halfway between 
the innovative South End bistros and 
luxurious verities of the Ritz/Aujourd- 
hui/Biba axis. Laurel is a handsome 
room pushing the $20-per-entrée price 
line with some fun dishes like smoked 
Chilean sea bass and a fresh-fruit marti- 
ni glass dessert, and some solid clas- 
sics like grilled duck breast, Argentine 
sirloin steak, and cookies (with milk!) for 
dessert. 

LE GAMIN, 550 Tremont St., Boston, 
654-8969. $6-$9. A cute little créperie 
decorated with French roadsigns and 
photographs of Paris. The sandwiches 
and crépes are cheap, consistent, and 
all accompanied by a pile of mesclun 
with a fine vinaigrette. Try the leek-and- 
goat-cheese crépe, smoked-salmon sal- 
ad, and plain lemon-sugar crépe for 
dessert. Top it off with hot rum punch. 
METROPOLIS CAFE, 584 Tremont St., 
Boston, 247-2931. $12-$18. Wow. In a 
space that was once an ice-cream par- 
lor, a jewel of a bistro serves consistent- 
ly on-target dishes that take their inspi- 
ration from both the French and Italian 
traditions. When this place is three 
times as big and twice as expensive, 
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you can say you ate here when. Try the 
elegant salmon pavé, the astonishingly 
rich risotto specials, and any of the 
desserts.

Live in the South End? Feeling hungry?

Pretty se- 
fious and beautifully composed food, es- 
pecially for something called a bistro, but 
the dedication to the food of Alsace en- 
sures that soups and entrées will have 
hearty, bistro-like flavors. And then there's 
the signature pizza-like flammekueche, 
loaded with onions and smoked bacon. 
Fabulously composed desserts.

Square), Cambridge, 868-1900. $5-$13. 
At last, an Indian restaurant that breaks 
out of the traditional Punjabi menu and 
promotes novel regional dishes, espe- 
cially the sweet-hot cooking of Western 
India, such as the “dokla & patra” appe- 
tizer, bhel, and shrimp no paatio. But 
don’t miss the Bengali version of 
cauliflower and potatoes, nor the South 
Indian dosa dishes. Outstanding rice 
and breads, too. 


INMAN SQUARE 

EAST COAST GRILL, 1271 Cambridge 
St., Cambridge, 491-6568. $13-$30. En- 
larged and leaning now toward premium 
fresh seafood, but still the greatest 
place with the least pretense for barbe- 
cue, grilled meat, soulful side dishes, 
and super-spicy hot dishes, clearly la- 
beled. BR Latin brunch on Sun., 11 a.m. 
to 2:30 p.m. 

MAGNOLIAS, 1193 Cambridge St., 
Cambridge, 576-1971. $10-$20. The 
Cajun food is still the best. Try outstand- 
ing Cajun popcorn shrimp, panéed veal 
with tasso, and blackened prime rib. 
Wider Southern menu takes in fried 
green tomatoes, super Key lime pie. 
Bluefish paté and informal tone are 
strictly from Cambridge. 

MIDWEST GRILL, 1124 Cambridge St., 
Cambridge, 354-7536. $14-$17. The 


Brazilian contribution to barbecue is 
churrasco rodizio, which translates to a 
lot of meat for $16.95. Roasting spits 
are brought to your table: pork, beef, 
chicken, lamb, and more, in endless ro- 
tation. Other Brazilian specials are 
good, too, and the vibe is unfailingly 
friendly 

OLE MEXICAN GRILL, 11 Springfield 
St., Cambridge, (617) 492-4495. $7.50- 
$15. This is about as good as Mexican 
cooking gets in Boston: the fresh things 
are fresh, the fried things are crunchy, 
and the cooking of Oaxaca and Ver- 
acruz comes through without a lot of 
cheesy Texas interference. The vibe is 
cheerful and lively, probably thanks to 
the excellent Mexican beer list and tot- 
teringly full margaritas. Cash only 


KENDALL SQUARE/MIT 
THE BLUE ROOM, One Kendall Sq., 
Cambridge, 494-9034. $17-$22. A quiet- 
ly great Cambridge restaurant, especial- 
ly for desserts. New owner Steve John- 
son respects the space'’s eclectic her- 
itage of seafood, big flavors, and live 
fire, but adds a French bistro subtheme 
in post-peasant dishes like the “duck 
duo.” Excellent service of wines by the 
glass and uniquely correct tea service. 
BR Sun., 11 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 

DADDY O'S BOHEMIAN CAFE, 134 
Hampshire St., Cambridge, 354-8371. 
$9-$16. Beatnik decor but a contempo- 
rary menu of hardwood-grilled things 
and comfort food like macaroni and 
cheese, updated with a little smoked 
cheese. Good latkes, mussel fritters, 
fish fry, black-bean soup; and cheap, 
tasty desserts. Cheap list of wines and 
ciders, too. Wear your beret. BR Sun., 
11 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
MIRACLE OF SCIENCE, 321 Mass 
Ave, Cambridge, 868-2866. $3-$9. A 
loud bar full of alternative rock and two- 
tone music, not too many MIT jokes. But 
great grilled skewers, each 
with tortillas and its own live- 
ly, creative condiment on the 
side. Also fabulous burgers 
with real roast potatoes. 
Young, cool-looking crowd. 
RHYTHM & SPICE, 315 
Mass Ave, Cambridge, 497- 
0977. $9-$14. A lively, hip 
tribute to the English-speak- 
ing Caribbean with a 
reggae/soca beat, a beachy 
tone, warm staff, and excel- 
lent food. Try the gundy, festi- 
vals, escovitched fish, the 
coffee, and staying late for 
the dancing. 
ROYAL EAST, 782-792 Main 
St., Cambridge, (617) 661- 
1660. $4-$17. A roomy and 
remarkably inexpensive pair of 
dining rooms, with a lot of 
Asian family business. Order 
what you see on their tables, 
such as Cantonese-style sea- 
sonal vegetables and seafood, 
but don't miss the stuffed egg- 
plant appetizer, or anything 
green on the whiteboards. 
SALTS, 798 Main St., Cam- 
bridge, 876-8444. $15-$22. 
This tiny space has been 
home to a series of inventive 
bistros over the years, and the current 
occupant is charming and consistent. 
The food is New American with an East- 
ern European influence; when we visited 
in the fall, that meant excellent Ukranian 
dumplings with a lovely roasted lamb 
loin. 
THAI'S, 1 Kendall Sq. (Building 300), 
Cambridge, 577-8668. $11-$17. Lovely, 
elegant, uncrowded place with tuxedoed 
servers — and you can still get 
delectable Thai (and some Vietnamese) 
food. Great fried appetizers and unusual 
grilled flavor in the Vietnamese shrimp- 
asparagus roll and grilled meats with 
lemongrass. Also, credibly hot jumbo 
shrimp chee and a generous pad Thai. 


NORTH CAMBRIDGE 
FRANK’S STEAK HOUSE, 2310 Mass 
Ave, Cambridge, 661-0666. $6-$14. The 
oldest steak house in Massachusetts, as 
far as anyone knows, is in the midst of a 
transformation from a blond-wood '70s 
eatery back to the dark red-meat empo- 
rium it was when Tip O'Neill hung out 
here. You can certainly order chicken, 
but be warned: the motto is “Home of 
the Boneless Sirloin Sizzling Platter.”

PORTER SQUARE 
CHANGSHO, 1712 Mass Ave, Cam- 
bridge, (617) 547-6565. $7-$15. An ele- 
gant survivor from the great days of 
Cambridge Szechuan restaurants, espe- 
cially if you stick with Cantonese-style 
seafood and vegetables, such salt-and- 
pepper calamari, steamed Chilean sea 
bass with ginger and scallion, and what- 
ever the whiteboard specials indicate. 
FOREST CAFE, 1682 Mass Ave, Cam- 
bridge, 661-1634. $10-$14. Mexican- 
food fans tired of jack-cheese enchiladas 
and grilled-chicken nacho plates owe it 
to themselves to check out this dive 
bar-cum—Mexican joint. (The restaurant 
half used to be called Mexican Cuisine.) 
This is real regional cooking, not cheap 
but great for a change of pace. Good 
bets are the ejotes — truly remarkable 
green beans — as well as the enchi- 
ladas Trotsky and any fish dish made 
with the pumpkin-seed-and-peanut mole.

CAFE ST. PETERSBURG, 236 Washing- 
ton St. (Brookline Village), 277-7100. $9- 
$14 (lunch, $4-$8). At last a serious, ele- 
gant Russian restaurant, featuring cool, 
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neoclassical renditions of flavorful Rus- 
sian dishes. Nothing sloppy about the 
borscht here, nor the blini, the pozharski 
cutlet, or chicken tabaka. A lot of neat 
vegetarian surprises, like beet pancakes, 
vegetarian stuffed cabbage with raisins, 
and a great venigret beet-potato salad. 
Waiters wear tuxedos even at lunch. 

FIVE SEASONS, 1634 Beacon Street, 
Brookline, 731-2500. $9-$14 A storefront 
macrobiotic restuarant from Jamaica Plain 
hits the big time in Brookline. Ignore the 
contradictions and enjoy the excellent 
chowders, sea-vegetable salads, basic 
grains, stir-fries, and — if your diet allows 
— superb seafood entrees. Just watch out 
for anything that usually employes dairy 
products, sugar, or eggs, such as most of 
the desserts. 

FUGAKYU, 1280 Beacon Street 
(Coolidge Corer), Brookline, (617) 734- 
1268. $15-$28. Large beautiful restaurant 
serving many kinds of Japanese food at a 
high level, not just sushi, although the 
sushi and sashimi are very good. And the 
sushi bar circled by a ring of moving 
wooden ships is a conversation piece. 
Some highlights were the caterpillar maki, 
sashimi, tempura, and the really delicious 
tempura (fried) ice cream. 

GINZA, 1002 Beacon St. (Audubon Cir- 
cle), Brookline, 566-9688. $10-$24. Ar- 
guably the best sushi bar in Boston, cer- 
tainly one of the most avant-garde, yet 
well-grounded in tradition, as evidenced 
by the more than 20 brands of sake, the 
wide range of cooked appetizers, and the 
solid tempura and teriyaki. Somewhat ran- 
dom service won't bother those who come 
in expecting to share tastes. 

MATT MURPHY'’S, 14 Harvard St. 
(Brookline Village), 232-0188. $6-$12. 
Real irish pub with good food. Actually 
rather Irish good food at that. Very bizarre, 
but everyone else is too busy enjoying to 
make much of the situation. Insanely large 
portions, too. Don't miss anything with the 
french fries and homemade ketchup, the 
various Savory pies, soups, salads — real- 
ly, anything. BR Sun., 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
PANDAN LEAF, 250 Harvard St. 
(Coolidge Comer), Brookline, 566-9393. 
$6-$15 (lunch, $6-8). Boston's third and 
maybe best-yet Malaysian restaurant. 
Certainly the best-looking, with a modem 
bistro style. A few highlights of this novel 
cuisine are the pandan-leaf lobak as an 
appetizer, the gado-gado salad, the 
Malaysian yee sang, fine-flavored barbe- 
cued stingray, spicy Indonesian chicken, 
and a soupy bubur cha cha for dessert. 
Explanatory menu and many “safe” dishes 
make this an easy place to jump in, or 


bring a group. 

PROVIDENCE, 1223 Beacon St. 
(Coolidge Comer), Brookline, 232-0300. 
$13-$22. An elegant postmodern dining 
room with intellectual substance. Chef 
Paul O'Connell has nouvelle-American 
training and Norther Italian experience, 
but hearty, northern-European flavors 
keep sneaking in. BR Sun., 11 a.m. to 2 
p.m. 

TABERNA DE HARO, 999 Beacon St., 
Brookline, (617) 277-8272. $10-$15 
(tapas cost less). The most modern Span- 
ish tapas place in the city may also be the 
most authentic: there really are no dinners 
per se, and the food is tuned salty and 
small to complement the dry sherries of 
Spain. A great evening if you like this kind 
of eating, and better if you connect early 
and often with the grilled asparagus, white 
anchovies, pollo en pepitoria, shrimp in 
gariic oil, or the cheese platter. 

ZAFTIGS, 335 Harvard St. (Coolidge Cor- 
ner), Brookline, 975-0075. $6-$15. Despite 
the name, a very un-nostaigic, postmodern 
kind of delicatessen with generally excel- 
lent food and very reasonable desserts. 
Un-nostalgic means low-fat pastrami, 
chicken soup, and such, but also glorious 
comed beef, whitefish salad not to have to 
die for, and excellent daily sorbets. 


Newton 


APPETITO, 761 Beacon St. (Newton 
Centre), Newton, 244-9881. $10-$19. 
Wildly popular, no-reservation café-bar 
with good Italian food and an interesting 
undertone of what used to be called “Con- 
tinental.” People dress informally, but eat 
nicely arranged salads and antipasti, al 
dente pasta, grilled specialties with real 
whipped potatoes, tortes, and tarts. BR 
(Labor Day through Memorial Day) Sat., 
11:30 a.m. to 4 p.m., and Sun., 11 a.m. to 
4p.m. 

CHUNG SHIN YUAN, 183 Califomia St., 
Newton, 964-0111. $2-$7 (brunch). Week- 
days, this is a _ run-of-the-mill 
Mandarin/Szechuan restaurant. But the 
Taiwanese brunch here on Saturdays and 
Sundays is Newton's best-kept secret. 
Line up by 11:15 for the 11:30 opening 
and enjoy jellyfish salad (better than it 
sounds), steamed pork dumplings, and 
fried bread dipped in a bowl of sweet soy 
milk. BR Opens at 11:30 a.m. Sat. and 
Sun. 

MOON WOMAN CAFE, 108 Oak St. 
(Newton Upper Falls), Newton, 630-9569. 
$12-$16. A little place with a big menu, 
Mediterranean (and some Parisian) dish- 
es with flavor, texture, and real heart. 
Don't miss the potato-leek soup, seafood 
crostini with brandade, eggplant ravioli 
with sage-smoked mushrooms, or the 
seasonal pies. Hard to find, but a find. 
NORUMBEGA PARK RESTAURANT, 
287 Auburn St., Newton, 558-7654. $10- 
$18. A very useful suburban roadhouse 
that reaches beyond reliability with truly 
impressive salads, broiled vegetables, a 
real-wood grill, and a fallen chocolate 
cake. An open stairwell links rooms of an 
old house into a large dining space, so 
you can dress to be seen and heard. 
SEMAR, 80 Langley Road, Newton Cen- 
ter, (617) 332-8108. $7-$12. A little In 


donesian place with some great smells 
and some exotic dishes. Fried things are 
easy to like here, as are the four varia- 
tions on nasi goreng, the Indonesian 
fried rice. Excellent spicy calamari, and 
don't miss the clear vegetable soups 
Iced-syrup desserts in parfait glasses 
with candied morsels rather suit this cui- 
sine. 


SOL AZTECA, 75 Union St. (Newton 
Centre), Newton, 964-0920. $10-$15. The 
area's best Mexican restaurant, admittedly 
not a very competitive honor, opens a 
beautifully decorated branch in Newton 
Centre. No dilution in such classics as the 
grilled shrimp in cilantro sauce, puero en 
adobo, and evident improvement in stan- 
dard Mexican items like chicken enchi- 
ladas. Mexican coffee with cloves and a 
homemade cheesecake. 


Somerville 


DALI, 415 Washington St., Somerville, 
661-3254. $17-$22 (entrées); $3.50-$7.50 
(tapas). A rare outpost for Spanish-from- 
Spain cooking. Tapas capture the tone 
and savor of the original, from slices of 
potato omelet and fresh anchovy fillets to 
garlicky potato salad and sautéed porto- 
bello mushrooms. Starting at $3.50 a pop, 
you can afford to experiment. 

EAST ASIA, 868 Broadway (Powder- 
house Sq.), Somerville, 666-8282. $6-$9. 
A tiny, out-of-the-way place with great, 
great Asian food. The menu is North Chi- 
nese and Thai, but the keynote is loving 
treatment of basic ingredients in dishes 
like chili eggplant, royal tofu, and spicy 
squid. 

EVOO, 118 Beacon Street, Somerville, 
(617) 661-3866. $16-$21. Chef Peter Mc- 
Carthy, late of the Bostonian Hotel, boidly 
opens Somerville’s most expensive 
restaurant and the foodie stampede be- 
gins. When he's on, he’s on: buttermilk- 
fried oysters, sweet marinated quail, and 
wood-grilled bass all show spark and sub- 
stance. But the fast-and-loose approach 
to ethnic idioms means the food isn't al- 
ways as consistent as the sculptural pre- 
sentation would have you believe. 
JOHNNY D'S UPTOWN RESTAURANT, 
17 Holland St. (Davis Square), Somerville, 
776-2004. $8-$16. Where else can you 
eat inventive, healthy food while sipping 
draft microbrews and listening to Luther 
“Guitar Jr.” Johnson? Try the conch fritters 
with sweet-potato fries, maverick grits, 
vegetarian dishes, anything Southem. BR 
Sat. and Sun., 9:30 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 
JOSHUA TREE, 256 Elm Street (Davis 
Square), Somerville; 623-9910. $6-$13 It's 
in Davis Square, but it’s designed like a 
downtown trendster bar, with industrial 
steel trim and waiters in black T-shirts. 
The menu is mostly by-the-numbers bar 
food and Mexican stuff, but it does have 
its moments: terrific pinto beans; a “mojo 
roast pork loin” that got our mojo going. 
Thirty-two beers on tap. 

PALENQUE, 300 Beacon St., Somerville, 
491-1004. $10-$15. This great little mole- 
in-the-wall proves to New Englanders that 
classic Mexican cooking can be tangy and 
complex instead of just hot. Try the carni- 
tas (pork tips in an unsweetened choco- 
late-orange sauce) or anything with the 
cilantro-heavy salsa verde. Bring your 
own beer 

REDBONES, 55 Chester St., Davis 
Square, Somerville, 628-2200. $6-$13. 
Big food for big guys. Loud and bright and 
legendary for barbecued, grilled, and 
smoked things, hoofed or otherwise. The 
Arkansas ribs are phenomenal; so are the 
Buffalo shrimp. Try the corn pudding to 
start. The wait is long but worth it. Cash 
and checks only. 

UNION SQUARE BISTRO, 16 Bow St. 
(Union Square), Somerville, 628-3344. 
$12-$17 (lunch, $6-$10). True bistro spirit, 
and hearty filling food. Outstanding bread 
platter, fine appetizers, good dinners, 
weak desserts is the profile, so graze 
away. Don't miss any form of crab cakes 
or portobello mushrooms. BR Sun., noon 
to3 p.m 
VINNY’S AT NIGHT, 76 Broadway (Sulli- 








van Square), Somerville, 628-1921. $7- 
$18. Behind a convenience store called 
Vinny's Superette lurks this den of pure 
East Somerville underworld cool. Great 
chops and profuse pasta served on red- 
and-white-check tablecloths, and more 
antipasti than you can shake a stick at. 
Try the amazing pork chop in vinegar-pep- 
per sauce

It does get expensive, but you won't be 
disapointed by the excellent wood-grilled 
and roasted meats, seafood specials and 
pasta dishes, risotto.en cartocho, and 
anything creamy or chocolate or both.

Rather 
posh, rather refined, completely delicious 
version of Cambodian home-style cooking 
as it might have been in an affluent home. 
The Perry family of Elephant Walk fame 
have focused on this purely Cambodian 
(except well-selected wines and desserts) 
restaurant worth a trip to Waltham from 
anywhere east of Pnom Penh. Order from 
each of five categories, but don't miss the 
spring rolls and the carambola salad 
among the grilled delights and light cur- 


nes. 
CLEM & URSIE’S, 85 Shank Painter 
Road, Provincetown, (508) 487-2333 or - 
2536. $4-$26. A family place with seafood 
broiled or fried, live lobsters, remarkable 
smoked barbecue (!), some super Por- 
tuguese dishes, gourmet sandwiches — 
something for every conceiveable ap- 
petite. Don't overlook the fried ocean cat- 
fish “vinho dahlos,” Wellfleet oysters on 
the haif-shell, or the divine smoked brisket 
sandwich. 

FLORA, 190 Mass Ave, Arlington, 641- 
1664. $15-$22. The foodie scene arrives 
in Arlington Center in airy, peach-toned 
form. Located in a renovated bank, the 
first solo project of journeyman chef Bob 
Sargent is strong on grillwork and full of 
catchy touches, like the arugula-fennel- 
calamari salad, or the intensely garlicked 
escarole under the leg of lamb. BR Sun, 
10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

GALA, 138 Mass Ave, Arlington, (781) 
646-1404. $10-$16. Chef Bob Buonicon- 
ti, late of the East Somerville hideout 
Vinny’s, gamely sallies around the 
Mediterranean with salt cod from Portu- 
gai, tapas from Spain, pasta from Italy, 
and pineapple pizza from somewhere in- 
side his own head. There are a couple 
standouts on the appetizer menu 
(chourico pate, daily antipasto), and oth- 
erwise it’s not bad for the ‘burbs, and 
good value for money.

(207) 774-1740. $9-$15. A terrific New 
American bistro in Portland, which is 
emerging as the hippest of the reviving 
New England cities. Don’t miss the crab 
and scallop dishes, the comfort food, or 
any of the several chocolate desserts. 
KONG LUH, 9 Medford St. (Arlington 
Center), Arlington, 643-2456. $5-$13. 
Kong Luh opens up new regions of China, 
as the chef is a Mongol from Manchuria, 
though also influenced by the subtleties of 
Beijing cuisine. The result is a small 
restaurant of large interest, especially the 
Mongo! rolls, parou, “sour and spicy veg- 
etable” (actually a pickle), and any of the 
soups. 

PROSE, 352a Mass Ave, Arlington, 648- 
2800. $14-$17. Behind the curious name 
lurks a cheery, if bare-bones, corner 
restaurant entirely dedicated to the cre- 
ative flights of its chef and owner, Debbie 
Shore. The menu rarely repeats itself 
from night to night, and regular visitors 
are treated to a series of rewarding ex- 
periments with more ingredients than we 
have space to list. Search out the soft 
wild-mushroom polenta and any dish that

This is a soko, which is Japanese for “warehouse,” the name of 
a popular puzzle from Osaka. You are the sokoban 
(“warehouseman”) who’s just been hired to remove the eight 
numbered crates that are scattered about inside. The crates are 
very heavy, and they don’t have any handles. You’re strong 
enough to push them one at a time — you can’t pull them — 
but you’ll need a crate-sized space behind each box to work in. 
You may not rotate the crates, or climb over them, or squeeze 
between them. And no diagonal moves are allowed. If you push a 
crate into a corner or can’t get behind it, it’s stuck. Don’t worry 
about the boxes once they’ve left the warehouse. A truck will cart 
each away to make room for the next. 

What is the least amount of work required to accomplish your 
task? And how did you do it? To list the moves, write the number 
of the crate, followed by the direction (U for up, D for down, L for 
left, R for right), and then the number of squares moved (e.g., 
7R1). Then add up the squares. Only full-square moves are 
allowed. You needn't record your own moves, just the crates.
